The beft Minds, when deluded, are 
capable of doing the greateft Mifchief. Li 
the Work of Periecution (the moft impi* 
ous and moft aggravated Wickednefi un- 
der the Sun) Men of Confcieixx are often 
the keeneft Deftroyers of Men rf Confii- 
ence: The beft Men then murder the 
beft; contrary to their Meaning, and ac 
their own Peril. They think themfelves 
the only true Servants of the Living God» 
in deftroying his only true Servants. They 
^u-e thus blindly led by Impoftors to defy 
Almighty God out of Zeal for him, ltd 
to undo and kill their Brethren out of pure 
Love to them. Who will ferve Satan 
lukewarmly, when by it he concludes that 
he is ferving God ? 

All fincere Perfecutors are Madmen. 
Their Fury is bent agmnft Confcience, be- 
caufe Confcience condemns their Fury. 
Whatever Caufe, or Catit^ is recommended 
by holy Men, will by holy Dupes be 
erteemed Holy : And then 'tis glorious to 
fight for it ; it is Martyrdom to di^ for it. 
Can there be a greater Impoftor than the 
Pope ? Yet all good Catholics are Champi- ' 
ons unto Death for him.

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It in Englandy^aid in our EngUjb Schools, 
we could fuppofe a Spirit fo incrediWy v^ick* 
cd to reign, that our Youth were taughc to 
bt Jacobites there, ^r, coming thither Ja- 
cobites, they were rather further hardened 
than untaught ; that in Places of Learning 
they were improved in Ignorance ; poifon- 
jcd with impious Principles, by thofe who 
taught Religion ; and animated to Rebel- 
lion and Perjury, by fuch as were largely 
encouraged, and nobly endowed, to propa- 
gate Peac<e and Loyalty; would it not look 
as if we were threatened with Perdition as 
a Nation ; ^nd that an utter DiffoKition of 
Society muft follow fuch an utter Difibhi- 
tion of Religion and Morals ? Would it 
found credible, that fuch (hocking Profliga- 
cy (hould be ftiied Religion, fuch godle!s 
Profligates the Minifl:ers of God? That 
fuch profane Falfhoods Ihould be derived 
from the Gofpel of Truth -, fuch hellifti 
Frauds from the Simplicity of God's 
Word ; fuch unexampled Cruelty from 
the Meekncfs of Chriftianhy ; and fuch 
lendlefs Darknefs and Difficulty be found in 
the revtakd Will of God, by Men who 
profefs themfelves called by the Holy Ghofl 
to clear and explain it ?

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An Umverfity is an Aflbciation cf 
Schools and SchooJmafters : Can any thing 
be more prepofterous and daring, than for 
iiich Men, Tutors of Boys, Teachers of 
Words, wd dry Science, Men generally 
aukwaid and unpradlifed in the World, to 
let up for governing" the World? Laud 
was a bigotted Prieft, railed by a bigottecV 
Prince above himfelf, and unnaturally aid-; 
ed by him to fet the Mitre above the 
Crown, in Return for his letting the Crown 
above the Law. The Clergy in his time, 
by his Craft and Aflfiftance, drove to cn- 
grofst all Civil Employments. When Dr. 
Juxon was made Lord Trcafurcrj upon

Garrard further obfcrves to Lord JVent* 
"ivortb, " That they were grown fo foolifli 
" at Oxford, zs to have a Queftion pro^ 
*^ pofed there about (be Legality of Shi^- 
A 3 '''' Mon^i % 
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'• Mon^ \ and another Queftion about thi 
*' Tumults in Scotland, whether the new 
•* Church Service there was ajt^ Caufe of 
«' Scandal.** This was fctdng up for Um- 
pire between Kbg and People, or rather 
over both, and for fupreme Legiflators*. 

In Confequenee of this Phrenfy, every 
PariQi Prieft was a Limb and Mouths-- 
man of the LegiOature, or rather a Cham- 
pion againft Law itfelf. HarrifoHy Parfoh 
of Creek in N(frthamptonJbirey under this 
PofTefTior), appeared at the Bar of the 
Common Pleas, and boldly arraigned Judge 
Ilutton^ then fitting there, as guilty of High 
"Treafon^ for giving his Opinion againjt Ship- 
Money. Th^ niad Prieft, when committed 
for this Outrage, juftified what he had done,^ 
*' as done in Defence of the King^s for 
" preme Power, fuch as he afferted was 

♦ fn the \zi\tx End .oft Queen Amte*s Time, when 
|he Jacobite. Pricfts w^rd. rajging wiiii, thcFanaticifm of 
Divine Right in P<^i(h PrinccS, and the like impious 
Cant of Fa6lion, a Gentleman of Diftin6lion recom- 
mended a yoiitfj Clef^man to Archbifhop Tennifon 
for a fniall Preferment ; and was furprifed to hear 
his Grace afk, with an earneft Look» Whether the 
young Man had not got the Plague f The old Primate 
quickly explained himfelf« by adding; ** He lias fome 
^* of the Tokens upon him ; be comes from O — d^"" 

•« held 
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*^ held by all Orthodox Divims (Mai 
*^ Judges I) Co be inherent in the kin^ 
*> who had Power to tax his Siil^efts in 
'^ whatever Sums he thought fit«^That 
*' all Statutes were but AAs of Favour 
^< from the King, fuch as he might break 
*• or recal at his Heafure/" The fame 
impious Phrenfy then poflcfled the Body 
of the Clergy, or was more impioufly coun* 
terfcited by them : For they, at the fame 
time, maintained a Tenet dire£lly eontra- 
diftory i namely, ** That the Clergy had 
** a Power independent upon the Crown.** 
—They were obliged to the Revolution^ 
and the Hanover Succeffm^ foY rdHoring 
the Conftitucioni Chriftiaility, add common 
Scnfe. 

Of the fame impious Tendency was 
their implacable Rage againft DilTenters, 
their Fines, Gaols, and penal Laws :— An 
abfurd,' as well as a godlefs Spirit 1 They 
might as rationally have contended for a 
Uniformity of Faces, Features, and Fa(hionSt 
as for a Uniformity of Confciences ^ and a 
Canon for Conformity of Looks and Drefs 
would have appeared no incredible Stretch 
of the then Clerical Policy : Nor would it 
have proved any unufual Strain of pricftly 
Perfuafion, t<{ have heard an Orthodox

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Prieft,zeal9us againft private. Cpnfcience> 
ci^ with (ndigna^ion^T:^ Mf i^^^nd Bmhreny

*^ Standard of Looks. and Size, without 
" which there is no Salvation!** The 
Man who has no Confqience, is qualified 
to deal rigoroufly'withConfcience: And 
no Man is fit to be a Perfecutor but an 
Impoftor or an Enthu/i^. 

br, BTFIELD, a noted Empiric, 
famous in his Day for haranguing in Cof- 
fee-houfes upon Religion, and thence gain- 
ing a Croud of Cuftpmers for his Sal V&r 
latiky ufcd ta urge the, b^ft Argument 
that ever was ' offered for Pcrfccution ^. 
*' Reafon, he &d, Was an impotent cWay 
" of Gonvcrfioa;; la was Tendernefs ind 
" Mercy : Did God Almighty reafon with* 
*? St. Pauly whcft he meant to convert 
•* him, or did befpare Wnr^ *No,/iaysthc 
*' Doftor; in order efFcftually to convince 
* * him. He knocked hifftdtmn.*^ To make this 
Reafoning complete and unanfwerable, the 
Doftor need only have added, that every 
Perftoutor.hfts tlie PoWiCr and Wifdom of 
Gbd ; thfc J only Principle that can ground 
th^ CJiairrt of Infallibility .wigon the Claim 
/ ■ . of 
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fA Spiritual P<>wer in mortal Man. This 
is the only confident Contradidion, or ra« 
chert Blafphemy : Any Pofition ihoic of 
thb' is Impudence and Jargon. It is aa 
Indication of- being real Papifts,. yet re? 
nouncing Popery. 

Father- /*>««« J Mactdoy a Poriu^ 
guefe Jcfuit, famous for Fecundity of 
Bnain and Eiooks, compofed a Volume in 
Praife of "the Inquifition ; and in it difcovert 
God to have been the firft InquiHtor. Unr 
der that Character he reprcfencs the Al- 
mighty fitting u|X)n Adam and Eve^ in . 
Paradife'-, next upon Cain^ out of Paradifc; 
afterwards upon the Founders of the Tower 
of Babel. The difcerning Father finds St. 
Peter to have been an Inquifitor in the 
New Teftament, exercifing Inquifitorial 
Vengeance upon Ananias and Sapphira. 
He maintains that St. Peter tranfmitccd 
this Power to the Popes, and they to St. 
Dominic, So daringly do felfifh or crazy 
Divines find facred Warrant for Rogueries 
and for Iniquity, too flagrar.t and barbarous 
to come from any Spirit but their own, or 
that of Mohch. As confift-cnr, and not 
more impious, was the Reafoning of tho - 
Thief under Sentence of Death, when he 
told tlie Ordinary, that God was the J' a^ . 
A 5 ^'^".^ 
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ther of Fekmy ; for he had taught ^Jetsrs 
€0 rob the Egyptians. 

Hell is the lafi: Inquififiqn of Popery, 
its laft and eternal Penalty for any Offence 
againft the Church: Nor does that Church 
know a more heinous Offence than Reafon 
and Confcience^ except Property and Power 
in the Hands of the Laity. As Hell is 
her Inquifition to come, Ihe exercifcs a 
temporary Hell in her prefent Judgments 
and Tyranny : And for the greater Rein- 
forcement and Terror, the Judgments of 
God are boldly ufurped,and confidently ap- 
plied : — The ufual Policy of all pious 
Craftfmen, as well as of thofe of Rome ! 

Here in England^ in fome former 
Reigns, when Paflive Obedience was the 
courtly Flattery of pious Sycophants, when 
Self defence was Rebellion, and Truth was 
Treafon,Divine Judgments weredenognced 
againft all who contradifted the Blafphemers 
Strains inFaffiion. Did alawlefeSentence pafs 
by a cornipt Tribunal upon a worthy Man, 
obnoxious to the Court? It was a Judg- 
ment upon him, for having maintained 
Law againft arbitrary Will, and preferred 
equal and manly Liberty to beaftly Vaffal- 
age. The Verdid of a packed Jury, the 
Breath of a fertile Lawyer, the Difpleafure 

.4 of 
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of an angry TTrant, were all the Heralds 
of Wrath Divine ; and the God of Meny 
was rqprefented as aflTi^ing and cnifiuDg 
his beft Servants. Every Patriot was m 
Republican ; ail Republicans were Rebels ^ 
all Rebels were damned. Conicientious 
Men were Fanadcs : Radonal Inqimcrf 
were Freethinkers : Both Sorts were out of 
the Pale of the modifh Orthodoxy, and 
therefore in the Clutches of Satan. For 
the mofl trifling PJeafure and Humours of 
fuch Divines, the Divine Judgments were 
feen inflided : Men have died before their 
Time for not making Bows at Church, 
and broken thdr Legs in a Froft, or loft 
their Eyes by an Inflammadon, or their 
Children in the Small Pox, or their Lands in 
a Law-fuit, or their Catde in the Murrain, 
or a Ditch *, all for obftinately refuTing to 
perceive Sanftity in a Garment, though 
worn by a Prieft ; or in a Table, though 
placed at the moft religious End of tiie . 
Church; or in Forms and Repetitions, how* 
ever eftabliflied by human Laws, and de- 
clared to be decent and edifying by leanied 
Men, lifted to prove them lawful. 

I HAVE largely, I hope clearly, dif- 

courfed in the following Sheets, of the 

Raflinefs and Folly of playing thus wan- 

A 6 l^ti^ 
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tonly with the Divine Judgments. Let 
me add here, that the Application of God*5 
Judgments is generally a Contradiftion to 
the Charafter of his Wildom, and Jufticc, 
and Goodnefs, and indeed of all his Attri- 
butes : It is furely an Infult upon all the 
Reafon of Man. But Enthufiafts confider 
themfelves as the only Favourites of God, 
and his Providence only exerted for them. 
Pious Impoftors only attend to the Gratifi- 
cation of their Craft and Paffions. The 
Mate of a Ship impioufly affronted a Ca- 
tholic Miflionary on board, by queftion- 
ing the Truth of a Miracle wrought by the 
Parings of St. Francis*^ Toe-nails. The 
Miflionary threatened the Mate with fbme 
Divine Vengeance, which foon ovenobk 
the unbelieving Blafphemer •, for in fome 
Weeks after he fell over a Gun, and brokfe 
his Shin. The Miflionary perceived a 
dreadful Judgment in this fmall Accident, 
ahd glorified St. Francis. The holy, hot 
Fanatic was convinced, that the Almighty 
was as angry at the Mate as he himfelf 
hfeMf was : TheMnd Monk thought, that 
he himfelf piily faw clearly. But the Je- 
fuits in Indik^ Men of Science, and profef- 
fed Aftronomer^ werp great Knaves, and 
wilful Impoftors,"^ when they urged" an " 

Eclipfe 
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Eclipfe of the Sun as a Miracle wrought in 
-favour of their Miflion, and a Judgment 
ient ^ainft Gainfayers. 

I T was a very curious Judgment which 
a holy Minifter of the Kirk faw falling up- 
on a Lady in his Pariih. He had preffed 
her to drink 'a Glafs of his Raifin- Wine : 
She found it four, made Faces at it, but 
^drank it, and got the Colic. The Lord 
hath vifited ber^ quoth his Gravity, for 
turning up ber Nofe at Cod's good Creature, 
So he called his bad Vinegar. 

There is no End of Difputes and Heats 
upon Religious Subjects, of great or of 
fmall Moment. Every Man's Way c( 
Worfliip is beft in his own Opinion ; and 
all are, or feem, in fome Sort defenfible. 
Let every Man enjoy his own. If he be 
in Earneft in it, he cannot offend that Divine 
.Being, who, having created us all frail, 
will make Allowances for human Fn.iltics. 
The Man who prays from the Heart, furc- 
ly cannot offend him, in whatever indeli- 
cate Language he does it. The Man who 
has ftudied a politer Phralc, muft plcafe 
him by ftudying to plcafe him : lUic ice 
him not condemn another, wlio cxtrcifcs 
equal Devotion in a ruder Scile. 

PLINX 
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P L INT the Orator, in his Panegyric 
upon Trajan^ has made a juft DiftinAion 
upon this Head, fuch a one as would have 
done Credit to our fquabbling Divines,^ 
and even cured them of their Squabblipg, 
had they been blefied with as much Tern** 
per and Difcemment as this candid Hea* 
then. He mentions it " as worthy of Ob- 
** fervation, that the Deities themfelves are 
*' not fo much delighted with elegant 
*• Strains of Speech from thofc who wor- 
** Ihipthem, as with Probity and Devout- 
** nefi/' He adds, '' That fuch who fre- 
" quent their Temples with righteous and 
*' ^ncere Hearts, are better accepted there, 
** than they who offer compofed Forms' 
Animadverto etiam Decs ipfos non tarn ac- 
curatis adorantium Precibus^ quam Innocen^ 
tia et SanStitate Utari ; gratioremque exifti- 
mari qui Delubris eorum puram caftamque 
Mentem^ quam qui meditatum Carmen in- ' 
tulerit. 

P L INT fpeaks the Voice of Reafon, 
concerning the Manner of Worlhiping 
the Divine Being : And found Reafon is 
always a found Rule, the only Rule to 
know his Will, when he has given us no 
other. With any Mode of Worfliip com- 
pofed by God, every reafonable Man will 

com- 
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comply. A^th Forms compofed by Men, 
he oUig^ no Man to comply. Private 
Coofdcnce is^the lafeft Guide. Eveiy 
Thing is finful to tfaofc who think it/inftd. 
No^Mceri Chriftian, therefore, can be a 
SMfmaiic : In joining in a Worflup whidi 
his Heart condemns^ he condemns lumielf, 
and God will condemn him. Every Qirt- 
ftian is the beft Judge, what it is that does, 
or that does not, ectify lum. 

To lay that, Forms are eflbidal, ift « 
ndkulom, as it would be uncharitable to 
fay, that we cannot be faved without them. 
The Nonjuring Part of the Jacobite Qeigy 
(perhaps the moft innocent Part of diem) 
maintam a moft abfurd, antichriftian, and 
fanatical Pofition, that without the Fonn 
of a Bilhop's Hand, no Man, however 
pious or learned, can preach the Qoipel, 
or adminifter the Ordinances % and that 
whoever has pafled through that Form, 
however ignorant or wicked, is a Minifter 
of Chrift. Neither can this Form be ob- 
tained, without an awful Declaration, 
which I doubt no Man in his Senfes could 
make, with a fafe Confcience, " that in 
*' applying for it he is called by the Holy 
'' Ghoft." 

By 
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By what certain Proof can any Man 
know, that he has this Call? Whoever af- 
ferts it, is a bbld Man : "Whoever believes 
him, is a credulous Man. It has been 
often the Cant of Hypocrites, often the 
Cry of Fanatids. Men do not need an 
extraordinary Callfrom God, to get a 
Livelihood, to accumulate Wealth, and 
to raife their Rents. Their Care and In- 
duftry to ferve themfelves do not infer an 
immediate Commiffion from him. The 
humble, the charitable Chriftian makes no 
fuch hig^ Claims-. Selfifh, fierce, and am- 
bitious Profcflbrs, generally do. Had that 
hot-headed Zealot, Dr. Sachevenl^ any 
Call from Heaven to revile the Governr 
ment, and rail at Pfoteftant Diflenters? 
Whoever wants a meek Spirit, cannot 
have God*s Spirit^ a Spirit always pure 
and peaceable. Wrath, and Pride, and 
Railing, are ftire Marks of an oppofite 
Spirit. By . their Fruits you Jhall know 
tbem. If their Hearts be haughty and 
uncharitable, their Behaviour imperious, 
their Language paffionate, or petulant \ 
their Call is manifelUy not from God, but 
from their own ungodly Paffions. 

I T wants little Difcernment to conclude^ 
chat any Man, manifeftly addided to this 

Worlds 
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wants Meeknefs and Humanity; But as 
Superftitiofi is a Subfiitute for Religion 
and Virtue^and cafily prafihifed by the moft 
vitious J Scurrility and Wrath paft with 
Enthufiafts for ZtzX ; and they alTume a 
high Cbara£t«^) whilft they zdt a mean 
Part in a vulgar Strain. 

A s to* the Dpftrincs. combated in the 
following Papers, the Doihines of Popery,^ 
©r thofe taken from Popery^ and tending 
to fupport it, I think it of infinfte Concern to 
Society to have them clearly difplayed and 
expofed ; fince they ftrike at the very Be- 
ing, at leaft at the Well--being, of Society. 
They manifeftly debauch weak Heads, and 
inflame weak Minds. They are the Pillard 
and Prompters of Superftition. What 
Friend^ Follower, or Well-wifher, would 
the Pope, or King James^ or the Defcen- 
dants of King James^ have found in thefe 
Kingdoms, but for the Prevalence and 
Poifon of fueh Doftrines, the Cant of /«/W- 
Ubilityj and of IndefeafibleHeredUaryJRigbiy 
and other fuch factious, fenfelefs By-words 
of Superftition and Party ? 

I H o p E I have demonftrated, - how re- 
pugnant to Religbn, to Liberty and Pro- 
perty •, indeed, how frightful to Britons^ 
and all Rational Men, .the Pretentions of 

King 
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King Jamis and of Popery are; Preoen* 
fions evidently founded upon Imfncty, 
Fraud, and endlefs ContradiAions. Can 
diere be higher Nonfenie^ or a ftronger 
Dodlrine of Impiety and Immorality^ than 
that any Man na$ any Right to riolate a 
Truft ; nay, that fuch Ri^t is Hercdiu* 
ry and Unalienable I It might be main-* 
tained, and maintained widi higher Con- 
fiftcncy, that if the Arch-fiend were mor- 
tal, and had De/cendants, he and they 
would be intitled to Hereditary, Satanic 
Mifrule in the Kingdom of Darknefs. He 
is originally from Hearen,. and juftly ba- 
niflied elfe where: He and his Fellow-fiends, 
ever raging againfl the Divine Being, for 
their jufl Expulfion and Torment, are faid 
to be inGeifantly plotting and ftriving for 
Re-admiffion, and confcquently for over- 
turning all the Laws and Government of 
Heaven. Were any of the Inhabitants 
there, infenfible and unworthy of their happy 
Lor, difpofed to join in the horrid Treafon, 
would they not merit the fame Vengeance ? 
The mofl: promifuig Method of makc- 
ing People Jacobites, is to make them 
Papifts ; and then no Nonfenfe can fhock 
them. It will be then fafe, nay, accept- 
able, to tell them, that King Jams is a 

rulvtv% 
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ruling Hierarch above, complimented witfi: 
a larger Dominion in the Sky, than what 
he loft below it. Nor would fuch a Pofi- 
tion be more abfurd and incredible than- 
what Pope Leo (diftinguifhed and wor-

Mender in all Beftiality, though it was a 
Blefling to the Roman Empire, and a Re- 
hef to Mankind, was lamented by the 
Rabble at Rome^ and long lamented. Nay, 
they treated him as a. Deity, reared Altars 
to him, and appointed him Sacrifices and 
miniftring Priefts. Neither was Nero a: 
wprfe Charafter than feveral of the Popes, 
and Popifti Saints. I think King James

** wasa«earRdationof 55«p//dr, the chief 
^* Ruler of the Skies, who, out of Kind- 
** nels to the Nation, had fent this his 
^ Kinifman to bt their King ; " he mighc 
perhaps have found Admiflion from a 
Peoi^e living in Blindne^, and prone to Su- 
perdition. But to come recommended by 
the Pope, the Enemy of our Religion j 
hy France, the fwom Foe to our Liberty 
-and Laws ; or to recommend himfelf, as 
the Grandfon of King James ; was to fright- 
en, rather than to gain, fre^ and difcerning 
Proteftants, who hated Popery and France^ 
liad bravely expelled King James as a Bi- 
'got, and an Oppreflbr, and folemnly ab- 
jured for ever all his Popifh Defcendants. 

Won D'ERF u L is the Force, rather the 
Enchantment of Party. It finds Crinies 
iin Virtues,, when Virtue is againft Party : 
It fees Virtue in Crimes, where Crimes 
favour Party. At beft, it leffcns the Hor- 
ror of the moftjiorrible Crimes. What 
can.be more fp, than unprovoked Difaf- 

fe<5li'oiH 
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fcftion. Perjury, and Rebellion? Compared 
-with thofe, what are Felony and Robbery 
more than venial Offences ? Yet many, who 
abhor. Robbers and Felons, pay great Ho- 
nour to Traitors, and jufliry Perjury and 
Trcafon : Whilft a Perfon forfworn in a 
private Caufe, in which one Man fufiers, 
IS dctefted, a Perfon who takes a falfe 
Oath to the Community, and is thence an 
Enemy to every Man in it, is often caref- 
fed, and deemed the more worthy of pub- 
lic Truft for betraying the Public : Num- 
bers defend the dreadful Treachery : Ge- 
neral Practice makes it at lead: lefs hideous, 
fometimes popular. I have heard of fa- 
mous Communities, where Oaths lo the 
Government were never forgiven, when 
taken to be kept, but popular when bro- 
ken as foon as taken ; and taken in order 
to be broken. Yet a more harmleis Cha- 
rafter, that of a Knight of the Poft, was 
by no means honourable there, unlefswhen 
employed for the Service of Party ; and 
then it was meritorious. What ought, 
what can, alarm Society more, than fuch 
a Spirit ? What can be more threatening to 
Society, than fuch Praftices? What more 
alarming to Proteftants^ than the Advances 
t)f Popery? 
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Whatever favours the P:ogi 
Popery, muft be dreadhil to all li 
to all thinking Proteftants, What < 
more fo, than the bold and impious ' 
in Prielb to fave and to damn ; or, ir 
to do any thing, which any Man elf 
not do,^when called or permitted 1 
Civil Power ? This is do^Tiright P« 
the very Pith and Virals of Popery, 
ever aflerts it, is at beft an unfounJ ! 
ftant, a Papift without the Name, c 
haps the Intention. Apoftoiic Suo 
is another wild Cl^m m.aintaincd b; 
vifionary Men, Proteftants in Xan 
Claim to fucceed the Apoftlcs in beii 
ry unlike the Apoftlcs ; not in wcrkir 
Tacles ; not in wandering over tlio \ 
in Poverty, Humility', Diftrers, and 
ger, to preach the Gofpel where it 
inown i but in telling People over an 
what they already know ; in uttering ^ 
which any Man msy utter \ in reading 
which any Man may read ; in j^eitc 
Actions which any Mannuy porforn 
ii deriving great Revenues, Prio 
Pomp f;om the poor, humble, c!. 
Apoiiles. Neither is the Crazir.e 
Contradiftion of fiich a Claim the 
Part of it. It is the Brcad;Yav to P 
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tnd IS Popery. Without deriving them- 
lidves from Rcme^ they think that they 
cannot derive themfclvcs from the Apoflles, 
To be thoroughly confiflent, they mud go 
back to Rome. Whoever allows ApoftoTic 
Succdflion to the Church of Romej con- 
demns Proteftants, declares them Schifnu- 
tks, and himlelf to be no Proteftant. 

This Claim of Apoftolic Succeflloit, 
It befl; wild and falfe, comes with the bet- 
trir Grace from the Church of RomSj as 
that Church pretends to work Miracles : 
. A Power which fhe proves by aflerting it, 
and by curling all fuch as deny it. Juft fo 
fhe proves Tranfubftanciation, Infallibility, 
and all her other Nonfenfe, and pious Im- 

JDflibilines. In truth, all her priedly 
6wer, all Power over the Soul, except 
that of rational Convidion, implies Infalli* 
bility, and is downright Nonfenfe, or 
downright Craft. Thefc are the great Props 
of Popery. Wha^ can never be proved, 
ought never to be believed. What will 
not bear Examination, ought to be rejedl- 
cd abfolutely, or mull be fwallowed im- 
plicitly. How can the Heart of Man 
confent to what the Mind of Man cannot 
conceive ? Lay^ afide your Reafon^ and bi 
cmvincid hy pur Jutkoriiy^ is a Precept

is the Spirit and Strain of Popery^ and of 
Aich as embrdoe its Frbciples^ withoDt 
adopting or owning its Ngm*. Widely

fiuT» dropping all further Purfuh of thk 
Subject here, I leave my Readers to thdf 
€)wn Reflections upon it, and upon every 
ether Subjeft handled in the enfuing Pa* 
pers : In them I hope they will find no* 
thing unm)rthy of a good Proteilant, and a 
good Sub) eft. 

I r amongft one Sort of Readers I have 
feme Enemies, it is my Misfortune, but 
their Fault, In all my Writings I have 
treated Religion, not only with Decency* 
but with true Rcfpeft ; as I havcSuperfti* 
tion^ Bigotry, and ccclefiaOical Craft, with

. I H A V E been free, very free with the 
Perfecutor, that is, with the Bigot in 
fFralbj and armed to deftroy : An infer- 
nal Inflrument under a celeftial Difguiie, 
damning hum^^n Souls, butchering human 
Bodies, yet blafphemoufly preaching Sal- 
vation and Mercy. What a diabolical 
Groupe of Hypocrily, Cmclty, and atheifli- 
al Zeal ! Whoever would influence or al- 
ter religious Opinions, by Gaols and Fines, 
or, which is a further Strain of the fame im- 
JHOUS Poli.cy, by Torture and Execution, 
hath already i-enounccd the Spirit of Chri- 
Aiahity, diio^ned Confcience, mocks God, 
deifies himlelf, and proclaims everlal^ing 
.War amongft Men. 

These are the three peflilent -Foet 
which I haye chiefly attacked, Superftition^ 
its Child Bigotry J and the baneful Iflue bf 
both. Persecution. Can three more fu- 
rious, more defolating Curfes, vifit thofe 
who dwell upon the Eartlrf What Ha- 
vock they would make, is notorious from 
what they have madei In being a declared 
Enemy to thefe, I am bat a Champion for 
Religion, and human Society j and there- 
fa 3 fot^ 
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fore a good Subjc<5t in Church and Statc- 
I have never ufed any Clergyman ioJ< 
ccntly» much lefs any of rhem ill ; ho^ 
ever Iboie of them have ufed me. W 
many of diem I live upon good Terms : 
Nor would I hurt even thofe, who have 
lb linlc of rhc Gofpcl Spiric as to hurt 
odieis for differing from them. I fincerc- 
iy regard our religious ElUblifhmcnt. 
Though far from perfcft, it is the bcft I 
know; 1 truly elieem all the worthy 
Members of it \ all who have the Tern* 
per of Chrillians, and the Manners of Gen- 
tlemen. As to thofe whodiftinguifh them- 
felves by Scurrility and Perjury (if there 
be any fuch) \ Men who pervert the Digtni- 
cy of Preaching into Scolding} who take 
Oaths to the Government, and a^ like 
Traitors to it; no one who reganls God 
and the Government^ can reverence tbem : 
TAfhat good Chriftian> what loyal Subject 
can? 

To conclude this Head, I ftiali take up- 
on me to aver» That, in whatever 1 have 
written of the Church and the Clergy, I 
have the Bible* Reafon^ the Law of the 
Land, together with the beft, and raoft 
learned, of the Clergy* on my fide. 
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I muft caodon, and aflbre my ReKktit 
that, whatever Aiperity thejr find in cbtfc 
Papers againft Popery ^ I bear no Di-frilp 
not the lead Diiguft, to the Peiibo crf'anf 
Papift^ nor would I hint any P^i/t for 
being fiich. Some of themaremyFrkads^ 
I know many wordiy, many well-bfed. 
Men amongft them ; and I am ibrry fimi 
my SouU to fee any of them fiAjoft to 
the Witx:hcraft of thdr Relig^, to tbe 
blinding Influence of their Pncfli, and to 
k furious a Faith. I would ^adly re- 
concile them to this firee, this mild Go- 
Temment, by befeeching them to confider, 
iiow differently every Popifi Government 
ufes Protefiants^ from what tins Govern- 
ment ufes Papifts% that every Man m 
every Country thinks bis oum Refigioo as 
^od as Siey think theirs: And then what 
would be the dreadftri, die barbarous and 
delbkting Confeqoence, if every Man 
were to pum(h every Man for sst^ Reli- 
^on ^ 

I would likewi(e 6b(erve to my Readers, 
that, whatever I have taid agsunft Non- 
refidence, I heartily efieem many Non- 
refidents. The thing is furely liable to 
Cenfure and CompUunt. But Exceptions 
«nay be allowed for Men of fuperior Me- 
b 4 rit. 
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lit. In fuch Merit I always comprile Mo- 
deration, mutual Charity, and universal 
Benevolence ; Prirxipks which I perceive 
with Pkafure prevailing amongft the pre- 
fent Clergy. The chief amongll them for 
Confcicncc and Charader, de(pi(c the Nar* 
rownefs, the unchriftian Ficrccncfe, and 
Party Spirit, fb long and fo lamentably 
reigning amongft their Pralcccffors, per- 
verting and poifoning mcft Part of the 
Nation, reviling and perfecuting the other ; 
maintaining Syftems of Crazincis ai\d Con- 
tradiftion, making Rage and Nonfenfe 
for Religion, and fathering upon the God 
of Wifdom Prieflly Folly, Fanaticifm, and 
Dreams. 

I never had any Quarrel to any Clergy- 
man, who had none to Confcience and the 
Government ; and I defire to keep Peace 
with all of them, who keep their Oaths. 
Even to liich as have ufcd me fcurriloufly^ 
I have made no fuitable Returns, nor any 
Return but that of Pity and Silence, widk 
my unfeigned good Wifiies, that, if diey 
would not condefirend to the Temper of 
Chrifbans, they would at lead afpire to the 
Language and Decency of Gentlemen. 
Neither do I.boaft of fuch Forbearance as 
Matter of Merit.

Writers, no Throne, no Pagan Throne, was ever 
filled with fuch Monfters of Immorality as the 
Tafal Throne J Monfters mod deteftably wicked 
in theitifelves, and the conftant Authors of uni< 
verfal Wickednefe, Impofture, DeluGon, Oppref- 
fion. Robbery, Tyranny, Murder, and Maffacre; 
Cdtilent Enemies to iedl good Men, and to whac« 
ever was good in the World.

If we defcend from the Heads of that Church 
to her great Champions and Supports, the School- 
men j^ the Extravagancies and Fooleries of the 
latter are incredible.

The Miracles of Rome are fo numerous and 
impudent, fo ridiculous, and fo impoffible, that 
Praeftants, as well as fenfible Turks ^nd Heathenr^ 
would think them invented to difgrace the Rowjr« 
Churchy did not the Roman Church avow and af- 
firm them^ noneof ihetn performed before He- 
retics, who only want them, but only before Ca- 

tbolicsj 
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tholics, who want chcm not ; never Worked th 
Public ro render them uncooEcftcdj bat in Cor* 
ners and ChapelSj as if on purpofc to raifc SuP- 
picion about them. 

In the Lives of tbePopiihSiint?, all publifted 
by Auchonty, sre Foaod the following Miracles 
gravely aflcrted^ with aThouCmd oihcrs ecjually 
ridiculous: The BlctVed Virgin viGting Fricra in 
the Night: y^fur Chrifl playing at Cards with a 
Nun in her Cell, couning Nuns, and martyMig 
NunSj his Virgin Mother being the Mafch-maker: 
Beafts and Birds adoring the Hoft : The Divit 
bearing Teftimony for the Church againft Here- 
tics: An Oven heated with Snow by St. Patrick^ 
and a Pound of Honey converted m*o a Pound 
of Buc[er> to pleefe bis Nurie :. St. Attb^tiy 
preaching to the Fiihes, St- Francis to the Beafts > 
and neither Congregation willing to deptrr^ ti]ji 
tbe Saints bad ble£bd them: The wet Habtta of 
Friers hung ufx>n the San-beams: The Moohi 
entertained in Heaven under the'Blefled Viigin's 
Robes : A Nunfweetening t VefTd of four Wint» 
and her Image upon an empty Tab filling it with 
Oil, and continuing it full .for fome Months^ for 
the Ufe of the Convent : Sr, Dominic forcing the 
Devil, in the Shape of a Monkey, to hold his 
Candle, till Satan^i Fingers were burnt to the 
Bone: A Ship carrying the Body of a dead Saint, 
piloted by a Raven, for many Leagues : The 
B 4. BkCfei 
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BlefTed Virgin's fucceisful Difputewidbfome De- 
vils in Behalf of a lewd Prieft, who bad been 
afliduous io his Devotions to ber^ 

These ftrange Dreams, full of Nonfenfe and 
Blafphemy, are the ^I'eat Proofs, that the Raman 
Church is the true Church. But thefe Fooleries 
and Frauds, however fubverdve of Religion, and 
the genuine Marks of Impoilure, are pardonable, 
in comparifon of her bloody and perfecuting Spi- 
rit, the Confcquence of her cruel want of Charityi 
the iDoft fignal Chriftian Virtue. She damns all 
who are n6t of her horrid Communion, and mur* 
ders, or would murder, all that ihe damns ; Wit- 
ne(s her univerfal Practice, and conftant Mafla- 
cres, at Paris^ in Ireland^ her Crufades'agaitvft the 
beftChriftians, the daily Fires of the Inquifition, 
iind the Burnings in Smithfield^ efpecially under 
0li/een Mary.

T HERE offer fome further Thoughtj; upon 
Popery J as alfo upon the French Govern- 
ment.

By whatever Pre- 
faces or Pretences the King rccommenJs his

HENRT IV. wish xl has grwt AbScies, 
had no ixx)re Power than his wetk Son l>ar 
Xin. nor was ever hslf ib copicuflv flittered. 
His Grandft)n> Le%^ X[\^ had he d^idied to 
give Proof Us indeed he needed o(x) bow btde 
he rdemUed his GnndfadscT) couM not have 
done i: more efiedually than in his reTotdng the 
Edjff rf SjMtt^: An Ad of fuch ioimciUe 
Treachery, as coold no: be charged upon the 
moft faidilcG Pagan Princes; of fiich pioc^i^oiM 
Cmei'y, as wis taever matched by Nrrv; of &di 
amazing FoSy, as would have pur die Emperor 
ClmtSus out of CouiKenance. 

This too (hews hdly, how Uitle die Promifei 
and Oaths of Popifli Princes are to be rdied on: 
They are rather Snares and Wiles, and wtai 
they are moft plaofiMe, and found the ftxomtfi» 
generally infer die moft Danger.

as an alarming Proof how little Proteftants can 
truft any Security or Afliirance from Papift^) 
that, had King James been (incere and willing to 
obferve his Oaths and Promifes, his Religion, 
or, which is the fame thing, his Trieffls^ who led 
him by his Bigotry y would not have permitted 
him. What was an Oath to the Caufe of Reli- 
gion ? And why flfould he^ how durft he^ keep 
an Oath fo pernicious to the Churchy and given 
for the Security and Succefs of Htrefy ? Such 
Reafoning, from the Keepers of his Confciencc, 
would have convinced him of the great Guile 
of obferving an Oath co Heretics^ and of the 
great Merit of breaking it. It was Lawful, and 
even Politic) to take it> as by it he lulled his 
Proteftant Subjects into Security ; but it was ab- 
folutely neceHary, and his Duty, to break ir, as ic 
was injurious to his Friends the Fafsjisy and. ob- 
ftrudled the Growth of Popery.

The Edia of Nantz^ the wife Work of Hefifw 
the Great, was an Eye-fore to the Papifts from 
the Beginning, though the fureft and only Re. 
medy for the long and furious Civil Wars in 
France ; but Bigotry was too ftrong for public 
Peace, for Chriftian Charity, and all human 
Wifdom. The Extirpation of Proteftants, how- 
ever accompanied with War and Defolatioo, 
was the great Point in View, and the affiduous 
Drift of Papifts. The perpetual Purfuit of that 
Court (conftantly Bigotted after the Death of 
Henry) was therefore to deftroy that perpetual 
Edi^'y for fuch it was in the Name, Tenor, 
and Defign of it. After continual Breaches made 
in it, jLfw/V XIV. had the Honour to finifli its 
Deftruftion, when he found, that the Bigotry, 
Perjury, and Tyranny of King Jamesj co-ope- 
rating with his own, made it fafe for him to da 
it. Yet Janus was not then afliamed to contend 
for Liberty of Confcience to all Sedh here, on 
purpofe to enable Popery to devour them all : 
A black Snare, worthy of that Religion, but ea(i- 
fy feen through, and fruftrated with great Spirit 
by thofe whom it was fpread to deftroy.

Can Proteftants poffibly truft Papifts, when 
the Papifls, even with good Intentions^ can be 
under no Tye to Proteftants?

The Prieft may be &id to ^Hje 
them their Religion: For all that they have, or 
can baye> is upon his Wordj even the Books

guments. 

A a the Papifb are guided impliddy by their 
Priefts, fo are their Priefts by the Pope^ Can 
any Man of Common Senfe keep his Counte* 
nance, and fay, that the Pope, or Popilh Priefta> 
are Friends to this Protefcant Eftablifliment, or 
to this Protefcant Royal Family ? The Popifli 
Laity arc, by being Papifo, obliged to love or hate 
by the Direftion of the Popifli Clergy. Have 
the Popifli Clergy ever hefitated to propagate

There are, doubtleG^ God forbid tha I 
Oioulddeny but there art} worthy^ moderate, and 
peaceable MeD amongft the Papift^. Nature 
hath forroed them Kite other Men: But their 
Religion h ftronger than Nature; and their 
P/icics having the Dire&ion of their Rcligio% 
have of Cour(e the Management of their Cooici* 
ence, and can roufe it or .calm it at Plealure. « 

'bat will not a Man do for his Soul? And 
wb^ is to advife a Papift but bis Prieft? If hs 
be ^ured, that Rebdlion and Trealbn wtz bia 
Duty, will he paufe to commit themy when by 
them he fiives his Soul, or damns it by his Re« 
fu&l ? Will be fcruple to bum a Heretic» 
though a Kinlhuuiy or aNei^baur, when cx« 
cited by the fame Preimum> and the fam . 
Terrors ? 

I AM far from calling for any Hardships upon 
Papifts : It is none Co be upon our Guard againfc 
them. They are the profcflfed Subjefis of the 
Tope : The Pope is a profcfled Enemy to our 
Conftitution : Can they be> will he fu£fer them 
CO be) Friends to it ? They are arduous in making 
Converts to their Superftition : I wi(h others 
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were equally (b in recovering fuch, and expoiing 
the fraudulent and miferable Arguments of the 
Perverters. To me it feems Blafphemy againfi 
God, to make Nonfenie, and Self-Contradi&ion,' 
neceflaryjo pleafe him^ fuch as T^anfuhfiantia^ 
ti09^ and making the Salvation of Souls depend 
upon the Word or Confent of a Prieft : It feems 
a Denial of Jefus Chrift, to kill or puniOi Men 
in his Name, for taking the befc Courfe they can 
to ferve him, though it were even a foolifli one. 
It feems an aboliftiing of civil Society and Mo- 
rality, to ferfecute^ or even to tax and mark 
Men for differing in Opinion from one another> 
or to fettle penal Opinions by a Majority, or by 
the Power of One, or by any Power whatfoevcr.

Thefe have no 
arbitrary Demands to apprehend> and know to a 
Farthing what they have to pay, long before the 
Payment is asked. U they be injured in the 
Portion of Payment, they have ea(y Recour 
to Tribunals and Prole<ftors of their ownj gene~ 
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rally their Neighbours, who will chufe to do 
them Juftice, or dare not refufe ir.

Who M has the Almighty created rcfcmbhng 
bftnferfy able to didate, without Oppofition^ \m 
Ks Name, or to exercife his infinite Powcr> 
without • Appeal ? How much the iPopes are 
unlike him, or rather, how profanely rooft of 
them have belyed him, and how abfolutcly re- 

- nounced his Rules and Law5, I have ihewn in ^ 
a former. The bcft of them were Counterfeits, 
all Ufurpers, afluming all Earthly, indeed all 
Heavenly Tower, to which no earthly Creature 
was equal, or indeed had any Pretence. Did it* 
appear upon their Eledlion, that they had thea 
gained one Ability or Talent, which they had not 
l>efore, or loft one Failing which they had be- 
fore ? The Father of Chriftendom, the infallible 
Guide of Chriftians, the unerring Vicar of Jefuf 

. Chrift, infcead of better, grew generally worfe, 
more addided to finful Purfuits, more Proud> 

. more Unforgiving, morc'Craving, lefs Merciful, 
and lefs and lefs refembled our Bleffed Saviour. 
The fame B^aviour, (fcill continued, or a worfc) 
inferred the fame Charader ftill to continue, or to 
grow worfe, and confequently the Vanity and 
extreme Impropriety, and even Forgery of his 
new Titles. His Infallibility was a flagrant Jdt 
and Iropofition. A^ JnftJiibility implies iVv^ v^^- 
Vol, IV. C fcx^ 
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ient Aid of the Divine Spirit, which docs not 
liefitate, nor proceed by Examination, nor ftay 
for better Lights^ it was plain that the Voft 
bad no fuch Aid ,* for he ^ways aded in Form 
in all perplexed Queftions, called Confiftoriea 
from time to time ^ confulted learned Men ; put 
iofF the Decifion from Year to Year; fometimes 
durft not decide at all, and fometimes decided 
^rcyng : At leaft, the next infallible Head (his 
Succeflbr) was in the Wrong, by deciding it a 
contrary Way. For it, was no new Thing for Pope 
' CO coniradidi Pope, and to curfe one another, 
each of them always firft invoking the Holy 
Choft. 

The Infallibility of Councils is equally ridi- 
culous ,• and fo were many of their Decifions, ge- 
nerally carried by Balloting, often by Faftionj 
fometimes by Fighting; the Members curfing 
and contradiding one another ; and guided, oi 
rather infatuated and inflamed, by the worft and 
mod unchriftian Paffions. 

Infallibility is npt to be found amongft 
Men ,• it is one of the Perfedtions of God, pe- 
culiar and incommunicable j whoever claims itj 
may with the fame Crazinefs, or from the fame 
Crafc and impious Purpofe, claim , Omnipo- 
tence. Whoever is fubjcd to Sin, is fub- 
jed CO Error : Are not all Men fubjcd to Sin ? 
JtJiyp th^e bixn greater Sinners than the Popes ?

And are Offenders againft the Majefty of God, 
and the Purity of the Gorpel,*proper Vehicles of 
'Godlike Infallibility, or proper Explainers of the 
'Go/pel, of icfelf fo plain as to want no Explana^ 
tion) at leaft for Gofpel Ends,* and it is prou 
ianed) when wrefted to any other ! Who can 
difcover the Simplicity of tjic Gofpel in the va- 
rious and intricate Grknaces of the Mafi^ or any 
of the tneek Gofpel Spirit in fuch as follow the 
Mafs ? 

The Ma/Sy like the Whole of Popery, is ii». 
vented and calculated for the Exaltation and Pro 
fit of the Popiih Clergy, and to bind, and blindf 
and plunder the Laity. What can be added to 
the Impofture of creating God by confecrsfini 
Breads but that it is the higbeft Biafphemy that 
ever (hocked the Reafon of Man, or gave the 
Lye to Detnonflra&ion, and the Five Senfes ? 
Other Impoftors have dcvifed lying Gencalogic. 
for the Eternal Being, related falfe Wonders 
about him, pretended great Interell in him, wich 
a Power to mollify or inflame him, and got a 
good Livelihood cue of him, witli luitable Re- 
verence from Dupes and the Ral)t.lc, and were 
always ilriving to frighten fuch as ilu-y could not 
perfuade nor plague; but none of them pretend- 
ed to make the Deity by. a IVurJ. To Popiftf 
Cheats, falfly call'd Catholics^ the Glory bath 
been refcrved of iurpaffing the ViigJ^c&.Ccit^v^ V 
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Paganifm, as well as.the higheft Cruelty and the 
moft extravagant Forgeries of Pagans- Holy 
Lyes andfaoly Rage, generally found neceflary to 
fopport all pious Impoftures, are eflentially fo 
to uphold the greateft of all. 

For a Creature to create the Eternal Crea- 
tor of all Things, is a wonderful Falfliood to 
afTert, and impoffible to be believed, as it is a 
Concradidion too glanng to be conceived by 
the Heart of Man, or to be uttered by any 
Mouth, where the Mind is not firft av/ed by 
Terrors, or intoxicated by Delufions, or corrupt" 
cd by Craft. Can thej believe in God, who 
affert, Aat the On,e God can be eaten Whole by 
Millions, cyery Day, can be created and r^i- 
ne'wed apd tnuhiflied daily, and ftill remain One 
Cod^ Yet, with thefe OmnifoteDt Blafphemers^ 
it is Atheifm to deny his Multiplication j fo that 
it is at once Aiheifm to doubt his Unity^ and 
Atheifm to deny that he may be new-created 
every Hour, and a Box cf confecrated Wafers 
contains a Hoft of Gods, all one and the fame 
God. Could the Wit of Demons invent higher or 
more profane Mockery ? Nor would it be higher 
Mockery in thefe fliamelefs Conjurers to pretend 
to annihilate their Creator. They might wrefc 
^ Text as literally to their Purpofe. Has not 
Pi^r KeiTed Saviour Aid to bis Difciples, A Uttk 
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^hiU'i and ye (ball not fee mel A Text tending 
as much to the Power of ihe Priefc in unmaking 
God, as the other Text, from whence they woufd 
derive Power to make God. 

What reafonable Man, what Chriftian Many 
would be of a Church where this is the prime 
Article of Faith, and where Damnation is dd* 
npunced again ft all who doubt ii ? Who would 
hear, much lefs follow, fuch dreadful Guides^ 
who maintain fuch impious Contradidions, and 
burn all who will not profeis a facrcd Lye anJ 
Impoffibility, which is an AflFront to the Deity, 
an Infult upon the Almighty, or rather a Denial 
of his Exiftence ? 

A Piece of BreaJ^ Bread to the Sight, 
iread to the Touch, Tafte and Smell, becomes 
at once, in the Logic of Priells, and by their 
Legerdemain, the Almighty and Immutable Godt 
and is fliced into infinite Gods : Though they im. 
padently maintain, that they believe no more 
than O;;^ God^ yet would bum you alive, if you 
queftion'd daily their Power and Pradicc of cre- 
ating Gods without Number.

Methinks that Men thus Omnipotent^ 
poflef^M with jPower to Damn and Save, and 
enabled by the Deity to 7Wtfi&^ their Maker y (hould 
condefcend, for the Convidion of Gainfayers, 
to do focne Miracles of a loiuer and eajier Na- 
ture y fuch as the creating a Fly^ or ordering a 
dead htfeB to live ^ fuch as animating a Corpjey 
as well as deifying a Wafer j ordering a common 
Lock to open, or a common Door to fliur, as 
readily as they do the mighty Gates of Heaven 
and Hell ^ for thefe laft-are Miracles which they 
pretend to work daily. 

They indeed tell us of other Miracles wrought 
by their Saints i but wc defire to fee them 
wrought. Nor can they with any Face com plajn 
of our want of Faith^ whilft we reafonably com- 
plain of their want of Miracles. What ie&than 
Miracles can prove the miraculous Power which 
they pretend ro exereife, t heir marvellous Myfte^ 
ries, and incredible , Operations ? If they can 
damn a Heretic by a IVorJ, why not imprifon' 
and punifli him by the /awe Word!

Such Exertion of Power^and Orthodoxy wookt 
foon fr^hten Here/} out of the Ltuid> and re-efta- 
bliflt the Catholic Faitb> Unity and Revenueiy 
with Renown and Triumph.

He gain'd eafy Be* 
lief and numerous Adherents, fome of them in 
the Scile of Prophets, confirming his DMnt Mif^ 
fony and foretelling mraculous Effeds and Events 
forthwith to enfue. Great Commotions follow- 
ed ^ the Turkijb Divan was alarmed, and (ent for 
4he Impofior: He was put in Irons, yet ftill aflert- 
«d his own Divine Charader; though he, who 
was to releafe and re-eftablifli a Nation, could 
iiot releafe hlmfelf. His bewiicVitd ^q^onn^w, 
C 4 ' va^' 
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too ftill believed in him, averred what Jlff- 
TMcIes he wroughr, and propbefied ihzi be wis 
to dethrone the Grand Seipatr^ and even to drag 
him along in Chains. That Monarch ordered 
him into his Prefence, and with Imperial Brevity 
offered him his Choice, cither to work a frefemt 
Miracle, or to turn Turiy or to be iropaTed alive. 
SaBataiy unable to comply with the firft, ^zni not 
liking the third, made no Scruple of the fecond; 
he declared himfclf a Mabometan without Hcfira- 
tion, and thenceforward laboured to convert the 
Jetrs to Mabometijm^ a Cbangt he alleged ne* 
ceffirily previous to their final Beftoratiam, As 
a Proof of the ftrange Force <rf Delufion, his 
Followers ftiU believed in him, even after fuch 
open, fuch avowed Apoftafy : Thty fzvi SaluUdi 
Wis carried up into Heaven, and a D^eman had 
alTumed the Shape and white Hair of the old 
Man, on purpofe to dilgrice him. 

Tran SUBSTANTIATION IS the moft 
wonderful Miracle that ever was wrought ; and if 
it be fa/fe, the pretended Authors of it are the 
greareft Importers that ever pretended to Mi- 
racles, as all tmpoftors do. I would only hav^ 
fuch as pretend to maintain it, either to abjure 
their daring Pretences, or to work a fmall Mi- 
racle. If they perform any Miracle before com^

oome Guefts at the Weddingof his Sifter^ betroth* 
ed to theif Chiefs the King of Navarre 'j granted 
them many Favours, and pretended to be guided 
by the Counfels of their favourite Leader^ the 
celebrated Admiral Je CoUgni, When be bad 
thus drawn the Principals of the Religion toge- 
ther, and lulled them into due Security (for when 
they were prepared and armed, a fmaJl Number 
of them was dreadful to any Number of their 
Enemies) he ordered them all to be maflacred at 
once, upon a Signal given: He was hirafelf a. 
keen Inftrument in the MafTacre. The Tyrant> 
as cruel as ^aithlefi, not only animated and ap- 
pjlauded the moft eager Murderers, but fliot from 
Ms Window fuch of the innocent betrayed Vic- 
tims as were like to efeape their Butchers, the 
raging Catholics. The Carnage was purfued at 
the fame Hour all oyer France. An Hundred 
thoufand Proteftants fell Sacrifices to the Mohch 
of Popery, and to the Maxims of French Tyran- 
ny. The Pope, one of the ablcft that ever filled

Or, though they have never 
becQ Abroad, nor felt the Puniflimeot and Igno- 
roiny of Ttsitors^ yet^ if they have nourtftied 
continual Rancour againft the Goverr^mettr^ been 
continually bent upon its Overihrowr, end long 
fought ns Euiny are tbcy not habirual and ar^Jent 
Foes to all that love and fupport it? Can an? 
Goud of Intrudetf from Abroad be conceived 
more fierce or icnplacable? Could a H^rd of in- 
vading Tatfarf have proved more eager Thieves, 
more mercileft BLuchei* and Plunderer^ than 
Che liJ'/*^ Chfi^ following the Young Pretender^ 
There is one Gooii refulring from all this fliocking 
JEvil; oamelyj that it is (ojh^ckini^ arid chat by 
h he gives us a Sample of hh Govstnmtftt^ an 
of te Ni>thm ofGover?iment. This is fo glaring 
that they who arc not alarmed by ir^ deferve 
the fiiarpeft Whips, and the heavieft Chains 
without Redemption or End. 

Does he [alk of a Free ParUamertt ? Mocke*" 
ry and Infuk ! Never was a more Free Parliament 
than ours, or fo much Property in any Parlii' 
rrient. There are feveral fiiigle Members in either 
Houfe^ able to buy every Follower he has> 
with all chetr Chiefs, [ could name to him the 
Lady of one Memberj who has more Wealth 
upon her Toiht than would cloathe his Army^ 
much better than they dow are, after ail tbclr 
boundlefs Plunder. 
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Wh a t Engfijb Cmmtj^ or even what fmall 
Btfouihy wbuld own htm^ or his ^//, or cbure a 
Man fit for his Purpofe? He can have no 
Profpcft of any FarBament^ but a Parliament 
of Wgb/and'EoUfersy or Iri/b Kafperees^ at beft 
fuch as tbey (hall choofe and admit. What Par- 
liament can he poflibly have, but a Tarliament like 
bu Army, compofed of InS^ents^ Outlavjs^ and 
■Savages ? What other Tarliament would • fcrve, 
his Turn ? He cannot but fee the Dread and An- 
tipathy of the Nation, flaming fiercely from eve- 
ry Corner of it againft him 1 Yet he has the Mo* 
defty and Confiftcncy to talk of a nenu Parliament L 
The whole Nation are his Enemies, except fome 
unnatural DefperaJoes, in it ; nor can he ever 
hope for any Parliament but a Parliament of 
Defferadoes^ fuch as the Nation will never choofe. 
Does he mean to have a Tree Parliament chofen 
by Porce t This was the Scheme of his pretended 
Grandfather; who, like a true Tyrant ^ robbed 
the Eleffors of their Charters^ and filled them 
with Creatures of his own : Bat even his o^uns 
Creatures^ abhorring his Religion and his Tjran^ 
njy abandoned the Bigot and the Tyrant. Is 
better to be hoped from this pro fcribed Invader ? 

Parliaments, he knows, found char- 
mingly to Engli/b Ears-^ and therefore tries with

Wc 
enjoy Religion in higher Perfedion than everi 
becaufe every Man enjoys his own 'Religion. The 
Church is more fecure than ever, becaufe it^^Mv 
do not difgrace her by feeking to perfecutc 
J>iJ[entersy nor endanger her by the fiJfe/i^i^itf 
Cry of her Danger. His Majefty protedb Pro- 
perty> and defends the Liws; his Subje<% love 
and truft him. Never were there )mown fuch 
ardent, fuch adive Proofs of popukr Confidence 
in a Prince. 

Here is a Syfiem of national Felicity^ a Sj^ 
fiem unparallelM thoughout the World L A Chai^ 
ffom this Syfiem implies a Fall to final IMctf and 
Deftruftion. The Biit of a nevx Parliament is 
an oU Snarey the Cant of a Tretender. His Re- 
bgion and Principles (Pep^ and ArUtrary) arc 
our Vread and Abomination : He is a Strange 
in his Perfon,' his Counfellors and Exiles are 
fiarving and de/porate Outlaws ^ his Meafiires 
are barbarous ; his Soldiers are Savages. If be 
/yarded Parliaments^ he would have fiaid till 
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(he FarUamenS had fent for him. He "has is* 
#ttfei/againft the Voice of Parliament j and of the 
Kf//Mr^ the bud and repeated Voice of both* He 
tramfks upon Liiw, he plunders Vrofertjy he xffii- 
ffi/MT/ and executes Men^ he commidi univerial 
It^j yet talks of Kif^it/ ^ he profanes the Name of 
^£w7//, andjeftswi^tbacofPifr£ifmifj9/. Did 
bis pretended Grandfather love Parliaments ? 
Would he be ad viTed by Parliaments 7 Or did he 
keep bis Oaths to Parliaments t 

His very Claim, the Claim ofDefientj is r 
Defiance of ParUamentj and L^awy and O^/iv. 
If the Parliament can exclude one King, and 
xboo(e another, then is his Claim by Bleed a 
Bawble; .nay, '(is Treafon againft the Conftitw 
tion. But, if that Claim prevail, then there is 
an End of Parliaments^ and a Man may deftroy 
a Nation^ becaufe he is called, or calls himfelf) 
King of it, or becaufe ^^/z Ancefiors^ nay, becaule 
his pretended Anceftors, were EJngs of it. If no 
Difqualificauon 'can di&ble him, then a Perfon 
un&c for the lovjefl Office in Life is fit for the 
highefi y one that is dumb may utter Laws ^ a 
deaf Man may lifien to Counfel, and hear Peti- 
tions^ a frantic Enthufiaft m2ij didate in Reli- 
gion ; and an Idiot ^ or, which is worfe, a wilful 
and perjured Tyrant, may govern the State.

He 
does not, he dares not defcribe what fort of Par^ 
liament he means^ how chofen, and how frifh- 
cipled; neither need he defcribe it ^ we can gueis 
his Meaning : H^ muft either have no P^rlia- 
inenti or one nverfe than none. In the Mem- 
bers, a defferate "Fortune^ zni an imflacaHe Sfi* 
rit^ will be the firfi Qualification ; blind Bigotry^ 
the next j and an abandoned SubmifHon to his 
Will, the laft and greateft, recommended by the. 
other two. 

S o that, whether he (liould havi fitch a Par- 
liament, or no Parliamenr, there will be ap End 
of genuine Parliaments , And then — what fol- 
lows ? Ask him, and he will nft tell you: But I 
will, and all Men may guefs,' even 'whatever he 
pleafesy final Bondage j and the Inquijition-^ Monks 
and Fraud tiiumphant. Conference opprels'd, the 
Bible banifli'd. Popery and Flames in Fa&ion, 
and Proteflants burned, or their Bodies fecured 
at the Expence of their l^aith^ and -their Souls. 
Here is a Catalogue of Woe^s dreadful ones, yet 
not all. Behold them, Britons y^\Aiox them, and 
prevent them.

cd itfelf, and ghrioitjiy from Sea to Sea, wirh 
noble Ardor and Difdt^my againft a ^wanton hi^ 
ffudtry againft Savage TrdUon^ and a Jtehllhs 
unprovoked. What remains but to DOiiriHi and 
purfue that glorious Spirit ? The Alternative is 
fliorr, Tofave all^ or to loferf//> To dsfiroy^^ot 
be dfproy^d. 

Ih my next, I fhall iiluftrate and confirm all 
that I have here advanced^ by an Example out oi

Tl^e Norman Invafion, how fanguU 
nary and fatal to England. The 
Invader how faithlefs and barba-^ 
rous to Englifluncn. 

TN the following Extrads from the "Reignj ot 
^ rather the Ufurfation and Tyr^rmy of WiUitmi 
the Narmau^ we have a Specimen of what mvf 
aiS reafonably be dreaded from the VretendBf 
(either old or your^ who like the other Invaderf 
claims an aityfEiitious Hight^ and would afferc it 
by Force, againft Law and Religion j and, to 
enjoy it, would make three Kingdoms perjur'd 
Slaves or Vidims. 

Wl L^LI AM iht Normany improperly calfd 
Conqueror^ invaded Englandox the Head of Forces 
mix'd and colle<Sed from many Countries, mofl? 
of them needy Adventurers, allured by Promife* 
of Plunder anu Settlements in this Kingdom* 
which, when fubdued, was to be turned into 
Spoil, and parted amongft the* SpoileTs^ ^\*\ 

Vol. IV. O ^to^^ 
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proper Preference and Allotment to the principal 
. Spoiler. It was an Attempt as defperate as wick- 
ed y and they might all have probabljr periihedin 
it, though they were vidorious at firfl^ bad not 
the Clergy deferted the Common Caijfe, and bro- 
ken their Engagement to the Nohilitj and the 
Londoners^ purely to make early Court to the 
Ufurper, and to gain proper Advantages to them* 
felves, whatever became of the reft. The Cafe, 
I blefsGod, is dififerent now, and we have a dif- 
ferent Clergy, who being convinced, that they 
have a Common Incereft with the Laity in the 
Caufe of Liberty, join cordially with them, and 
have borne an illuftrious Teftimony againft unna^ 
Jural 'Rebels and barbarous Vfurpation. 

Yet, with all the Advantage of this fatal De- 
feflion, he could never have fucceeded, had he 
not fiihmitted to Conditions, He found himfelf 
encompaffed with fo many Diftrcfles, and ftiU 
threatened with fo many more, that, to prevent 
Famine^ and to divert the continual Demands of 
li:is Follo<vjersy he agreed to Terms ^ the more rea- 
dily, as he intended to keep none. He fwore to 
the E7/g!i/Ijy upon receiving the Crown Jrom them^ 
to prejerve ail their Lamvs and Liberties. He- 
added many magnificent Promifcs, which, with 
his fair Behaviour, difpofed them frankly to truft 
him. 

Hit 
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His DcGcit Ufted not long, but gAve wij p bis 
imute Appetite for Power, and to his devouring 
Avtrice. He had another conftant Stitnulauoa 
to rob andoppre(s> from the reftleb Dt&oiitdK]| 
and Importunities of his CMsr^f ^/ intheC7/iffy#» 
thffy calling upon him for Dattstives and Grstt- 
fcMtknty boldly pleading their manj Wsnis and 
WBsny Services^ together with his Fromifts and 
TriMty noifh them. To anrwer aU their Demandi^ ' 
«nd all his own, he had no other Refource but to 
rob the EniHfiy and, by perjtaring himrelf co 
tbem^ be able to keep his Faith with his Brother 
Mohhers ; beiides, he took Tyranny to be his beft 
Policy, to difable the Opprefled from avenging 
their Oppreffion. 

This is the eternal Overfight and folfe Craft 
of Tyrants ; as if a People wealthy and ^ell 
proteded (Bleilings that naturally difpofe them 
to be content) were more to be feared by their 
Proteaor, than a People plundered and defpe- 
rate. The Dread of lawlefs Power may reduce 
the Bodies of Men, perhaps their Lips, to ac- 
quiefce ; but their Spirits will remain the more 
ulcerated and implacable. 

I T is plain, that H^Iliaw the Norman came in- 
to Efigland a detejwtiied Eneviy to the Emglijb. 
He was in his own Nature a Tyra7tt^ as almoft 
all that aim at Conqueft are, and engaged by Com^ 
fa^ to excrcife endlefs Tyranny \ Xtt \\^ V«w^ 
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and promired, and made ftirProfeflions; talkel 
of his pretendedTHtki and Kindred to the Throne^ 
and referred all his Pretenfions to the Decifioa 
of the Englifb^ in other Words, to a Free Tarlim^ 
tnenty who to be fure tnuft zSi from pure Con^ 
idAion with Herman Swords at their Throats. 

He was obliged toimpoverilh the whole Na- 
tion to gratify thoTe, who, upon that Conditioa 
only, joined with him in invading the Nation. 
His Courfe of Reigning was therefore naturally 
a Courfe of Plunder, and of Cruelty to fuch 
as dared to €oroplain of being phindered: Com- 
plaint was a Proof of DifafieAion, and the 
Coroplainers were hanged as Traitors. The 
firft Tax that he raifed was oppreflive and arbi- 
trary, and levied with all the Exceflcs of Rigour j 
the whole contrary to his Oath. The Motives 
for it were equally odious, as it was for Money 
to pay his Cojifederate Spoilers ; a doleful Rea- 
fon to the poor Natives : Yet all this was not 
the worft". He had fuch Contempt for his Ho- 
nour and his Oath, as well as for his Subjeds, 
that not a Farthing of this terrible Tax was 
paid to the Normans^ though for them only he 
avowed to have raifed it. He kept the whole 
to himfelf, as a Fund againft the miferable People 
from whom he had fqueez'd it i miferable indeed, 
thus mocked and drained, yet liable to be again 
^uz\]y drained, upoAibe J&me Pretence. 
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Hitherto be had robbed dsm bat n^- 
Part : He oeit proceeds tt> fliip dieni to die 
SkiDy apQo ft Chargje apinft thcna^ fioooded vp* 
oo downright Lnpodcnc^ wauDdj^ Anr AJk^ 
uuce U tbnr Ute hnafd Khg, HsrwUttt Seemm^ 
when tbejEbadnoo^ toadbereto. Had due 
brave Prince been altv^ the BfigSlb Throne 
would not have been defiled by the roo^ WiOi^ 
sMy who had no Peace whilft the Ewgfifif had 
any Land : No Argoment will do againft a naked 
Sword. He fcized a great Nutnber of EftafCB 
with as little Ceremony as Mercy. 

Wh E N by this, and every finioasOppreffioo^^ 
be ba J made the mifierable Nation ftark-mad, hit 
nest Step was to punifli them for being fo. He; 
therefore) beGdes infinite Vengeance, corporaF 
and capital, at once feixed into his own Hands all 
Baronies, and all Fiefs of the Crown, whatfoever. 
Thus be reduced all the Nobility and Landholders* 
in England to Nakednefe and want of Bread. 
Their Mifery, which feem'd complete* had yet a 
heavy Aggravation, and they had another Jbockhig 
Scene to behold : Their Eftates were granted to 
the Vavonrites aixi Cbamfiins of the Ufurper^ 
Jefferste AJtventwrefty and the neeij Hunters d 
Fortune. 

T H fiji s Vfftsrts and SfmUrs were incredibly 
exalted. Some of diem rioted in the Reuemta 
•f wbaic Omnks; niany o£ tihieia c^vitiXftdL ^^iM 
D 3 ManvT* 
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^^ddanors by Hundreds. Others were made Lx^it 
of CitieSy others Profriet^s of great Tovjns-^ the 
"•ft commanded firang Torts and CafileSy now 
2'urpofely built to infure iht ever lafisng Bondage of 
the luretched EngUJb, All thefe lofty Vpflartt 
had it now in their Option, to ftarve, or to feed, 
the genuine laords and Owners ; I mean, fuch pf 
them as the cruel Mercy of the Invader bad left 
to live bereft of Dignity and Bread. 

These new Lords, governed by the Maxima 
and Spirit of ihcir Matter, admitting none to hold 
under them but their own Adherents, Ef/gland 
was in a diredl Way to lofe i:s Name, which 
was abfurdly derived from any Number of Slave's 
and Beggars: 

THIS vjonderful ^.evolution of Hanks and^ 
Property^ fo univcrfal and fo fudden, as hard- 
]y to be matched in any Country, under any 
Tyranr, upon any Provocation, contrafted 
frefli Guilt and Horror from the infidtous Be- 
baviour of the Ufurper juft before. It was 
unufually Joft^ and even fatherly. He fccm- 
cd to affed Popularity. He had relaxed the fe- 
vere Exercife of Power, recalled ExileSy releaf- 
cd Trifoners ^ fhewn Tendernefs to the Englifhy 
and puniihed the infolent Normans. He had 
again talked of calling a Free Parliaments and 
even aflembled from all Parts of the Kingdom, 

iiich Mea of )t^ote for QuaWij «nd 1!^<<¥7leee a« 
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were fitted to acquaint him with the national 
Cufioms and "Lavis, 

This Change of Behaviour in him cheated 
the poor Englijb, and recovered the Tyrant their 
Hearts. In him it was all a faithkfs Feint^ th? 
E£fe<a of his prefenc Dread from an adual Inva-- 
(ion in the North^ from Denmark, As foon as • 
he had bribed away that Peril, by Money to the » 
Danijb General, he ftrait returned to his Rage> - 
heightened by this laft Danger. BeGdes all the^ 
human VtSims to his Fury, he Vented it upon 
Buildings and the SoiU In the bcftTart of the 
Nwthy for Sixty Miles together, he fprcad Dcfo- 
lacion fo complete, that in all that Tra^ tiot a 
Tree or Shrub was left ; not a Houfe or Church, . 
nor Subfiftcnce for Man or Bcaft. He was in- 
deed leaft merciful to fuch as he did not forth-' 
with deftroy, but leff to the Pangs of Famsney • 
to feek Relief from Carrion^ from the mofl loath- 
Jhme Infe&s and Vermin, and from the Flejb of 
one another y rill they at laft expired, bereft of that 
horrible Food. The whole Region was converv- 
ed into fo abfolute a Defert, that for many Years 
together the Marks of the Plough were not fcen 
in it. 

When WilUarn had as it were extinguifhed 
X^Lit Englifb Nobility and L.andholderSy he extend- 
ed his favage Scheme to the Englifi Wery ^ d^-- ^ 
Ipifin^ their Privileges^ trampVing, u^otv ^€\t 
D 4 CbaTteTS> 
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charters^ and fubjeding them to 'whst ButJem 
he plea&d. Where they fubmitced, he ufed 
them like Slaves^ and half-rcarved them ^ where 
they afferred their KtghtSy he treated them like 
Traitors^ fcripped them of their Freeholds^ and 
put Normaus in their room. Mofi of the Ar- 
my too was quartered upon them. He caufed 
all religious Houfes to be (earched) andfeizedall 
the Wealth in them j for That was what he want- 
ed, though be pretended to look for concealed 
Hebels and Traitors, It proved a lucrative Search 
to him, as he fpared nothing that was valuable> 
the rich Ornaments of their Saints and Shrines, 
their mafly Plate, nor any of their precious Fur- 
niture, however confecrared to holy Purpofes. 

With all this Outrage upon Clergymeny he 
had no Averfion to the Clergy. For, like many 
other cruel Men, he was a great Bigoi^ fuJI of 
Reverence, and even of Liberality, to Monks. 
William hated the Englijh Clergy becaufe they 
were Englijhmen (juft as any Vofijb Tyra^nt will 
always hate Englijb Treteftants), His Hatred 
and Mifcruft of them was fo exceffive, that by 
Juggling with the Pofe (the Father and Encou« 
rager of all Mifchief and Impiety) he procured 
his Confent to deprive all the obnoxious Dignita- 
ries at a Blow. Some he banijhed^ others he 
impriforted, and fupplied all the Vacancies with 
S/rap^Sffs, Creatures of his o^n^ or of the Pope. 
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Such was the Return which be made to the 
'Engiijh Clerg^y for their early Submiflion to him 
and their Treachery to their Country- A differ- 
ent Spirirj becaufe a difFerent Reiigion, afluates 
our vtQdern Clergy^ who oppofe the Advances of 
a Toreign Toke and Foreign Superfihion^ with truC 
Enghjb Courage and true Froteffarrt Zeal. 

His whole Reign was a Series of Robbery 
and Cruelty- He was fo fingukrly abhorredj thic 
when a 'who/f Armj ^f Confpirat^rs was formed 
to deftroy himj not afngle ConfpraUr was found 
to inform him of hrs Danger. He faw ic before 
he heard of it, and had no Refource but to offer 
them iheif oijjn Termsy and implicitly fubmirted 
to the Meaneji, He owned all their Rcproachca 
to be juftj condemned himfelf and all his har- 
karousy faithkfs Tyrannyy folenanly promifed ^ 
thorough IR^eformation^ and gave them his Soul 
for a Pledge. He took an awful Oathy upon the 
Holy Gofpel, and exprefly fubmitted to be damn- 
edy if he failed, for the future, to rule according; 
to the known haws of England. 

Thus he ftripped them of their Fears^ as 
he did the credulous Fools their Followers of their* 
Weapons J the only avenging DeiUs that he dread- 
ed. The Leaders broke their Army, againft all 
Senfe, and be his Oath, againft all Confcience 
and Shame. Nay, his Oath 6\A but whet hh 
Vengeanije. They who had been the Witm([K% 
D 5 "w^^ 
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and Depojif arses of his faeramenul Engagement, 
firft felt his Perji/r J sndJRevengey andhepurfued 
the Slaughter with prcfufe Barbarity^ which was 
more bitterly felt by fuch whom he fiarved in 
Dungeons and Exiky than by thofe whom he onlj 
butchered. The Majfacre was extenfive and un- 
relenting. This was raih Rage againft true Po- 
licy. A Prince who afls like a Deftroyer, is 
in perpetual Danger of being deftroyed. Wik' 
Ham had one constant Encouragement to the 
blackefi Perju y and Tyraimj^ the Vofe^s War^ , - 
rant and Ahjolut.on : A Confideration worthy of 
the Thoughts and Abhorrence of all Englijhwen . 
at this Day ! 

His conftant Perfidy, Oppreffion and Cruel- 
ty, begot more ConfpiracieSj and thefe frefli Bar- 
barity and Carnage. Sufpicion was a Proof of 
Guilt, and whomfoever he difliked, he fufpefied ; 
fo that hsLvlngCriminals without Number, he made 
ViSiims without Mercy. Hanging was the gentlefi 
Tunijhment : To be banijbed and fiarved was ac- 
counted a Favour. Numbers periflied in /oath. 
Jo7/;e Dungeons : Many hid their Eyes pulled our^ 
many had their Feet and Hands lopped off, and 
both Sorts were left with the Burden of JL//^ 
and Carcajfes^ without Organs to guide and /«p- 
fort Life. 

After he had long waded in Blood, fiied 
jdl the bcA^ and chinned the Navon^ ac leaft of 



its £;si^/^ lohabiuints, he £bt himfelf to accu- 
mulate Money, and fpared no Oppreflion, ndr 
Device toopprefe. It was a Courfe noc of 7>x-» 
nfg and C^lUBing^ but of Rafine and Grhulh^, 
He had got a Kingdoin by Robbery and Slaugh 
ter, and afterwards intenfly and eagerly purfued 
the Trade.

tended Father; that therefore he hath> and his 
pretended Father had, a Right to rule by Vio^ 
lence, and that no Man in the Three Nation% 
nor tbeThree Nations themfelves, have any Right 
to oppofe Violence. Conci(e Realbning ! << AU 
^' that is in them, all the Lives, all the Property 
^ in them, are mine by Right, and I will take 
? it by Force.** 

His Auxiliaries from Abroad are as fhoctdng 
as his Claims at Home, the Power of France^ 
the Curfes and Demands of the Tope. Frmue 
pstnts for our Deftruftion, and knows that the 
fure Way to dcftroy us, is to cnflave us ; to ren- 
der > us forlorn and even doyUe Slaves at once to 
Fremb and Papal Tyranny ; nay, Slaves at fecond 
Hand to a King of Straw, a Royal Shadow, fet 
up by Ebme and the Houfe of Boarbon. What 
dare he refufeto his Matters and Creators? His 
own Bigotry, his Hatred of Proteftants, his 
Dread of Liberty, and the Merit of extirpating 
JffTf/x, will all excite him to execute bis Depu- 
tation with Zeal. Fe'igiony JJbertj^ Trade^ all 
odious to his Mafters and to himfelf, muft fall 
fudden Sacrifices to thtxx joint Policy and Zeal. 

What think you, EngUJbmtn^ Vrotefiants 
and Freemen^ of the fhocking Scene ? For idl 
this is no more than the neceflary ££feds and na- 
tui 4 Operations of Fopery ^mdiyramty.

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the famous Canonift> the great Oracle of the Va^ 
ticauy maintains^ ^< That a Chriftian Qty (or 
'^ Community) may be totattj and la^ully 
«« burned for tfrw Heretics doling in it.* Thb 
Dccifion, (b pofitive and bloody, is but agreeable 
to the univerial Spirit and Praftice of Popery. 
Nor can there be fuch a thorough renouncing of 
Chrifi by the ftrongeft Words of Apoftafy, as the 
Butchering of Men and Chriftians in his Namf^ 
and blarphemoufly'urgjngi&//^i/y]&or//^. 

I F the Hcrefy of gfe^w draws down and war- 
rants thb fiery Doom upon a Community, Whaf 
hath a vjhole Nation ofHfretict to expcft ? What 
indeed) but inceflant Firex, and Furnaces jevetk 
Ttmes heated ? 

Take Warning,. O Britons ! when your Go- 
vernment is gone, your Liberty {$ gone, aid yo ir 
Religion muft follow. Foreign Polities^ and in- 
defeafible "Right ^ nxiill^ fnnfij foon fwalloi» your 
dear Liberty, arid all your Fortunes: Papal Ta'jz^^ 
for ever burning and bloody, mufi, ivillj furioul- 
ly cxtinguifli your Religion^ and burn your Perfint 
and BiHes. Remember Queen Mary : Remem- 
ber the French and Irijb Maffacres : Remember 
^tSfanijb Inquijttion^mth the unrelenting Racks 
and Flames there : Remember the fwift and inhu- 
man DeftruSion evcry-where brought upon Pro^ 
tefiants by Popery^ and may God give you Ua- 
derftandiog in all Things !

T> Y the Scile of the Prcteftdcr*« Declaration he 
feetns to rely, ^ot his principal Supporc> iq)- 
on the Stupidity and Infatuation of the Natioa. 
He fays, *< his only Intention is, to reinftate bh 
" Subjeds in the full Enjoynient of their RcK- 
*^ gion, Laws and Liberties/' When we are in 
the mod copious Pofleffion of all thefe Bleflings, 
even to Profufion and Satiety, beycMid all the Na- 
tions of the Earth, becomes fromR^we, where 
Religion is founded in Fraud, Rapine and Cruel- 
ty, to reinftate us Trotejlants in the fiiU Enjoy- 
ment of 0»r Religion, which is accurfed by Biome^ 
and we are damned by Rome for holding it. 

J u s T fo Queen Mary reinftated her Subjefts 

in the full Enjoyment of their Religion, by fetting 

up the Papifcs to bum the Proteftants, and porfued 

this hex motherly Goodiicti «SidL'9v^K!dQdi»v of 
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^cm in M their Rights^ to the End oF her de- 
tefcabic Life. She promifed as fiiir as he doe?, 
prbmKed the very fameTbings, and profefTed the 
fame public Spirit. 

What Reafon can we have to bdicve that 
he will not follow her cat ho fie Exampkj educated, 
as he is, in the fame catholic Principles, which 
eternally infer the &me catholic Spirit ? Before 
we can take his Word, he muft (hew us, What he 
never can fliew, that ever a Popijb Prince Icept his 
^ Engagements to Protefiant &ibjedb, or that the 
Genius of Popery, and the Maxims of the Pope, 
will fufier him to keep them. Did his pretended 
Father keep them ? He does not pretend to fay 
that he did; he cannot pretend to fay it: He 
knows that he did not ,* yet does not condemn, nor 
even cenfure him, for not doing it, nor fbr 
breaking all his fblemfi Oaths, and invading all 
bur Rights. 

What therefore does he mean by his Inren^ 
tion ^ to reinftate his Subjedls in the Enjoymen* 
*^ of all their Rights?" I doubt he hath ^douhh 
Meaning; firft to miflead, if he can^ fuch as al- 
ready enjoy all their Rights; when at the fime 
Time he intends, as his Education and Religion 
dire<a him, to fpoil them of all. He would 
draw them the while to think that they are 
wrong'd of their Right, and he comes to re- 
ftore them. Thus he gives weak Minds Ho^ts^ 
£ 4 vcw 
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in order to bring them to give him AdroitttQcr;^ 
aod then^ wbea they have made him Mafcer, be 
will teach them what ti^eir Rights arej namely, 
to be redeemed from HereJ}^ aod to be forced, 
for their Good, into the Bofom of the Catholic 
Church ^ to be ruled by an hereditaryy indefeAf^ 
hk Sovereign) who will recal them from the 
Guilt of Rebellion, and rule them by the&Iurary 
Laws of abfoluce Monarchy. Liberty, as it is 
now underfcood and pradiTed, pia be none of 
their Rights,^ as by ic bis Father was detbtooedy 
and himfelf fcands excluded. 

He therefore cannot mean Ei^lijb Vrotefiaut 
Liberty : If he did, bis Declaration would be ri- 
diculous^ for what People upon Earth have fb 
much Liberty as we ? His preiint Attempt would, 
for the fame Reafon, be a Comradi&ion ; fince, 
whilft we enjoy our prefent Liberty, he can ne- 
ver reign.

Subjeds, that is, of all usj who are not his^ Sub- 
jcds, by remfiating hmfelf he concludes that 
*iae Oiall all be reinftated^-M^for 'u)e are all bis. 

N E I T H E R are fucb extravagant Do&rines * 
iu)d Demands unlike thofe preach'd up by the 
Court Sycophants in his Father's Time, and too 
long before. It woukl be endleis to cite Quo* 
tations and Sermons, and the Abu&s then put up- 
on God's Word, on this Subjed, by Men pro- 
fanely calling themfelvesK^//g/{w/, and proftitute- 
ing the Name of Frofeftants to Popifli Purpofes. 
One lUuftration fhall fufHce here out of Thou- 
&nd5. Dodor Ball^ Mafcer of the Temph^takiti^ 
for his Text the Words of our bleflcd Saviour^ 
*^ Render unto Cafar the Things that are Ca-^ ' 

^ far\i^ defircd bis Audience to obferve, that \ 

the Words were Render unto C^e fori no;* 
Give unt9 Cajar^ for that all waa Cafaft 
E- 5 hefoTi\ 
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before. The county Dodor goes on to (hew all 
Men, that no Man had a Right to any Thing ; 
that whatever Men had was C0Jar\ and Cafar 
ad a Right to M Things. 
I N E £ D hardly add, that by Cafar the Doc- 
tor meant King James^ or King Charks (I forget 
which) Princes not very Cafartan^ but greedy 
ot all the Rights which Dofior Ball conferred 
upon Cafur > nor had he any other Reafon for 
io conferring then). Had it been necefTary to 
have derived tbefe Princes from the Blood of 
Csfmr^ 'cis not improbable that the courteous 
Divine would have invented a lineal Defcent from' 
himy found a Text for it> and branded as Atheifts 
lall who difputed it. 

I c A N N o T but here remark, with Concern, 
that the Divines of thofe X>ays, even fome able 
Divinesj whilft they contended againft the Frauds 
and Horrors of Popery with irrefiftible Force 
and Succefs, yet with fliange Inconfiftency, and 
firange Zeal, maintained the wild Tenets of />r- 
Jefeajible Rights and hlhtd Bondage to the Will 
of a Tyrant; even of a Popijh Tyrznt. It is 
one oF the many and mighty Bleffings attending 
the Revolution and Proteftant Sacceffion, that 
bur Divines breathe a different Spirit, and con- 
tend, like good Englijhmeny for Civil Liberty; 
and; like good Chriftians, for Liberty of Con- 
7 fciencei 
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couragement to moft of thofe wlio own htm fbr 
their Sovereign ; to all bigotted Papifts and hot- 
headed Nonjurors^ to defpetate Ouc-laws, ftarv- 
ing Exiles, favage Highlanders, and /r/^ Rappa. 
rces y to all who claim Efiates, forfeited by their 
own, or their Father's Treafon^ and to alt Trai- 
tors who gafp for the Eftates and Properties of all 
real and true SubjeAs, who incur the Treafon of 
oppofing them. 

To all that hungry Hoft fuch a Pron)ife is a 
delicious Bait j a Redemption from Mifery ; a 
Call toHappinefsjan Invitation to take Poflef- 
fion of the fromijed Land^ with all its Wealth, 
land Milk and Honey. But it is a terrible Denun- 
ciation of Woe to us^ the prefent Poffeffors, to 
be ftripped and extirpated, deftroyed or expelled, 
Kke the acctirfed Thilifiines : For> as God gave 
Canaan to the Jetus^ the Tope can give England 
to the Catholics ; juft as he did Half the Globe co 
the Spaniards^ who have rendered ir, by every 
Effort of favage Cruelty and devouring Tyranny, 
aJmofc as 'usafie as when God firft created it. 

By the fame Rule of juft Conftrudion we 
find what he means by removing the Encroach^ 
ments made $ipon a Fkee People. Thefe En- 
croachments arc the Revolution^ the Vrotefiant 
Succeffion^ the Difeflahlifhment of Topery^ the 
Rcftraints upon Tapijlt^ the Settlement of Herefy^ 

the 
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the ExchfioM of CstboUc Princes, and our RefiTc- 
tnce of Catholic Tyranny. 

These are Encroachments and Grievances 
with a Witnefs ^ terrible Grievances to the ^ofi'-, 
terrible Encroachonents upon the Pope's FufU, 
Can he come, encouraged by the 'P^fe^ to mend 
the Condition of Frotefi^mts ? For, by the 
Pope's Encoursgement he comes, armed with 
the Pope's Blcffing upon his Pcpflh Endeavour^ 
and with the Pope's Curfe againft Froteftants, 
Can he come by the Aid of France and Spaim^ to 
increafe the Happineis and Strength, and to im- 
prove the Liberties of Englijbmin ? For> by the 
Aid of tbefe Catholic Powers, be comes aimed 
againft England. 

Hrs Promifes therefore, in any other Stile^ 
are Derijio7 $* His Argument from Succefs, 

is a rooft rafh and profane Argument, moil ufed 
to wicked Purpofes, and to colour wicked 
Courfes: The blacked Criminals have at all 
Times urged it, as often as they have been fuc 
cefsful. By the fame Argument, Providence hath 
been mucR longer againft him and his Family 
than for them : They have been Fifty-feven Years 
in Extic^ and he haih had a Mock-Reign of a 
few Months over Out-laws in Arms. We, who 
oppofe him, can more juftly urge his own bcft 
Argument againft him ; we a<S under the Gojftl 
and the Lav)^ in Conformity to both, and have 
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the beft Claim to Favour from Trovidence, We 
therefore feithfuUy truft to Providence, and own 
ourfelves indebted to it for the 'Revolution and 
Proteftant SHcceffion^ as we hope foon to be for 
his ucter Defeat and final Expulfion. Why fuch 
a Defeat hath not happened fooner, all Men la- 
ment, and moft Men forefaw. 

If he reafon con(iftentIy, he muft confe&, 
that ProvUence hath forfaken him, and forced 
him to fly from the fame antient Capit^L How 
he got thither we all know, and be ought with 
Coropundion to recolIe<5t. It was by the Trea- 
chery of Parricides in Authority^ Men always gen- 
tly ufed, faithfully protefted, and even favoured 
by the Government. 

H £ made War upon his Majefty, and his 
Majefty's beftSubjeds, by the Aid of the worft- 
He did it by Surprize, at the Head of Barbarians 
and Rebels unprovoked, alt of them mercifully 
ufed ^ many of them pardoned for former Trca- 
fons , many of them trufted j fome of them pre- 
ferred by his Majefty, ungratefully and unnatural- 
ly turning his own Arms againft him ; unfumifli- 
ed with any Plea from Oppreffion, any Perfecu- 
tion for Confcience, any Encroachment upon 
the Laws, any Alarm from Arbitrary Power ^ un- 
der the moft legal, the gcntleft Adminiftration; 
in full . Poffeffion of Liberty, furfeited with k, 
unworthy of it, and wantoning in it. 

. Such 
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Such is the mad, the unhallowed Spirit and 
CharaAer of this Rebellion, and fuch Glory 
does it refled upon the Revolution^ which was 
only an Eflfbrt and Scheme of Self-Defrneey or 
racher> of Self-Vrejervation^ againll: a crazy 
Tyrant's defyidg Oaths, rending Piecemeal the 
Laws of God and Man, and making War upon 
Law and Confciencc) and human Society. 

Eqjjally unfortunate is he in his Attack 
upon the Government, from the Faults found 
with it. The mlldeft Government ]& always 
the moft boklly blamed; Fulnefi of Liberty is 
conftantly expofed to the Abufe of Liberty ; like 
Health and Wealth, and all other worldly Blef- 
fiDgs : Ambition and Difconcent will readily find 
Grievances^ or as readily make them. Nay, the 
necef&ry Defence of Society \% a Grievance to 
tbofe who want to diftrefs Society, or even to al- 
ter it for Ends of their own. Places and Employ- 
inents,whicharein(eparable from Society, as with- 
out therh it cannot be governed, are Grievances to 
fuch who want them and cannot get them \ and 
the Poffeffion of them is the fureft Cure for rail- 
ing at them. The Abufe of Parliaments comes 
with an evil and ill-judged Grace from his Pen, 
and is a prepofterous Grievance out of his Mouth. 
King James hedlored and defied Parliaments* 
would have extinguiflied Parliaments, and fet up 

kit 
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his weak Will, that is, Popery and Tyranny, in 
the Room of Law, of Gofpcl, and of Parlia- 
ments. The Excellency of our Laws is a Proof 
of the Excellency of our Parliament^ and a glo- 
rious Defence of them ; neither can they have 
higher Praife, than that the Pretender and other 
Papifts didike them/ 

F £ tlA L J^a'ms are the dale Common-PIacie 
of all difaffe&ed Men, and the eternal SubjeA of 
their InveShvesj becaufe they fet Bounds to their 
Fury. It is natural fot Rebels to rail at the L^ws 
that hamper and hang them. I wonder that the 
Pretender's Manrfefio (hould venture to mention 
Fenal Laws, when before the Revolution almoft 
every Fenal Laiv was wrefted into a Cspital 
Law. Even the Defence of Law was made Ca* 
pital; and To worthy an Engijbmany and fo great 
a Manas Algernoon Sidney^ was arraigned for L/« 
belling ^ for, fo that excellent Book of his in 
Defence of Liberty agaioft Tyranny, fince prints 
ed and read with Applaufe, was then called; and 
that true Patriot was executed for publifliiog ir^ 
though it never went out of his Glofet, nor was 
proved to be his Hand-writing. Harmlefi Words 
and Converfation became the Objeds of Penaf 
Laws, which were virulently ftrctchcd ta make 
fubUc Martyrs. Idoubc it is the greateft Mif* 
fortune of this Government, that Penal Laws 
have been fo little exerted j mfie the Numbers 

and 
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srod Boldnds of Papifts: Pray God we may not 
feel it. 

H £ talks idly and loo&Iy about former Msf^ 
tarriages under King James^ and the Outcries 
againfc them.. He calls Outrages and Tyranny 
JMifcarriages ; the Invafion andSufpenfion of the 
Lawsj the High Commiffion, an Inquifitioa fet 
up to deftroy this Protefcant Church ^ the exaA- 
ing of Money from the SubjeAs, without Lawj 
and againfi Law^ the Imprifenment of the JBr- 
fiops of the Cbunrb, a Third of the Bench at 
once^ for their modeft Petition to be relieved 
from crying Oppreffion-^ an Army maintained 
againft Parliament and People ; many of the Of- 
ficers PapiftS) comroiflioned againft Law^ ma* 
nyof them Iriflb Papifify the Butchers of Proit^ 
fianfs in 41 ! or fprung from fuch Butchers^ and 
ftill raging with the fame Spirit of Butchery ; Ci. 
ties and Boroughs robbed of their Charters, their 
dear Birthright! Parliaments extinguiflied ^ Pro- 
teftants difplaced and opprefled ^ fome burned? 
many banilhed ,• Popilh Priefts governing public 
Councils ; Popery itfelf advancing with dreadful 
Strides, already poffefs'd of the Thronej and juft 
kivadiog the Church ; barefaced Tyranny fet up i 
yefferiet^ -and the other Inftruments of Tyranny, 
: wantoning in Oppreffion, {porting with the Lives 
and Fortunes of Men, and wading in Blood : All 
thefe frightful and confuming Woess 'ali' vU% 
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Train of Horrors, ht cslls Mifcarriages -, neither 
does he call them by this gentle Name exphcitly^ 
but only for Argunaent-fidkc, fufpofes them, 
and boldly adds, that *^ They have been rntofe 
^ than atoned for by an Exile of bis Family 
^ during Fifty-fevcn Years." 

This may pais for Reafoniog amongft Ban- 
dittr, RufiBans, defperate Partisans, and the En- 
thufiafts of Party; amongft (avage Papifts, at- 
tending him from Ignorance, Bogs and Moun- 
tains; but it is an Infult upon Common Scofe,' 
the more fo, becaufe he does not once blame 
King James for having committed fuch a 
Group of Tyrannical Excefles: So far is be 
from declaring that he is forry for them, afhamed 
of them^ and that they fhall never be repeated- j 
though had he fo declared, we (hoidd not have 
fo believed : His Religion permits him to pro- 
mife fair, but damns him if he keeps his Pro- 
mifes. 

B T this odd Language, and as odd Silence, 
we may clearly fee what he intends^ and what 
lyf may certainly exped):, even to fee all reverfed 
that was done at and pnce the Revolntion^ and 
all revived that was done before.

Ambition) a weak Head ^ and neither Head nor 
Heart in bis o*wn keeping. 

I T feems we have had an unlawful Gwerfth 
ment ever fi»ce the devolution. Unhappily for 
hinij this his Complaint hurts him bitterly. It 
is certain, t':at we have enjoy'd more Felicity 
i^nd Liberty, &ice the Revolution, than this 
Nation ever knew fince it was a Nation. It is 
certain, that Tyrannjrwas never carried tofodi 
a Height as before the Revolution under his pm- 
teodcd Father. 

Here is a Choice offered us, to continue 
what we are, Haffy and Free ^ or, to rdapfe in- 
Ko the Servitude and Yoke put upon the Necks of 
- our Forefathers by his Father. We have a hope- 
ful Specimen, from his Son's Behaviour in Scot- 
land, what we may afTuredly hope for in England, 
There he rules by wanton Will, by Sword and 
Target, chiefly by the Aid and Counfels of Moun. 
taineers, who neither obey Law, nor can read ir» 
Thefe are his Meafures of Government, for 
which he has full Powers from his Father at 
Borne. Whilft he is openly trampling upon all 
Laws, and all that Free Parliaments have done, 
and is ading what every Parliament muft abhor, 
he mocks us with an Appeal to a Fr^f Parliament : 
So afted and fo talked King James, but would 
never ftand the Trial. His whole Tt>3& ^^& 
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m an Jfi/& Army, is that of his Son is in onr 
'like it. 

The Argument from Prtrvulence, taken from 
bis Succefs, is equally ridiculous. Hath Provr- 
dence led him to Vi<5lory, and the antient Ckpitd 
of Scotland ? Then Providence juftifics lawlefi 
Invafion and Outrages, and the Violence of the 
Sword againft the facred Sah(fUon of Laws. 

W I T H the £ime Inconfiftency and Impotence, 
he talks of the miferable SstuatiM of the King- 
dom at Home and Abroad, Who hath contri- 
buted fo highly as bimfelf to make it miferable?

I Ifaall at pfefent 
inquire a litde into the Notions of Charity. ca^ 
tertained'by theRmifi Church. 

If (he want that pcBLtCbaraSeriJHcal Grace, 
(he wants Chrifiiamty. Alms and Partiality to 
thofe of her own Fraternity, are only Flattery 
for Flattery, the Wages of Credulity and Bondage> 
all to keep her Dupes in good Humour, at the 
Ezpence of Truth and their Eye-fight. 

The genuine Trial of Charity is^ to apply it 
to People of a different Verfuafinn. If ic (hew 
Biercy'i and Tendemefs^ and good Will^ there; 
and hope the Salvation of their Souls^ though ic 
condemn their Opinions; it is genuine j it is C^ri. 
fiian Charity. But where it hates^ and damns^ 
and ferficntes all others^ it renounces ChriJUa- 
nisyy and bears the blackeftMark of Impofiure-^ 
at beft, of Fanaticifm. 

It is a prepofteroos Notion of God, who 
formed us alt, to conceive, that he is addided 
to ModeS) and guided by Names and Caprice ; and 
Chat he hates, and will damn, any human Soul 
for ftriving to pleafe him the beft Way it can; 
much lefs for dilliking any Wof(hip, which, 
however followed and magnified, fcems more 
likely to ojfend and contradi^, than to pleaie 

the 
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the Almighty God, if it be no-wbere commanded 
in his Word, but rather clearly forbidden there. 
How can a Man, who has read the Second Ona* 
mandmenty bow to an Image, tnuch \tbffay to 
it? He, who contradids this JOivine Command^ 
is a daring Impoftor, a Revbltsr from God, and 
a Tyrant to Men. His Guilt and Tyranny are 
fiiil greater, if he curfe or punifh any Man for 
obeying God, -rather than Men. By it be avows 
himfetf an idoiater, a Champion for Idolatry^ an 
Afofiate from Gody and an implacable Foe to 
all who worihip God in Spirit and in Truth, 

I F an uncharitable Sentence could be warranted 
in any Chriftian, it would furely be warranted 
againft fuch, who concradidt the mod explicit, 
the moft pcfiti'Oe Laws of God; and at the fame 
time pretend to be his only Followers ^nd Favomr* 
itesy and therefore deny his Mercy and Salva- 
tion to all human Race befides. If^ver Feffi- 
eution can be juftificd, it is fo, when 'tis inflift- 
ed upon Terfecutors. Do not they, who are 
ai med to deftroy all, invite Deftrudion from all? 
Are they, who want all Charity, and (hew. no 
Mercy, intitled to Mercy or Charity ? Whoevee 
follows Reafin, and the Bihle^ is an Objed of 
Horror and Vengeance to Pafifisy who lock up 
the Scriptures, and hanijb the Uie of Reafin: 
P^/er/ damns all who adhere to' either^ bums 
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aU that k daimisy and duis cxpofb iticlf to be 
ufed by others, as ic always ufisotfaers.

Let the Legillature 
attend to this. Moreover, the Cbnfcience of 
every Convert to Popery is the Pope's, and 
' ohi/ges bim to hate all who abjure the Fofe and

They are moftly as poor as igoorant, and fubjeft 
to none of ±ofe Pauies which retard Men of 
Fortune and I^amilies, and who have (bme Senfey 
in fpight of Bigotry.— I know your Aidour and 
Influence, and the Spirit of your Rdigioo, (o 
well) that I often rejoice and wonder, that I am 
not bang^J. Ah ! Father, had I been advi&d or 
frightened by you (fpr you importunately tried 
both Ways) where muft I have been ? 
C. If not here, I hope in Heaven.— 
I*. Bt your Hdp and that of Mr. Ketch. '^^ 
After all, as much as I dread Popery, I am not 
for deftroyii^ Papifb, though they have always, 
and every-where, (hewn us che Way> and wanton- 
ly tempted us to follow them in ic— But I am 
earoeftly for difabling Popery from deftroying 
Proteftants ; and if fbme fuch Scheme is not

A N hereditary Right to preferve the Lawf, 
i% inherent in all lawful Kings \ an beredi- 
tiryOaim to break the Laws, is a Forfckufe of 
all kingly Right* Indefeafible hereditary Right 
is J argon J the Canc of Ufurpcrs and Impoftors, 
to cheat the Many, and to abiiCc afl Men. 

Blood is only one Qualification in a Priocf, 
and not the highcfl j Juftice and Capacity are the 
Greatcll and the Beft- As the Prince may be a 
Childj and yet muft reign like a Man, becatife 
he rcig;nsover Men, the Laws muft govern 
who govern the Prince \ elfc the Will of hi 
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ni&etSy or bis Playfellows^ mufc be the Law. 
If he prove a Lunatic, the next of Kii^ or a 
Couac3> mufc rule in his fcead. He who hath 
iio Scale canbOt exercife Govemmenty which if 
the Direaioh of the public Scnfe. He who 
wants Juftice and Intimity) and regards not 
Oaths and Laws^ is at leafc under equal Diiabi* 
licy. This is moral> as well as political Lu* 
nacy^ therefore a moral and political Difquali* 
fication. 

Whoeveris intrufted with Govemmenr> 
having the IqtereTcsof all Men under his Direc- 
tion, has thehigheft Occafion for a good Heartj 
as well as a found Head : But where the Laws 
prevail, tho' he be weak, yet by letting the Laws 
take place, his Government may be eafy. If he 
be wilful> as well as weak, yet will needs be wifer 
than the Law, difpenfe with Law, and fet up his 
own Humour, his Peeviflinefs, or his Superfti* 
tion, for Law, he becomes a public Enemy, a 
Tyrant, who depofes bimfelf. 

Such a public Enemy was King James, an 
obftinate Bigot, a perjured Oppreflbr, an open 
Foe to the Laws and to his People : He there- 
fore regularly dethroned himfelf. He can fcarce 
be faid to have ever filled the Throne : He be- 
gan to forfeit it e'er he was warm in it. The 
EngUfb Throne, eftabliftied and limited by Laws, 
ceafed to be his^ when he became a Tyrant in 
H 6 'V 
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it. Whilfc he held it, he held it not for tam- 
felf^ but for mifoaUe Monks and hot-headed 
Zealots, who fet up a Government agMoftLaWi 
a Religion agtinft Senfe, and the Shadow of a 
King to fupport both. He never had much 
Underftanding; what litde he had he forfdced, 
and with it his Crown, to the Infatuation of 
Popery. . 

A w E A K Man makes a very good Papifc, in- 
deed the beft ^ but a weak Papift makes a wretch- 
ed King. I own, that a Man of Senfe may be a 
Papift j but I deny, that he makes ufe of his 
Senfe : The Grimace and Frauds of Priefis blind 
bim> and fairy Terrors awe him. 

King Jgmesy the Weakeft of his Race, 
(tho* not the Worft nor the Falfcft) yet fcrove 
for fome Time to diflemble ^ but wanting Ca- 
pacity even for that (which requires (b little^ and 
is often found in the (illiefc Women) foon expo- 
fed his Heart quite bare, contrafted with Bigotry, 
panting for Tyranny, and cankered with Rage. 

He had profeffed fairly, promifed ftrongly, 
fworn folemnly, to maintain Religion and Law; 
becaufe his Priefts told him, that Falfliood and 
Perjury were neceflary to advance their Caufe, 
and feafonable to lull their Enemies afleep : For 
what Falfliood, what Villainy, what Cruelty, 
will not fuch Priefts promote, to ferve their pc- 
ftilent Caufc ? When his Priefts thought their 
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iboUih whoUbne Laws ; Fraud and Impollureio 
crufli Truth and Rdigion ? 

I M IreUml bb Government was as brutal u 
the Manner^ of the native Savages there : Ik fire 
out with deceitful Prumifiri} as he bad done here i 
and continued repeating them all the while that 
he was breaking them. One conftant Declara- 
tion of his was moft ridiculous, efpecially u be 
imagined it to be deep and wife, and u bis Flat- 
terers applauded it fur its Candor : ^ That be 
*^ would make no DiftinAion between bis Pijpg|& 
^ and bis ProtiftoMt Subje^b." A DedaratuKi 
(if not a Blunder) terrible to ProteftaotSy vriK> 
Aw him tbus> contrary to his Oath taken to main- 
tain them in their Religion and Laws, declare 
equal Favour to their barbarous bloody Enemies^ 
v/hn in fadt rca{^ all hii Favours. 

1 1 K was fo notorioudy (hamclcts in his Breach 
of Faiih to Protc(lantfl> and in his bigottcd Par- 
tiality to the Jrijb, that, by a Set of infamous 
perjured iri/Zr Judges, he diichargcd all the Char- 
ters of the Kingdom in a Term or 'i wo. The 
Eftaccs rtf the Protcflanu, Noblc3 and Com- 
mons, were by the ramc Judgci futrcnJcrcd as 
fait as cbimcxl by any of the wild Irijlf^ who had 
long forfeited them by Rebellion and Maflacre. 
The Proicftsnt Proprietor*., who had earned 
them by chcir iilood and Money, improved tliem 
by tbcir long Indullry, and held them by A&$ of 

Settle- 
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Atdemcnr, were duuft out of dieir Freeholds 
iDd Bread by the brutal Butchers of their Prcdc^ 
ceflbr^ of their Paicois and Kindred. 

Bu T ai ProccA at Law> however fiiddeo aod 
tfbitraryy waa too flow, an If^ Pariiament of 
die furious Natives, cbofen by the King's acwr 
Gharterty or radier by his Diredioo aod Nomi- 
.mrtoii} did) in a fidemn Aft, coofifcate moft of 
dicEflaccsof theProteftaotain the whole King* 
■dom, and condemned the Owners to die as Trai- 
.ton. They were all thus chaiged with Trealbaf 
and all in a Lump condemned co Death and For- 
fintBie, for they werededaredconvided of High 
Trealbn, tbo* never tried, nor even fummoned. 
The fri^tcn'd Vidims had many of them recourie 
to EMgUwdtoi Breftd , and Families of fair Formncs 
in IrelMul fiiw diemrdves reduced, for Support, 
« Ahns and parodiial CoUeAions mBw^imd. 

This was adjudging awbole Prol9ftaot Kii^ 
dom, at OQce> to Execution aod Deftnidioq. 
Jt comprehended near Fifteen hundred of the No- 
i)iltty. Gentry, Clergy, and Men of Fortune^ all 
laid in the k& to have been attainted and con- 
vided, and were therefore adjudged to Death iinid 
Coofircatioo. To render the deadly Snare the 
more fatal and fecure, no Copy of the inhuman 
A& was filtered to be iflued for four Months. 

After this Flight of Tyranny (ib wild and 
mercileis!) no other Excels of it need be won- 
dered 
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dcrcd at SubjciSawerc imprifoned; tbcir Mo- 
ncy> Horfc5j Houfcf^ and Furniture Tei'Led, by 
a mere Order from the King ^ fometimes a mere 
verbal Order. And Jamet^ one of ihe wcakcft 
Men in the Kingdom, and as blind a Bigot as the 
b[indcftj atfVed like the confrrmed Mafter of the 
Perfons and Property of all Men in it; yet was 
himfelf all the while the wretched Property and 
tame Inftrument of the Pope, and even of his 
own Priells* Whil^ \l was made Treafon and 
Death for Five Proteftants to be feen together* 
even in Churches, the King's Chaplains, in their 
public Sermonsj maintained to his Face the Po] 
abfolute Sovereignty over Kings, 

Strange Inconfiftency 1 for a frail, vie! 
OU3, filly Man toclaim Godlike Power overGod's 
CreaturcS) made after God*s Image (many of them 
wifer and better, few worfe or weaker than him- 
felf j) yet confefa^ hicnfclf the implicit VaflaJ of an 
uTurping Impoftor ac K^me^ cheating theWorld 
with pious Cant and Mountebankry, impudent- 
ly boaHing lying Wonders, and fubrifting by mar 
oifcft Frauds ! 

Can there be a greater Demonftratton^ i\ 
Power without Controui belongs to no human 
Creature; than that fuch «& have moft loudly 
claimed ir over all, were unbleffcd wiih any fu- 
perior Capacity^ or any better Morals than the 
reft ? Is it conceivablcj that the God of Wifdom 

(tLQUld 
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fliould adjuSge the Government of the World to 
fuch as have none , the Care of Men to fuch as 
opprefe Men ; (hould convey his own Power to 
thofe who abufe it, or inveft with a facred Cha- 
rader Men who (wear falfly by his holy Name, 
or injure and cheat in it ? 

King James delighted in lawlcfi Proceed- 
ings, merely becaufe they were lawlefs. Even 
when the Law would have ferved him in fomc of 
his Meafures, it was anfwered, That the King 
would be ferved his own Way; which was a 
Confeffion, That he would abolifli Law. 

jAMESy when Duke of Xork^ and High 
Commiffioner in Scotland^ had given a Speci- 
men of his Spirit and Government fufGcient to 
deter all Men from ever widiing him upon th^ 
Throne. He oppofed and defeated, or canceL 
led, every good Law: He promoted all thac 
were tyrannical and bad : He had the Earl of 
^f|[j^// condemned to die, becaufe he would not 
forfwear himfelf. The Earl was a good Protc- 
ftant, had a great Eftate, great Intereft and Abi- 
lities ; all dreadful Eye- fores to the fmall Spirit 
and great Bigotry of the Duke of Xork. His 
Royal Highnefs befides, delighting in frequent 
Viftims and Executions at Edinburgh', diftin- 
guiftied himfelf by a Symptom of Cruelty almoft 
peculiar to himfelf, and almoft always avoided 
by the moft cruel Princes, by fuch ^ ^t\t ^^^- 
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verbial for Qudty, even by l^ero, James^ be- 
fides encouragiog the Ufe of the Rack, to force 
Confeflions from fuch who were obnoxious to 
the Tyranny of the Times, fat pleafed with the 
fhocking Spedacle of feeing Men racked> their 
Bones crufhed, broken, and burfting with their 
Blood through the Flefh : A horrid Sight to Bn- 
tons ! A hopeful Succeffor to the Britijb Crown ! 
It was a Sight Angular in Britain^ and even at 
Rome^ under the Tyranny of the C^yir/, for near 
a Century after the Ufurpation of theFirfl C^far. 
That Monfter Domttian was the firft of the Ro- 
wan Imperial Tyrants that ventured upon it. 

N E I T H E R did any of thefe Imperial Tyrants 
evcrexercife fuch a Piece of Tyranny as was exer- 
cifed in Scotland under Charles the Second. Be- 
fides all the daily Oppreffions and Barbarities upon 
the Presbyterians there (forced out of their Efta. 
blifh'd Church, and fiercely perfecuted) to oblige 
the Court, efpecially James the King's Brother, 
there was an Order of Council for placing Soldiei;s 
on the public Roads, with Inftrudipns to adc 
fuch as pafl^d by, infnaring Queftions, about the 
King and Religion^ and if they appeared to be 
Presbyterians ( People confcientioufly tender in 
the Point of Religion and Oaths) and refufed t^ 
Tefc offered them by the Soldiers, the Soldiers 
bad expreisOrderi to put them to pcefent Death- 
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-A Stretch of Tyranny unmatched by die 



mofc decried Tyrants ! 

T^ESB were feme of, the Hifiarri^giny be- 
ibre theReyoiution^ fucfa as the.prefeot.Iavader: 
fuppofes to have happened, without owning any; 
and he claims the fame Right and Power claimed 
by King James^ nor offers one Limitation or 
Amendment. The Government ever fince then, 
that Government, from which has been deriv^ 
fuch a Series of Eafe and Liberty, and fuch an 
utter Ablence of all violent Meafures, as are 
matchlefs in Hiftory from the Creation ; has, he 
fays, been all Ujurpation. It has been indeed t 
total Deviation from the Government of his An- 
ceilors, a Government which he comes to re- 
ftore. To prove his Right and Defcent, and to 
recommend his future Meafures, he invades the 
Kingdom, defies the Laws, robs, ravages, and 
goes to Mafs, 

T H E s E are the Proofs which he gives of bis 
.Lineal Claim, and he is welcome to the Fame of 
them. He, and his barbarous Train, aA as if they 
ftudied and were paid to make themfelves odious 
to Heaven and Earth, and were induftriouily call- 
ing for quick and fignal Vengeance from both. 
I blefi God it haftens apace j*— let us pray for its 
fudden Cojtnpletion.

How boldly the "Popijh Clergy abufe 
their Followers y by teaching them 
to deny with a Curfe^ the tnoft ob' 
vious Impieties of their Church. 

T H A V E lately read a very feafonable Pam- 
phlet, of real Ufe, good Senfe aad Knowlege, 
called j^n Inq^uiry hov) far Papifts ought to ho 
treated here as good SubjeBsy and ho*w far they 
are chargeable njnith the Tenets commonly imputod 
to them. It IS written in anfwer to a Topijb 
Pamphlet, carefully diftributed, full of glaring 
Deceit, \^o\i\y denying all the dcteftable Tenets. 
and Horrors of P^/>tfr/; and, ftill further to cheat 
the Ignorant, denying them with a Curfe, as Teter 
did his .Mailer, and with the fame Sincerity. 
For Example: 

CURSED be he (fays the Popifli Apologift) 
that commits Idolatry^ that frays to Images or 
Relics^ or laorpnp tbtm^ Cot Gods, To this 
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Curfe, and to all chat follow, he makes his roifer- 
able Votaries iay, Amen. 

This founds ftrong, and is indeed ftrong 
Fraud. Do not Vafifis adore Rdics ? Do they 
not openly worfliip Images, and pray to Saints? 
as >che Author of the Inquiry clearly proves^ 
Yes ,• but it feeras that- this is no Idolatry^ for 
they do not worfliip them as Gods-^ that i5, they 
do not call ihem God Jehovaby nor God the 
, Creator of all Things ^ they only invoke ihcm as 
"Deputy Deities^ generally in the fame high devo- 
tiinal Strain: And/iich Divine Invocation, im- 
plying a Divine Prerogative to relieve and five 
the Invoker, is a Declaration ot Deity in the Be- 
ing invoked : It is therefore Idolatry, when made 
to any Being except the Supreme. 

They afcribe Godlike Power to their moft 
ridiculous Relics, Stocks and Stones, old Iron, 
Bones, Nails and Hair, by making them work 
Miracles, heal the Sick, raife the Dead, and 
exert the like Ads and Attributes of Omnipo- 
tence. Neither do they pray to their Saints as 
only Mediators and Intercejfors with God, as is 
fometimes prerended ; they pray to them dire^i- 
ly^ and for what none but the Godhead only can 
grant, all the Bkffings of this Life and the next. 
This is all obvious in their Breviaries and Cate- 
chiJvJSy where Prayers a-e framed immediately to 
the Saints^ and in a S:ile as high and rapturous 
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as to God himfelf} as is at Length explained in the 

This Apologift pronoances another bold 
Curfe upon every Goddefs-JVor/biper, nvho fo- 
lieves the Vtriin Mary to be more than a Creature. 
I muft own, that amongft all the Extravagances 
of the ^apifts^ I never knew a Tapifi deny that 
God created th^Vxxgm Mary i but I never heard 
of a IBaptfi who did not treat her beyond the Qua- 
lity of a cy^^/»r^, and with all the awful Epithets 
of a Deity. They all pray to her, they all wor 
Ihip her. Is filch Divine Treatment due to any 
Creature ? 

But there follows aRefervethat juftifiesallj 
— Cuffed is he nvbo hofiours hery worfiips her^ er 
puts his Trufi in her as much as in God. A cu- 
rious Come- off! He makes his Votaries own, 
that the Omnipotent God is fuperior to one of his 
Creatures 'j but ftill they are to adore and invoke 
this huma7i Creature with the Worfliip and Lan* 
guage due only to God, her Creator, They im- 
plore her in Form, '' to deliver them from Sin, 
" to protcdt them from Evil, and to receive them 
" at the Hour of Death/' What could they ask 
more of their Maker? Is not all this treating her 
as a Deity, a Sovereign Deiry ? Did the blindeft 
HcaLhcns ever apply fuch Strains of Adoration to 
any of iheir Deities, even to the Higheft of all, 
Jupiter Optimus Maximus ! 
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The Curfe is, however, repeated upon him 
nvho believes her above her Sony or thatjbe can in 
any Thing command him. Above her Sony is an 

..odd Phrafe, but hath ics Art and Meaning here. 
«— It founds as if they denied the Idolatry of wor- 

^ fliiping her as well as the Son. We know it to 
be Idolatry to worfliip her at all, and we know 
that they worfliip her. This is enough to fix 

.the Charge upon them.— Or, thatjbe can in any 

' Thing command him. If (he can proted and 
pardon Sbners, and receive their Souls into eter- 
nal Bli(s, without him, (he need not command 
hxm s (lie hath thus fufficient Godlike Power with- 
out him. But, if I am not midaken, I have feen 
a Tofijb Vtvfttj invoking the Virgin to command 
her Sony in Terms, Impera Filio tuo : Nor can 
fuch Language appear ftrange in Popery. 

The next Curfe is upon him v)ho believes the 
Angels aT^d Saints in Heaven to be his Redeemers, 
.v)ho prays to them as fuch, or vjho gives GodV 
Honour to them^ or to any Creature vihatfoever. 
W2^ ever fuch mock Defence! We do not 
charge them with believing Saints and Angels to 
be their 'Redeemers^ but with worfliiping Saints 
and Angels : Nor can they deny that they do. 
It is the conftant Praftice of their Church, and 
it is injoincd by the Authority of the Church, to 

. ijor/bip and invoke the Avgels^ 'wbo are al'ways 
in the Prefenre of th^ Lordy and luilUng,!]! ^au\-i 
3 \«^ 
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for our Security^ nihich is committed to them. 
They are alfo ordered to invoke the dead Saints^ 
and to reverence their "Relics. All this is amplj 
proved in the Inquiry. 

T I $ a miferable Subterfuge to fay, that they 
reverence the Deity more^ or, in their own 
Words, that they do not give God's Honour t0 
them 'y and yet, in reality, they do it, by putting 
them in God's Stead, and complimenting them 
with God's Power. Out of the vileft amongft 
dead Men they chufe their heavenly Protestors 
and Idols. The implacable Traitor, Beckett had 
infinitely more Worfliip and Oblations paid him 
than all the Hoft of Heaven ,• not only than Je^ 
fits Chrifiy but even than the Mother of Cbrifi, 
though (he was then infinitely more revered than 
the Deity. Indeed, for many Centuries, coh- 
fummate Madneft, or confummatc Villainy, was 
the chief Recommendation to Saintlhip; and the 
blacked Charafter upon Earth, the Roman Pon- 
tiffs prcfumed to furnifli Heaven with fuch Rivals 
to the Deity, as were too infamous to live amongft 
Men. It is certain, that many who had adorned 
Gibbets, or deferved them, helped to fwell the 
Homan Calendar^ and were complimented with a 
Seat on the Right-hand of God, with the Title 
of His chief Favourites and Counfellors. 

The pleafanteft Curfe follows : Curfed be he 
that 'worfii^s avj Breaden God, or makes Gods of 

t«« 
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tbie empty EUments of Bread and If^tue. A Tafie 
Curfe ! Wdl may the Framer of it make his true 
Catholic fiy Amem to it ! Before it is confecrated 
'tis not God; and he deferves to be curfed who 
will worihtp hare Breads God. After ic is rf«- 
/ecrated*tis Gody our Blefled Saviour in Perfin; 
and who can be curfed who worfliips our Blefled 
Saviour ? 

This Fallacy is too groft ; but a grofs Impo-" 
fture will bear no better. A Wafer is m G§d^. 
but a few Words and Grimaces of the Prieft 
make it a God-y whilft, to Tafte and Touch, 
and Sight, and Smell, 'tis ftill a Wafer. We^ 
it, difled it, feparate and examine its Parts, 'tis t' 
maniteft Compofition of Flouer and Water, juft 
as! it was before. But you are damned if you be« 
Beve Demonftration. Thcfe very Partides of Wa- 
ter and Flouer are, in fpite of Demonilratioo,' 
changed in an Inftant, without the leaft Altera- 
tion, into the whole Body of JefifS'^ and, tho' 
there be but one JefitSy he is multiplied into Mil- 
lions every Day. 

At this Rate a Prieft has Power over God 
himfdf, and. more Power than God himfelf can 
have ; for God cannot reconcile Contradidions> 
nor convert Bread into Flefh and Blood, whilft i^ 
continues ftill to be Bread. There never was fuch 
an impudent Impofture in all the Vifions and 
Cbiiweras of Fagalfifvh The many Transforma-

Arepentinc Sinner has facis^iDg Aflfu-

** gives all who truly repent/' The Alniigfaty 
does not fldd> That be warns the Interpofiuoa of a 
Prieft. His Mercy is not mock Mercy, to be 
awakened or applied at the Rcqueft of the Prieft ; 
the All'feeing Eye needs no Voucher for the Sin- 
cerity of the Sinner's Heart. When the Kramer 
of the Curies denies^ that any Vovier $n R^avtn 
ar Earth can forgive Sii^t wiikout Rtpentaf/cfy be 
feems to put God upon the fame Foot with the 
Prieft] and difablcs him equally with the Prieft 
ftom bellowing Mercy. Surely the Almighty 
can pardon, if he will, even the Impenitent j but a 
Pricft cannot pardon the Penitent^ already pvdofi'

are of none Effed, without his Intention accom* 
panying them. No; the moft momentous Or- 
dinance of Religion is invalid and none, unlefi the 
Prieft plea(es to make it fo, by mten^ng it to 
be fo. 

As thefe Sacraments, Seven in Number, are 
all neceflary to Salvation, and the Prieftly Per- 
formance neceflary to the Sacrament, fo is his 
Intention and good Pleafure neceflary to make a 
Sacrament; and the eternal Pate of immortal 
Souls depends upon. ^/Caprice.

It is indeed muchlafer, iothdr Church, toneg* 
leA the Scripture^ dian their priefdy Tra£ti9ns 
tDdlmpofitionf. Without being obliged to knoWf 
or fu£fered to know, one Chapter in the Bibles 
'tis dangerous (often ca^fat) to omit or negfbft 
the iDJanOions of their Priefts, tho" not one of 
them be found ior the Bible. Penance, Auricular 
Confeffion, Ab(blution,Tranfubftantiadon,Infaili^ 
bflity, Pu^atory,the Power of Priefty to daom and 
iave, to open the Gates of Heaveo and Hell, are 
ail fo many hutnan and priefdy Devices, or ra*- 
ther Frauds, to rule the Worid, and to cheat the 
Creation : Not one of them mentioned or meant 
in Scripture, yet all guarded with Sword and 
Fire ; and all who dare doubt or deny them, tor- 
I % furedr 
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tured and bwH mchis World, and doomed to 
ctenial Bumingiothe next 

Then, aatbey command and pra&ifeopen^ 
what DO Scripture copomand^ diey nbtorioiifly 
fl^ and oipic Dupes which die Scripture czpli* 
ciily injoios. Our Saviour copunands^ tim sU 
JbouU drimk rf tb0 Otf tf his BhoJ. In the 
ffpijb SacnuDcnc there is no Cup> at leaft none 
(or the people : The Prieft kpeps all that to him- 
felf, as if he thought it enoi^ for the L4Uty to 
be half Chriftians. St. Pf «r/ lo^kes it ^ M^h tf 
Agafiafj tQ forbid to marrf. The Romijb Clergy 
%\fi all forbid to marry. St. Faul makes it an- 
other idark ofAfofiafj ^< to abftaia from Meat^ 
^ which God hach commanded to be received 
^ with Thankfgiving." The Fopijb Church for- 
bids the U(b of Nfeats for a great Part of the 
Year ^ bur, for Money* pertnits you the Ufe of 
them.during the ftrideft Faft in the Year. The 
Apoille condemns the Worjhip of Saints as a 
Do&rine of Devils. The Tapifis are more copi- 
ous* more adiduous in their Devotions to Saints, 
thgn to all the Three Perfons in the Godhead. 

The Curfe about the Ten Commandments is 
^xprefled in the fame equivocal Way. I fhall 
take no further Notice of it here, than that I 
wonder the Commandmenrs fhould at all be 
brought into it) fince the Second explicitly for- 
bids what the Pafifis fogrofly praftife, the Wor- 

fliip 
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the Worihip of the Perfons repreieoted by Horn 
Images. Their poor People, always igoorao^ 
only worihip what they fix ^ and if they worfliip* 
ed a Saint or an Angel in Perfon^ they woiAl 
be ftill Idolaters. 

The fmall, bat wdt-meant Graft in the neat 
Curfe, is plain enough co be diveningr^^Cttrfid 
is he that fnncbts t9 the People m unknoWto 
TongueS}y#r/& as they underfi^d not ; or ufis anf- 
other Means to keep them m Ignarancf. Pnf 
obferve : Nobody cbaiges thetn with preaching 
in an unknovm Tongue ; the Charge is> That they 
pray in an nnknonan Tongne^ and theCharge i» 
true. They dare not deny It by the nx>(l eluGve 
Terms which they can invent. Their PradUceio^ 
it is in direft Defiance of Scripturei which large- 
ly condemns it ; of common Senfi^ which it af- 
fronts; and of all the Purpofes of rational De- 
votion, which it can never raifc. Qin there be 
any Edification where there is no Knowlcge }' 
For aught the People know, the Prieft, in the 
Mafs, may be apfdying to Mahomet ^ or to Sh 
iMon Magus, Ail that they hear from him is a. 
doleful Tone ; all chat they fee in him is Bow^ 
ing!^, Turnings, Grimaces, and making Mouths. 
By thefe Tricks and Accents he may amaze thttn* 
and warm thero^ and fo he might by the Words 
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K^Petr&mus AtUttr^ or any other proftneStrainr, 
fanatically and wailingly pronounced. 

Can there be greater Impiety, or a higher 
Infult upon true Piety and the Underftandings of 
Chriftians, than thus daringly to debar them from 
the Duty of praying for themfelves and their own 
Souls, yet to inock them with the Appearance 
of doing it } Can there be more fuccefsful Means 
tfed> by Art and Impofture, to keep the People 
ID Ignorance? Fi, foy fum^ or any other Jargon^ 
would be as edifying. 

In the KMw^Chusch, ^orance is alkiwed 
to be the Mother of Devotion ; and 'tis carefidly 
cultivated there^ as the firft Foundation and Ele^ 
ments of popular Superftition^ and of Papal Ty- 
ranny, to which all Religion, all Reafon and 
Confcience? muft be enOaved or facrificed. In 
that Church the Inftru&ion, the Corre&ion, the 
Commands of the Priefts, are all authoritative 
and uncontroulable,' to contradiA him is He-^ 
li^ry ,* Herefy is Death and Damnation-. Where 
profound Ignorance is the Mother of Devotion> 
blind Submiffion is naturally her Daughter. 

T n I s laft Curfe^ equivocal as it is, I doubt 
javolyes the Framer of it in it ^ nor can any 
thing but Ignorance clear him of it ^ a. Pick 
which I doubt he cannot ofier.

often as his Wrath or his Avarice prompted him ; 
for one or other, or both, of, thefe pious Mo- 
tives, generally (wayed the holy Father. He fire- 
quently tempted and incenfed Prince and People 
to violate Laws and Oaths, and to opprefi one 
another. He particularly warranted the repeated 
Perjuries of our Henry III. who was continually

ropean Monks, and in the Credulity of the People, 
Catholic or Pagan. You fee thefe folcmn Drolls, 
the Bonzfa, fcourging thcrofelves with Rods, 
flafhing themfelvcs with Knives in the Streets J 
dragging heavy Iron Chains; battering thcif 
naked Bodies with rough Stones; (topping at 
every Door, and Canting : — ^^ All this we fuffef 
^ for the Expiation of your Sins ! Can you re.* 
•* fufe us moderate Alms ? ** 

The fame Le €omte fays, he few *« a young 
^ Btmzey of a very genteel Air, and of a proper 
^ Addrefs to deceive the Crowd, in the Middle- 
^^ of a Town (hut in and (landing upright, in a^ 
" clofe Chair, driven thick all round with long. 
^ iiQQ. Nails, the (harp Ends' inward ; fo tha^ 
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" he could no wtjr lean againft it without * 
" Thoufand Wounds. Two Fellows whom he 
^^ had hired, carried him from Door to Door^ 
'^ and at every Door he made his Speech : Yw 
^ fee me thus iffclttfed and tortured for the Good 
•* of your Souk: Nor nmR I ever relinquifi this 
** mj Frifouy till jou have bought all thefe mj 
^ Nails. Each Nail vHll cofi hut Six-fence i M 
^ ftnall Trice for fitch a Treajure of BenediSiono, 
^ at it hfings ! In furcbafng them yeuvnU do 
^ an AS of heavenly Merits not to us thr 
^ BoM2l£s, hut totbeGodYoj to vjhofe Ho^ 
^^nour loeBoViTES are hutUtng a Temple,** 

Observe that tike holy Penitent had above 
Two thoufand of thefe Nails to fell. By this 
precious Commoditf, though he loft fbme 
Blood he got Money, with, the Odour of Saor 
Aity, perhaps moce Miftrefles, and notable Cre^ 
dit with his Order, as wdl as to it. 

T KE Nails had certainly an intrinfic Valuer 
however far Aort of their religious Value. But 
how fuperior is the intrinfic Value of a Thoufand 
Mafles^ and who but Priefts can reuilthcm fo» 
a (ingle Farthing ?• Do not the Popifh Priefts 
likewife turn into ready Money all the Supernu* 
Bierary Merit and Sufferings of their Saints and 
Confeflbrs^ According to their Dodrine and 
Marketing, all rigid Difciplinarians and Martyrs: 
aiie Q} many new Redeemers of Soub, and Ush 
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many Benefaftors to the Monks, who turn their 
Blood and Penance into ready Ca(h. 

Let them produce what Inftances ofSuper* 
fUtion they can (be the fame ever fi> extravag^r, 
ever fo fcandalous and blaiphemous) from the 
Fooleries and Frauds of the Pagans, the moft ido* 
latrous. Pagans, and of all the Pagan Pricfihood^ 
ihe Whole will come infinitely ihort of their 
own. And aa to prieftly Tyranny, Cruelty and 
national Havock, Popery has committed more in 
t Day than Paganifm in a Thouland Years. All 
the Roguery and Rapine of the Bonzes* have noc 
vifibly lefTened the mighty Numbers of People 
in China i Numbers, perhaps, equal to all thofe 
upon the reft of the Globe. 

j4MERICjiy which, though called but aT 
Quarter of the World, is almoft a Half, fwarmed 
once in many Parts of it with Inhabitants, biK i3> 
now high defolate, many of its beft RegioiM ut- 
terly defolate, rendered fo by Catholic Crueky. 
Sfdin^ by the Expulfion of the induftrious Moorsy 
fome Millions, firft and laft, and by the daily 
Butcheries of thelnquidtion for fbme Centuries^ 
has long found a very natural Return of Beggary 
and difmal Solitude, inftead of Multitudes and 
Pienry^ many of her fertile Plains as delert as 
her moft barren Mountains; and nothing, pro* 
fpering but Priefts, who mar and damp, and.ba- 
Ailh all Profperity, apd blalt alLtbe Bleffing^ o£ 

Nature^ 
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Nature, as they tbwan and curfe all the Wifdom 
and Virtue of Man. In France^ and all over 
Chri{lendom> their Outrages, Devaftations, their 
Adtichriftian Spirit and boundlefs CruelrieS) are 
fadly remembered and felt. " 

As to the lewd Arts and Debaucheries of the 
Bonzes with Women, and one another^ their 
Monafteries, and their Tricks to maintain them^ 
their Hermitages and prieftly Retreats; their 
hard-hearted Unconcern for all the reft of tlie 
World, even for Parents and Relations: All 
thefe, the common Curfes of Prieftcraft every 
where, are ftill more vifible in the Popifh Coun- 
tries of Europe^ more prevalent and more per- 
nicious. 

The Popidi Miffionaries in the Eaft men- 
tion with Horror the Ufe which Libertines, 
Priefts and other Fanatics, make of the Dodrine 
of Tranfmigration, in order to commit Whore* 
dom and Self-Murder. Such a one need only 
reprefentto a young Nymph, tenderof her Per- 
fon, and loth to proftitute it, that her Body is 
hardly any Part of her, at leaft the meaneft Part> 
a tranfient Covering and Vehicle, foon of itfelf 
to perilh, the Slave and OfF-caft of tHe Soul, and 
not to be regarded : And having thus taught her 
to defpife her Perfon, he enjoys it. If (he ft ill 
refufe, he has another Argument, " That in her 
^ laft State flie had promifcd him to be his, and 
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^ then, by dying, deprived him of his Right,*'* 
which he therefore claims, and often regains in 
her prefent State. 

N o doubt fuch Craft and Lewdnefi arc abo- 
minable, but not peculiar to the Eaftern Banx^s. 
Many Debaucheries, more hideous, have been 
pradifed by our Ramifb Bonzes^ and by Artifices 
Is impious ; all under the Cloke of Religion : 
Witncfs VathtT GtrarJ^ Confeflbr and fpiritual 
Dirciftor to Madamoifelk CaMere^ famous as he 
IS for making a Bawd of Devotion to debauch 
her Perfon, and turning her frantic fpiritual Rap- 
tures into Raptures of real Carnality. Any lewd 
Prieft having the blind Guidance of a fine Lady's 
Confcience, may too cafily guide her into his 
own Arms. 

Neither were the aniient Pagan Priefts 
the only facerdotal Procurers for the God of 
their Temple, or the only ones who gratified 
their own infamoiis Paffion, by pretending to 
carry a lovely Lady to the Embraces of the Idol. 
It is no more than what the Homtlh Priefts have 
done, under the Name and pretended Demand 
of feme popular Saint. And when a bleffed 
Saint condefcended to vific a charming She- Vo- 
tary, long his paflionate Adorer, could (he help 
being tranfported with fo heavenly a Favour, or 
be either incredulous or unthankful to the holy 

Inftru- 
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Inftrunient who managed the Amour and pro- 
cured it ? 

yETZERj a vifionary Monk in S'uoifir^ 
Und-i juft before the Reformation, was vifired, 
ts be for fome time verily believed, by the 
Virgin Mary in Perfon, in all her Glory, attend- 
ed by Angels. The awful, but fond Apparition, 
gave him feveral wonderful Marks of Diftin- 
Aion, and even promifed him every Favour but 
the laft. Some of thefe Favours fceroed too 
painful and butcherly to come from the Queeti 
of HcaVen, and by cruelly piercing his Feet and 
Hands with a Knife (in order to honour him 
with our Saviour's Wounds upon the Crofs) the 
poor deluded Dotard, after feveral Vifics, much 
Suffering, and long Belief, was at laft undeceived, 
and difcovered the fuppofed Virgin fpeaking ip 
the Voice of the Sub-prior, the Contriver and 
chief Manager of the infernal Cheat, though ;he 
whole Convent was engaged in it. The Con- 
trivers bad all formally renounced God under 
their Hands, in order to learn Sorcery. To pre- 
vent all Inquiry, they feveral tiroes gave their 
poor Viiftim Poifon, without Succcfs. The ho- 
ly Reprobates were ibon after burned at the 
Stake •.

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I T is obfervablc) that this diabolical Plot was 
framed out of pious Zeal to advance the Glorjr 
and Intcreft of the holy Order : And the Ge- 
neral of the Order) who had laboured in vain 
to prevent the Difcovery of the facred Villainy^ 
was fuppofed to have died broken-hearted, or by 
his own Hands, becaufe the Difcovery was made, 
and the atheiftical Zealots executed. 

As to the Aufterities which coft fome of the 
craxy Bonzes^ and their as crazy Followers their 
Lives, for which the Miflionaries charge them 
with promoting Self-Murder; the Charge comes 
with great Impropriety and want of Modefty 
from them. The Romijb Church has produced 
many fuch Self-Murders (I wifh that flie had 
never produced any other :) Many of her Vo- 
taries have emaciated, flarved> and even de- 
ftroyed themfelves with the mad Rigor of Vtm 
nance. 

Her Policy is fuch, that whilft (he indulges 
the mod Voluptuous and Licentious in all their 
Exceffes (for a proper Confideration ! ) flie en- 
courages the moft (hocking Auftericies, even the 
incredible ones of La Trappe^ where the miftr- 
able Devotees daily accelerate their own Death. 
Such Saint-like Men bring her Credit : Debauch- 
ed 
of the Procefs, flill kept at Bem^ and figncd by the 
Notaries of the Delegates appointed by the Pope to 
uy the Friars, 
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'"cd Men bring her Money: And whatever Men 
Tufftr, however they ftn, (ht thrives by the 
great Bleffings of Weahh, and Frauds and Ty- 
^ranny.

CO no Hazard, whatfoever the Iflue happened to 

bCn He leaves others toroufe and elartn, toin- 

, fijtne the Hcirtj to paint the Horrors of Popery 

[ und TyranDy> and co defy all the Patrons and 
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Powers of dtber. He deals chiefly in Cenerilsy 
tbouc the Vices and Apoftafy of the J^vss^ the 
Qdainittes foUowiog the fame, and the Wtni* 
ing we fliould take from thence. 

He likewife enters into our own Hiftory; 
givea usExiiBples of our own hippy £(ctpcs 
by the kind. InterpofitioQS of Providence^ in the 
Midft of furrounding Dangers^ and fays as much 
of our prcienc Danger as became a prudent 
Preacher, unwilling to lofe old Friends, or to 
malce new Enemies. Perhaps his Performance 
might have been ftronger and lefs guarded^ had 
fie poftponed ic till the Rebelh'on had been ex- 
tinguirtied: A Precaution which a renowned 
Doftor took during the former Rebellion Thir- 
ty Years ago. After the Rebellion was over he 
publifhed a good Sermon again ft Rebellion, and 
by it merited his firft Dignity in the Church. 

He calls upon us to bear our Teftimony 
Agaittft prevailing Corruptions >■ But if we 

grow carelefs and inJ^erent-r-^^vA fuffer a Spi- 
rit of Irreligion to prevail over the Nationy rve 
forfeit our Tttle to God*s Prote&ion. He men- 
tions with Deceftation the Biafphemy, 'wbicby 
he fays, has Jwarmed from the Prefs^ and names 
a Burlefque upon the ChriJHan Hymn^ called 
the Te Deum. It was, indeed, a licentious and 
fcurrilous Libel. But as it was a weak and wild 
Produdtion, I think it below the Dignity of the

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Pulpit to mention i^ eTpedallywichfucfapoiDp*' 
ous Abhorrence. Are all Men to ezpe^ Di- 
vine Judgments for what all Men condemn ? Is 
the wife God to afflid a whole People, becaufe. 
a libertine Poet writes a licentious Ode ? 

Whs H he reprefents Bl^Jfhmj as Jw^rm* 
hgfram the ^refs^ and only quotes a rafli Rbap- 
fpdy, univerfally condemned, as much as the 
Writer oi it was pitied j the Terrors which he. 
liad raifed, yanlQi in Cqnfolation fi^om the pro- 
bable tlopes tbax he oan quote no more^ or none. 
to terrible. 

What other Produflions from the Preis he 
n^eans^ I know not. Sure he is too candid to 
ipean all that ofiend the hot Men and Bigots, 
adongfl: the Clergy^ who are apt to blacken the 
Beft, when the ^A thwart ibem, I have feen. 
bitter Inve&ives from many of them, fome of 
them of Name ^nd Diftin<^oa, agiinft the fair- 
eft Reafoning, againft Chrifiian Charity and Mo- 
deration; againft all Men who diSFered from 
them in their moft narrow Conceits, atid moft 
interefted Schemes. I^ocke has been reviled as a 
Socima»f for bis noble Attempts to improve 
human Reafon^ and even for (hewing the Eeafin* 
abUnefs of CbriJUanitj ; Tsllotfon as an Atheifi^ 
for his Rational- Divinity i Uoaily as a Vtetby^ 
terian^ for fupporcing the eftabliihed Epifcopai 
Church upon the Principles of ihf Confci^utipn. 

All 
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AU thcre> find many morej Jiave been tncrcilcOy 
ufcd only for their ^oimcn; Ment^ for ihdr ciltn 
Tcn)pers> thetr cbancaUc PrmcjplcSj Aod thdr 
iomciblc Reafoning. 

The Preacher knew, thit the rooft opprol 
ousNames> even thefe of Atheift and Blafphei 
arc often oo more rhan Names of Abtiie^ fcol 
tng TeriDs, thrown at Random, often falily, 
by angry Btgors, fomccimes by grave ImpofcorSi 
upon Men who love Truth, and therefore feck It 
snd defend it, for its own fake only, wtthoat 
other VieWj ClAim or Reward. By^words and 
Prejudices govern the J^fa^jy of all Conditions. 
Credulity pafles for Conformity, Antipathy for 
ZeaK The Fox- hunter (a High^churchman) in 
one of Mr* AddifonH Freeholders, boafts how 
happy ihey were in that Countyj for that they 
had not a Presbyterian in it, exccpr the Bifliopi 
and how popular^ a keen Spaniel of his was 
amongft the Country Gentlemen, for having oi 
almoft worried a DjITenting Teacher* 

Never was Man more fcurrilouay and nn 
bitterly treated by paffionatc Divines, than 
pfreat Omimcnt to his Profeflion,that Divine 
foner, Mr. ChMing^^^orth. His Arguments 
ftilcd JtthtU Aiheifift i hii Defence of Rcafon de- 
clared ^Qffi than Fopery-^^i leaft as bad ; *< For what 
" Advantage would ic he to the ProteftantCaule^ 
V were the ^^pc depofcd from his infallible 

'^ Chair, 
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** Chair, if 'Reafon be inthroned in ic?" fays 
Dr. Cheyitell: ^ This, faid he, will only ferve to 
" advance Socinianifm." 

<:hiLL ING wo R TH had other Revilers 
without Number : But Chejnell was the moft re- 
markable. He was perfonally kind to him, yet 
refufed to bury him, but eagerly buried his 
Book. 

When the Preacher quotes one blafphemous 
Performance, yet talks of others, he leaves bis 
Hearers and Readers to gueis what they are; 
and they who have heard very good ones, nay 
the beft railed at by Men whom they implicit- 
ly believe, will fix the Imputation there. Books 
that expofe Ecclefiaftical Craft and Encroach- 
ment, which are furely as roifchievous Weeds as 
ever choaked the Field of the Gofpel, are vehe-' 
mently decried by weak or defigning Men, and 
treated as furioufly as ever Chillingv)ortlfs Book^ 
Were treated. And as Men have been often rej 
viled as Atheifts for defending God's Truth againfl 
Impoftors ^ the Nation has been threatened with 
God's Wrath for encouraging fuch Truth: 
■ Liberty will always be abufed moft,* 
where it abounds moft. But no Abufe of it can 
atone for its Lofe. Reafon and true Religioft 
will always gain by Liberty, and be able to de- 
fend themfdves againft all Attacks : Folly, Vi- 
rulence and Scurrility, when difcharged againft

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them, will only ferve to (hew tfadr Soreogch and 
Beauty : Even Bltrpbemy will appear more de- 
tefiable, v^^ben examined by Reafon. They who 
« admired the Te Dtum moft) ikw the Burlelque of 
ic with the moft Indications and any one will 
Tee, by comparing them, the Impotence as well 
as Impiety of the Attempt. 

Are we to bear our Teftimony againft pre- 
vailing Conuptions, and to fee none amongft die 
Clergy? The Preacher is fiknc upon this Head. 
Is it not a great Corruption} this which I have 
mentioned) the virulent Behaviour of ibme of 
them (I fear I tpight fiy many of them) to- 
wards fuch as differ from them, even in Matters 
of Confcience, and fu^h as blame and would 
amend the moft unwarrantable Parts of their 
Condud ? How barbaroufly have they ufed the 
Advocates for Toleration and difflifive Chriftian 
Charity ? Strange Unchriftian Proceedings ! By 
defending the moft iadefenfible Things, Perfe- 
cution, fecular Pride and Power in fpiritual Hands 
(the confbmt Curfe and Bane of Religion in aH 
Ages, the Parent of the Inquifition, and even of 
Popery) they forfeited the Charader of Chriftian 
Teachers ; and by debafing Religion into Party> 
were juftly conlidered, not as Preachers of 
Chrift, but of Fadion. Could there be a 
worfe Spirit, or greater Corruption ? And could 
the Preacher inadvetttntlj omit diem ? Could

• I D w E L L no longer here upon the great 
• Corruption of Non-Refidcnce, fo introdudlivc 
to all other Corruptions, efpecially to all Cor- 
ruptions in Religion and good Morals, and con. 
fjquenrly the greateft that adeA and ruin human 
Society. Let me obferve to the candid Chri- 
flian Reader, that our Preacher, who puts on fuch 
Concern for Religion, and againft Irreligion, 
fays not a Syllable about this prevailing, this ir* 
religious Cuftom, much left againft ir. So far i% 
he from raifing any Alarm, or apprehending Di- 
vine Judgments for fuch unhallowed Negled of 
Divine Duties, Negled fo afFrontfuI to God, 
and pernicious to Man. 

His Cenfure of the Errors and Faults of the 
Clergy would have appeared candid, after he had 
been praifmg them for their Defence of the 
Dodrines of the Reformation in King yames*^ 
Time: And it would have looked equally can- 
did in him, had he owned the Heat and perfe- 
cuting Spirit of the Clergy before and after the 
Revolution, with their mad Partiality to a Popifli 
Succeflbr, and their having helped hi.m to deftroy 
ihc Nation and themfelves. As it did the Clergy 

Ho- 
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Honour at ho lie and abroad, to have behaved 
like EngUJhmen in King yamei*s Time, it would 
have been for the Credit of the Preacher, had 
he owned their great Weaknefi and Iniquity in 
having flattered that King and his Brother, in 
(heir worft and moft unprotefiant Meafures, and 
fandified all their lawlefs, ungodly Doings: 
Threatening and godlels Flattery ! Big with terri- 
ble Con(equences, alcnoft fatal to the Nation, 
furely more interefting to U5, in this Generation> 
than the^ackflidings of ihejenus fome Thou- 
sand Years ago! 

. What he fays about the Jetj^s is as foreign 
■to us as. their Con ftitution and Government 
Iwcre to ours. They worfliipcd Idds, graven 
images, iand ftrangcGodsy and thus provoked 
■the true God. Thefc are not the Sins of Evr- 
Jijbmeny at leaft of thofe who adhere to our prc- 
fent EpgHJb Government; and I hope the Na- 
•tion in general will not be doomed to the hca- 
^y Judgments of a juft God ; for the Idolatry of 
-Papifts, and the Rebellion of apoftate Proteft- 
ants. 

The Preacher therefore in vain roufes Ter- 
ror from falfe Objcfts. An honeft and well-af- 
fefted Citizen of London^ of Edinburgh^ of 
Carlijley or of Sarum^ or any where, I hope, is 
not threatened with Divine Judgment, becaufc 
'the RoflSans in the H^Wj»Ahay^ renounced 
L \ ^^ 
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God and the King, This would bt Ihange Di* 
viniiy : I wifh U were lefs urged. It can fervc 
no tntercft but the Inttrcft of Crafty or of En- 
thuSaim: Aod genoally, from one or other of 
tbcfc Mativcfl> ihi^ awfulj the infCTutable Jiidg< 
menu of God art boldly denounced «nd applici 
This RaOincft, indeed Impiety, has been often 
ticpofed> aiK) always will be, as often a? 'tis ai ~ 
tacked, yet is alleys confidencly refumed by D 
niagogoes^ Fanactcs andCrafr&ncn. 

Tb£ Nonjurors have been threatenii^ 
Nation wich Divine Judgments, ever fince 
Revoludon. Th^ People and Clergy are by them 
declared to be in a State of Schifm and Damna- 
tion y the Kingdom under an Ufurpation^ tod 
both King and Subje^ iotiHed to God^s avenge 
ing Wrath : A Doom particularly denounced 
Dr. Bretr^ whofe Popilh Oodrtne of ^uthorit, 
fivf Akfiht/iOTty was moved to be approved by 
the Convocation in a tare Reign, and no Cen- 
fure palled upon the Motion. I know not that 
our Preacher was then a Member of it : He was 
certainly one loon afcerv/ards, one of the zealoiB 
Committee for cenfuring and mirreprefeming that 
truly Protcftant and Cbrifrian Sermon of BiOiop 
Hoadly^ defending Chrift's own Dodrinc> that 
*' His Kingdom is not of this World,'* Noti_ 
Word from that ptou5 Synod againfc the Noi 
jurora Clergy, not againft the ether Incendtar 
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Preachers, who raifed the forcoer Rebellion ; (b 
fiur from threatening theoi wkh Judgniencs! 

On £ Comfort, however, the Preacher fiaii 
in the general Averfion of the Nation to Popery, 
but a Comfort that hath an Abatenoenc in ity 
namely, ^ That a Fear of Popery is not always 
^* a Concern for die Purity of the GoTpel, biic 
*« a Fear merely of the T^vars $f a Tofijb 
'^ Church^ Strange Reafiming in an Ejsr^/i^^ifxr^ 
and a Proteftant- Preacher ! Whatever fincere 
Proceftant Imows Popery, mnft fear it; who^ 
ever f^rs ir> will oppofe it.

How would he like to be charged 
with a bad Defign, or with an hypocritical Mean* 
ing, in this or any other of his pious Labours? 
Does not he himfelf fear Popery ? So much the 
greater Caufe have his Readers to fear it: As 
Cato pertinently faid to Cafar^ in relation to Ca* 
filine^B Confpfracy, which C^/ar fecretly encou« 
ragc^i yet publickly railed at the Confpirators, 
whilft he was ftriving to fave them from capital 
Punifliment, by artfully transferring the prefenc 
Dread of the Senators upon other Ob^cd^*

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I F Popery be the Bane of the Gofpel* as I 
think it is; he who adaults Popery is an Inftru- 
ment to reftore the Purity of the Gofpel. Popery 
is worfe than no Religipn, as our beft Divines al* 
low and aflert ; and iis bitter, unfbciahle burn- 
ing, damning Spirit, is pernicious, to all Reli- 
gion, to Reafon, Peace and Mercy. Ought not 
Religion, ought not Reafon and Hnmanity all 
juflly to fear, what they all have Caufe to abhor, 
and what deftroys them all, the Povjer of a Topijb 
Church ? And can there be higher Merit than ex- 
poiing and cruihing the mod dreadful Devices 
and Engines of human Mifery ? 

The Preacher feems fond of this unfair^ in- 
condufive Reafoning, and adds, -that " thofe 
" v/bo have the leaft Religion, have reafon to be 
" apprchcnfive of Ecclefaftical Courts and Injui- 

^^ ftiofiSi UNDER. THE DIRECTION OF 

"Popery." I hope he will not deny, that 
all who have any Religion, or the mofi Religion, 
have ample and equal Caufe for fuch Apprehen- 
fions. Does he know any thing more terrible, 
more diabolical, than the Inqu'tfitiony to any rea- 
fonable Man, who would not fhipwreck his 
Confcience, his Liberty, his Life and Fortune ? 
It is fo far from being chiefly terrible to Men of 
little or no Religion, that fuch only are the fafeft 
from it. Men of no Confcience will fubmit to . 
any Syftem> take any Oaths, and die for no 
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Creed. The greateft Atheifts are known to be 
the moft cruel Inquifitors: The greateft Hypo-, 
crkes are generally the loudeft Profeffors every- 
where^ and he who has the Icaft Religion or 
Honefty, is generally the readiefc to charge others 
with the Want of tbcnj; 

BUT in this (that is, in the Apprehenfion of 
the Inquifition^ under the Direflion of Popery) 
fays the Preacher, fcill more ftrangely, there ii 
no Virtue or Merit. Surely there is little Candor^ 
and great want of Charity in this Affertion. Is 
there no Virtue in Anxiety fbi^public and pri- 
vate Liberty j in a Paffionto fave our Country, 
in an Abhorrence of Slavery, Impofture, Ido- 
latry, Perfecution ? No Merit in- the Love ot 
Truth and Freedom, in refcuing and defending 
all that is dear to Men and Society ? If the 
Preacher thinks all this not to be Religion, 
namely, to love, to ferve, and to endeavour to fave 
the Public, by oppofing and pulling down what 
deftroys the Public, and extirpates Religion itfelf, 
be had better have kept his Opinion to himfclf. 

.The famous Doftor Gainham^ many Years 
Refident in the 'Bleet^ hearing the Reverend Dr- 
X. . commended for his great Humanity, 
and great Piety i cried out, with his ufual Mo- 
dcfty, *' Who the D— — 1 thanks him for that ? 
*' His Wife beats him. It is (he that keeps him 
2 humblcj and he appears pious by being fad." 
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What higher Virtue can be required lo Sd- 
tStiy ? What bctrcf Religion \t\ any Member of 
it| than a warm Zea! for his Country^ irs Reli-* 
gton aod Ltbcrtie«> And ft fuitable Deccfhtjon of 
Slavery, Jmpofture and Idobtry? Will he op- 
pofc to (b much ufeful Merits dry Speculations^^ 
Monkifh Diftin^ton^, and the Rc^^cacion 
Cfecds ? Will he fee up any narrow Bigot againj 
&> noble a Chara^er ^ a Chara<Scr juftly eftccc 
ed beyond all others in all frccj pclite and ra- 
tional Nations ? The anticnt Grteks and Jt^ws^m 
ntvcr inqmred, tonccming a Friend to theStaii^ 
a Hero in rbe Fietd, a Patttot tn the Senate, what 
Form of Prayer he ufedj or what Mode of Wor- 
ftip he praflifed, or what Articles of Belief he 
profiled? His public Services^ bi3 virtuous 
Dealing;?, were all that ibe Public wanted from 
him> and whoever had Virtue was reckoned to 
have Religion, H 

Virtue is Rcligwjn, at leaft the fureil^ 
Proof and Indication of k: Whoever has Vir^ 
lue is a good Citizen and a good Man: Nor 
ticcd Society or his Neighbors inquire funber 
about htm. The contrary Reafoning Urikes at 
th« very Root of Religion itfclf, and of eJl prnfl 
vatc and fecial Virtue : Thus the be ft Man may 
be fiid lo be juft only from Dread of the Laws; 
the beft Women to be cballe from Fear of Ob- 
toqtiy ; the Di^ft pious Preachers to be difguifed 
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Hypocrites, only courting Preferment, or popu- 
lar Appjauft ; tte braveft Soldiers animated hf 
nothing but the Love of Glory or of Pay ; and 
the moft devout Chriftian by the Terrors ot 
Damnation. 

ARISTIDES^ EfsmhtOfh/aSy Scifhy 'Pawiwt 
^tnilius^ CatOy Cicero^ all Friends to Mankind, all 
virtuous Bentfiidors to their Country, naturally 
loved Liberty, naturally abhorred Tyranny ; ani* 
mated to both by a Principle of Virtue. Was 
not this 'Reliffm ? Will it be Taid, that they a A- 
ed againfl Tyrant^^ only from their Fear oif Ty« 
ranny, and from no Regard for Liberty ? And 
was it a lucky Qrcumftance to 12mm and Athens^ 
that Tyranny had JametUng in it to be feared bf 
Men, who bad no Imputfe but what led them 
to Virtue and the jpublic Good ? 

The Wife, the Juft, and the Brave, have at 
all times been the AverHon of Bigots and Crafts- 
men, two Chara&ers ever famous for litde Ser- 
▼ice to Mankind) yet always loudeft to profels it. 
What Exploits did the common Tribe of enthu- 
fiaftic Saints and deiigning Faith-Makers, ever 
perform for the Age they lived in, but to darken^ 
divide and enthral it ?

ing with bimfelf in all fundamental -Principles, 
and equal to himfelf in all Points of Morality. 
He is therefore a Champion for some Ecclef^ 
mfiical Courts and In^uipthns ; and whoever is 
for any J where Confcience is concerned, is for 
the ijjorfi and the higbeft^ fince where fmall Pe- 
nalties do not avail> the greateft muft be appli- 
ed. Nor doth it import the poor Sufferer, by 
what Name his Suffering^ are called, or under 
nx:bofe Dire Won he fiiffers. 

All Verfecution is a Departure from Chri- 
ftianity, and the Bane of it. All Perfecutors are 
alike ; and where they are equally Mafters, would 
go equal Lengths. They would be ail Inquifi- 
tors. In this Proteftant Country they have for- 
merly rioted in Fury and Oppreffion, in Fines 
and Dungeons, by the mad Affiftance of the 
then Civil Magiftrate, who favoured Popery, be- 
caufe Popery was the Support of Tyranny. .That 
they failed in this their natural Progrefs to credt an

I hope and believe, that no National 
Calamity can be called a Judpnmt from God j 
fince, during fuch, the moft Innocent are feen to 
fuSer equally with the moft Guilty, often more; 
{bmecimes the Guilty efcape, and the Innocent 
p)erifli. Can we fuppofe, dare we prefuroe, tlMH 
bn unerring Juftice makes no Diftinaion be- 
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nvecn Guilr Mid Innocence^ and weighs not ex- 
aflly the D^rees of both ? It feems to be in 
AffiroDt to the Almighty, and a Denial of hi» Pro- 
vidence, K> maintain the contrary : It reprefents 
Rdigion to be without J*ff/?j and ihcgreatjudgc 
of bJ) the Earth to be void of Ei^uity, 

Enthusiasts^ who fee the AJm^ry 
plcftfcd or tngTy> ju^ ^^ they chcmfelvea are^ 
xoMf irm him with Vengeance againft Times 
wfatch they di{likc> and agamft Pcrfons whom 
they hate : They may even behold him (laying

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The r b camiot be a more-hiGrativft BnmA 
of Prteftcrafc than a Monopoly of DivtDe JiK%e« 
medts. Ic infers the fover^n DireAioa of Su- 
- perftit]oo> of vain Credulity> of panaic Feansi 
and of ^ the unaccountable WhifM and Weak^ 
nefles of die pipr human SouI> the conftant and 
liberal Bubble of £ich piout Traders. 

As the Jefims were bufy in adrittidng this 
deir Staple fpiritiial Traffic aknongfr die poot 
J*Amr, die D&nif^ yA» are dieitofclfiss kdck 
Traders^ butTnkltfs of anodier Sdrti were too 
hard even fbr tbelc vigHatit Adiers.

Our Preacher plainly infinuates, that Judge- 
ments threatened us> and approached us, for 
the Depravity of certain Opinions and Writings ; 
a Sort of Sins which infer but|^w Sinners, at 
leaft in Comparifon of the Nation. 

The Number of Authors, good, and bad^ is 
but a Handful when compared with the People. 
I have heard that a few righteous Men may ftve 
a Nation ; but never, that a few Sinners will 
damn a Nation. All Nations are Sinners at all 
Times; and ours parridularly ; elfe our Com- 
imon Prayer is very rafhly framed. But ftill we 
are not greater. Sinners than any .of- our Neigh- 
bouring Nations: Yet thcfe Nations are not all 
vifited with Highlanders ; though fbme of thefc 
Nations entertam very great Sinners, eyen ferib- 
iling Sinners, as fcurrilous and licentious as ours! 
France abounds with more Deiftsy or (which 
is the fame Thing in the Eyes of Kgois) Atheifisy 
than any Country in -Europe-^ yet Trance is too 
hard for its Neighbours, and even aOifts the 
Highlanders : There are more blafphemous Songs 
made in a Year, and fung every Day in Parisj 
than were ever made in England CmcQ the Begin- 
ing of Time. This cannot be owing to want 
of Power inFrancey either Civil or Religious. 

No 
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No Ecclefiaftical Courts are wanting there, no 
Power in King or Clergy ! 

W £ are certainly lefs corrupt^ lefs debauched, 
than we were immediately after the Reftoratioo. 
Was the Reftoration a Judgment? Was" not 
Charles II. our fnoft Relipousx as well as mod 
Gracious King ; and had he not that Charader 
given him by the Clergy ? Or was his Reftora- 
tion, at firft at leaft, reckoned a Curfe by any 
but a few Enthufiafts, chiefly Fifths Monarcbp 
Men ? But Enthufiafts are not confined to any 
Party^ they are found in all Seds, amongft 
Churchmen, as well as amongft Di0enters; and 
Enthu&afts will be always fpying Judgments fall- 
ing, or ready to fall, upon fuch who thwart their 
Favourite Notions and Purfuits. 

As pious Enthufiafts ad, fo do pious Impo^ 
ftors, wich Zeal equally ftrong, though not equal- 
ly fincere, generally with more Art. We can 
tixerefore never fee, never exped a Time, when 
fuch Men will not be boldly denouncing God's 
Judgments. Mankind will never be without 
Sin : The Craxy and Artful will always make 
Mankind worfe than they are, and will be always 
threatening them with Judgments. Uerejy is the 
great Cry of the Romijb Craftfmen ^ who con- 
fidently denounce God's Judgments againft all 
that entertain it. Moft of thofe who are Here- 
tics to Rome^ ^xcHeretics ox Schi[ma$ics to one 

another^ 
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tnotKe^ ^ thicateoiog one another with the b 
twful Vengeance ThUCoDfideratiao alone is fuiS^ 
cicnt to Oicw the extreme RaOine& or Knavery 
ihofe who fcattcr and ftp[>ly fuch NimeS) aod 
citrcmcFoUy of ihofe who areiiFcdcd by thetn. 

The Arians were charged by the Orthodox 
with denying our blc0ed Saviour, God the Son- 
his due Si*re of the Godhead: They were 
thteatcned with Divine Vengeance for fuch daoi 
iDg HeTcfy> and found their Accufcrs the k^ 
Executors of that Vengeance. The Orthodi 
had Divine Vengeance equally denounced agaji 
them by the Ariaps, for denying due Honour ca 
God the Father^ and felt in their Turn that 
Vengeance infiidled on them without Mercy or 
Meafure, by the Denouncers* Both Side^ thought 
thetnfeWcs bound to punifli as well as to accufe. 
Here was a Source of Rancour witbout End ; of 
Bloodi which has fcarceevcr ceaTed to run: All 
the narural Gonfequcnce of Zeabts interpreting 
Judgments! For Ihey who prefume to foret 
thetni do often call for them, generally inBi 
tbem^ or fuborn others to do fo*

Guilt may be 
fo diiguifed, fo befriended and defended, as to 
appear innocent, fomecimes meritorious, in the 
Eyes of Men : Such were human Sacrifices of 
old y fuch the lafting .Tyranny and Cheats of 
'Rome^ with all other pious Fury and Fraud every- 
where : Rebellion againft the beft Government, 
and Paffive Obedience to the moft lawlefi Ty- 
ranny. Innocence and Virtue may be fo mif- 
reprefented, fo traduced, and fo painted by Art 
and Malice, as to be odious, perfecuted and 
murdered, often with popular Applaufe j witnefs 
our bleffed Saviour, and the firft Martyrs, with 
all the fucceeding Vidkims to Priefts and Tyrants j 
Sir John Oldcafile and Admiral Coligni. I have 
heard Dr. Jillotfon reviled. Dr. Sacheverel 
adored i King James extolled, King WiUiam 
curfed. 

We can never know that God fends his 
Judgments , when he does not tell us : It is great 
Prefuroption in us to pretend to tell, when He 
does not tell. If we might with Modefty make 
any Conjedlure, it feems probable, that his ex- 
traordinary temporal Interpofition with Divine 

tem- 
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temporal PunUhment, is in Cafes where human 
Laws are not, or cannoc be exerted. This is, 
Deo Jignus v'tnSa nodus. 

Amongst feveral popular Topics for invoking 
Divine Vengeance, and ^ying ic to Things 
below, I have often diought that the black Be- 
haviour of the high Clei^gy for near a hundred 
Years before the Revolution, and long after, was 
an obvious and tempting one; I mean their un* 
chriftian Enmity to Confcience and Diflcntcrs, 
and their infamous Doftrines of Slavery. They 
fet our Princes (the wcakeft and the worft) above 
Law ; made thenv the only Authors and abfolMte 
Matters of Law, confequcndy of the Lives and 
Properties of Men, and prompted them to Per- 
jury in order to exert Tyranny. 

They were not afliamed to extol yamisl. 
(the weakeft, the falfeft, and the mod heartleis 
Prince that ever misbecame a Crown) as the So^ 
bmon of the Age, the Pattern of Learning and 
of Religion, a£ting by the Wifdom, and fp^ikhig 
by the Spirit of Godi Wicked and pernicious 
Flattery, and the Confequenccs terrible! Tht 
vain Monarch, a conftant Bubble, and the fure 
Property of Flatterers and Favourites, claimed 
defpoticSway^ claimed to fet afide Parliaments, 
or to over-rule their Counfels, to levy Money 
without them, and to govern by Troclamations.

AStheGodbeadj theLawsasSedltionj his People 
as Slaves* Such of the Clergy as adhered to Li- 
bfrrty aad the Laws} and ventured to ma in tain 
themj were the conftant ObjeSs of his Frowai 
and Indignation> and perfecutcd wiibout Men 
by Ehctr more fiftiiooable Brethren. 

I ENTER not into the Particulars of his 
Reign, no Part of it wife, the gr^accft Part of ir 
arbitrary and wicked, the laft Part of it mirerablc;. 
For a great Share of the Mifchiefj of the Vii 
lence and the Mifery of itj theOergy were to- 
rwerablcj a5 tliey animated and juilificd him is 
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III his lawlefi Pretehfions, and ail his violent Dcn 
iog$. His cruel Death, though immediately 
chargeable upon a ufurping Army, the only An* 
thors of it, was for almoft a Century charged lAs 
ft Crime upon the Nation, and the Nation cod* 
ftantly threatened with Judgments for it, even 
after all were deafd, who either faw ft, or con* 
ftnted ta it. This was the Language of the di^ 
affe<9:ed Clergy (I mean diaflFefted to the Con- 
ftirution) till the Revolution, and by aU the DW- 
^SkSted to the Revolution ever fince; Not a 
Word of any Judgment upon themfclves, who 
had all along led thefe weak, depraved Princes 
to their Deftrudion, with pious fa]ie Strains o^ 
Loyalty ih their Mouths, the Word of God pep- 
vCrced, Liberty fpurned under Foot, the Lawi 
fifccriSced to Will and Luft, the Crown mifled, 
add its woril Enemies, the Preachers, carefled. 

How frequent and falhionable Eccledaftical 
Perjury became after the Revolution^ how much 
it was foftered and propagated in Places of Learn- 
ingj by learned and holy Men ; how ^z^aloufly, 
how fiercely and induftrioufly King William 
and the late King George were oppofed,. black- 
cried and even marked for Deftrudion, for the 
glorious Offtnce of faving and fecuring our Re- 
ligion, our Liberty , and our All^ all this chiefly 
by Reverend Men, who had taken the moft (o-' 
lemh Oaths to be true and faithful to tWe Pr&ices, 
:M 2 c^^ 
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our temporal Redeemers; and bow highly dicy 
cheriOied and praftifcd all DiQoyaky, Perjury 
tnd Rebellion; ail Men remember^ 2nd it is 
Clocking to Memory: Surely it could never 
cfcape that of our Preacher. Nor couU the 
yev^jfi Szory furniOi him wich a more Shocking 
Inftance of National Ingratitude and Revolc 
■gain ft God J or of n:io:e im pious Dcfiioce of 
the Almig>ity and hb Judgmencs. Yet here oor 
prudent Preacher Dctther roufcs popular Indig- 
TTiHon, nor perceives any Divine Vengeaace 
threatened. 

With what Face could fuch Men appear 
in aPuIpit, asTeachcrs of Religion, they whom 
the mod cidphatic Ties of Religion could doC 
bind; they who diftinguifticd ihennfelves by the 
blackefl Perjury ; they who promoted Perjury 
by Doflrine, as well z$ by Example; they to 
whom Perjury was Merit and a Recommenda- 
tion, and who railed at all fuch as refused to be 
perjured ? What bold Mockery in fuch profane 
Reprobates, to pretend to Divine Right, or to any 
Refpcd amongft Men^ or to any Reputaiioo 
fromaPhantomofOrthodoxy? Could they who 
viobtcd the moft facred Oa[hs, be inEuenced by 
any Principles^ Orthodox or Moral ? Yec who 
fo craving after high Rcfped, fo loud for Ortho- 
doxy, fo void of Charity, fo prone to damn 
Men, or fo unfit to favc Men ? They were even 

wicked 
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wicked ifT afTuming any favourable Cbarader; 
as they did it to deceive others^ by difguifii^ their 
own Iniquity. Could fuch Men recommend ar 
good lAfCy when they were, daily renouncing the 
Precepts of the GofpeU and propagating the moft 
hideous Morak, Perjury, Rebellion, Trealbn ? . 
What availed their Orthodoxy if they really had 
ir, (ince it retrained them not from defying all 
the Laws of God and Man ? They were impla- 
cable to pious Diflenters, and to all moderate 
and charitable Churchmen : And Orthodoxy 
without Charity is a Contradidion, and diigraces 
itfelf. 

What faved Religion, thus abandoned and 
perverted by its pretended Guides, but the mighty 
BleflBng of Liberty, which left us the fall Ufe of. 
our Reafon, our Bibles, and our Confciences ; the 
natural Bleffings of the Revolution ? No wonder 
they hatpd it, devoutly damned it, fwore to it, 
and laboured to overturn it, with ail the heaven* 
ly Bleffings derived from it, particularly, the 
' higheft and beft, Libeny of Conftience and Civil 
Liberty. What faved the Credit and Charafter 
of the Church, but the found Principles, virtu-- 
ous Lives and Chriftian Charity of Tillotfiny 
Tennifin^ Burnet, Uoyd, and Wake, and other 
Low-Churchmen, all hated and libelled by fuch 
as called themfelves the only true Churchmen, 
chiefly di(lingui(hed by the great Charafterifticks 
M % ^ 
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of Perjury and Pcrfecuyon ? Even the Diflenten 
contributed by their Religious Loyalty and fober 
LiveS} to preferve the National Religion> and 
confcquencly the Cburch> from jpcrifliing by the 
defperare Impiety ^d Immoralities ot her OWQ 
ap oftate Sons. 

Dr. KICKED, who knew them well) %J^ 
*« That thofe Clergy have fet open the Flood- 
^' gates to a Deluge of Atheifm and Impiety 3'* 
and he owns (he Charge brought againft tbemi 
that <^ their Behaviour bad made Men fcepticali 
^ and gone further towards eradicating all the 
<^ Notions of a Deity, than all the Labours of 
<* Mr. HaWw— -Made fome Men fufpeft Re- 
^' ligion as a Cheat, and laid them under a 
^ Temptation to call the Whole of Religion in 
*< Qucftion.'* Yet the fame learned Man, who 
was a flaming Enihufiaft for Party, turns this 
Reproach into a Compliment, and shanis God^ 
(kat the maim Body of the Clergy 'were Jacobites 
in their Hearts. Nor vyas it at all ftrange, to hear 
fuch an impious Strain from this Reverend Di- 
vine, thus to thank God for the Terjury of the 
Clergy. Mr. Lefly defied the Parliament to make 
49 Oath 'which the Clergy 'would not take* y He 
makes them worfe than Atheifts, as ^« they rnock- 
*' cd God to his Face, fince ic was better, fays 
«^ he, to h%ve no God at allj than fee vp one to 
*« laugh at him." 

I COULD 
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I couLp bring many other Teftimonies 
agaiaft them from the beft Mea amoogft themy 
eren frcnn their moft fk?ourite Authors, parti- 
cularly from Biihop Kemh a Non-fwearing Jt* 
cobice, and a fad S^Oator of their Apoftofy 
from Confcience and Oaths, the ftcred asd tro- 
mendous Pledges of Confcience; Kem$y their 
avowed Monitor, full of paternal Invcftives 
againft their ungodly Condud, and of warm 
Sighs for it. But their atheiftical Carrk^ wai 
too notorious to want Proof. 

Where they prefidcd in the celebrated 
Nurferies of Education, their firft Care was to 
corrupt and poifon the Minds of. Youth (often 
of the firft QuaKty in the Nation, a dreadful 
Prefage to their Country !) andto teach them for 
their firft LefTons, nay as a firft Principle, to 
baniih Confcience, to bate the Government, and 
to defy the Living God> by fwearing falfly by 
his Name. We may guefs the lamentaUe EfieS? 
of this upon the Minds of Youth. 

T »i s was the forlorn, this the impious State 
of many of the difa£fe<9:ed Clergy, within the 
Memory of Man. Could they be more ripe for 
Divine Judgments, or could there be a more co* 
gent Call to threaten them with (iich? Could any 
public Difaftcr befalling the Jews fome Thou- 
£ind Years ago, be of fuch an alarming Exatnpte 
tO' Engli/bmep ?

^lienc and ungrateful as they were^ incurred not 
more aggravated Guilt* Idolatry^ their moft 
cDOrnsous Crime, inferred wrong Concepcionj 
of cbe Deity; and the ir Ignorance (though their 
own Fault) vtras (omt £:ftenuatioQ. Under 
right Notions of the true God, they cou]d 
vcr have worfhiped falTe Gods. 

Our Cafe wi£» perhaps^ more crying : 
the midft of the Sun-fhme of the Gofpd, in thii 
Chriilian Countryj many who preached it re- 
nounce J in Pradicc ([hemoft effcfiual Way of 
renouncing) all the moft effentiai Precept* of 
the Gofpel, a« they did tbofe of the Conftiru* 
tioo) and were at once Traitors to ReligiODaiid 
the State. Neither was iheir Apoftafy more no- 
torious than their Hypocrify : WhiJft thu5 they 
lived in open praflical Atheifm, they loudly com- 
plained of tbe'natural Effcfls of their own atheifti- 
ca! DoingSj the Growth of Irrehgion^ ^nd ihf 
l>an$er of the Church. Who wercj who could 
bc> fuch fuccefsfui Promoters of all Impiety as 
thcmfclvcs ? Who, who but they could fo cfle- 
^ualJy endanger any Chriflian Church } Without 
Cbnfcience, which is the Sear and Centre of Re- 
ligioOj there can be no Religion- Befidcs their 
own wanr of Confcience? they would allow none 
to other Men, and were implacable, indeed pro- 
fcCfed Enemies to tender Confciences: A fad 

Proof, 
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Proofs that they were EbemfeWcs uaacqutiaiecl 
wicb any fuch Teodcmefs ! 

The Cry of Athetfm, a Cry couch id their- 
Mouths, as ill became them. Men who live &» 
if there were no God^ are the moft likely to dift * 
believe the Being of a God, And by this Rule» 
they themfelves bad the bcA Chim to that Cha- 
racter, which they fo freeJy beftowed upon Nfca 
unrefeinbling themfelves. U was therefore no 
wonder to hear Dr. Hickes call Dr. Tithtjin an 
Atbeif^> and publiOi him in Print as ti>e gravffi 
Athtifl that ever lived* For Hkkes^ thbugh bo 
had not taken the OachS) was as furiou^a Jacobite 
as chofc that had. He entertained all their un-

All this flicw5, that our Preacher m^hc

Who were the greatcft Sinners then in the^

foore Crying Sio> than fucb an open, fuch a 
pernicious Attack upon the Happincfs of all 
Men, upon their L3Wi> Libeny and Confcicoce? 
Could [here be higher Mockery of God, than 
to preach up Tyranny (the Root and Engine of 
ftU Evil under the Sunj as the Ordinance of God ? 
To leave it impHcitly to the Will of m wcaJt> 
pilfionarej or debauched Man, to make and un* 
make Laws, ro exalt the worft Men, and to re- 
ward the beft with Gaob and Gibbets ? To damn 
ibc beft and only Remedy agalnfl the naoft dir^ 
ful Curfe that can befal Society? To compli- 
ment a Prince void of Probity and Morals, s 
charter 11. with the Modelling or Mangling of 
the CoflftitutioD, and with the Rte and Fortune

When fuch Para&res (the more maligoart^ 
as well as more ine^cufable for their holy Cha- 
rader) bad icmpied their Sovereign to provoke 
bis Subje^s to rebel, it was high A^furance in

Incendtanes, and laid the Train. RebetlioD wat 

but the £splofion> and naturally Followed. 

The f^me Incendiarie^j who led^or rather 
droves our Princes into violent and despotic i 
Cbunfelsj before the Revolution^ incenred the 
People into unprovoked DifaScdtion, after it. 
They tnifreprefented the Public Saviour as a Pub- 
lic Ufurper. They took all Oaths: They taught 
their Hearers to bre^^k all, and ihewed them the 
Way. 

What could be a more hideous Iniquicyj z 
more threatening Curfe> a bolder Difownmg of 
the Living God ^ a more icnpiou^ Infult upon the 
ReafoQofMan^ a more dangerous Afl&ult upon 
Civil Society, or a more defpcrate Renouncing of 
all Morab, and DeSance of all Shame ? 

Was not National Perjury a Crime terribly 
eompleic^ pregtiant with Guilt and Woe, a Na* 
tiooal Provocation of Divine Juftice? Yet upon 
this alarming Subjed Auditories were rarely 
rouTed* What is ftill more monftrou5, Perjury 
was accounted Merit : And whilfl the moft con* 
fcientioui Diffenter, religioufly true to the Govern- 
ment and his Oath, was traduced and damned; 
ft perjured High -Churchman^ brutal and debaucb- 
cd, was a Rtvourite Cbarader.

^OULD there be a broader Way to Na- 
tional Pcrdicion, than what I have above 
fpecifled ?

Yet this was 
a Topic not in fafliion, and whoever would have 
prefumed to have urged it, would have not only 
pafled, but been damned, for a Falfe Brother. 

Very diflferent Offences, none againft Godi 
but high ones againft thcmfelves, were the Bur- 
din of their Outcries for Divine Wrath ,• airy 
Notions, crabbed, unmeaning Diftinftions; 
Tirbcs given bj Men, not allowed to be of 'Right 
Divine ^ Rituals, Poftures, Qoth and Colours ; 
Blood flied an hundred Years ago ; a vitious Ja- 
cobite Priefthood, not refpedted as the Vice- 
gerents of God, though daily forfwearing by his 
holy Name, and propagating Perjury and Trea- 
Ibn : For fuch impious Crimes as thefe, public 
Woes and Wrath Divine were ufually denounced^ 
and feen juft approaching.

This g^xxny B^ and Partf-fsan {for he 
had beenonlxxhSidef, tboagbftroagljrfarpeft- 
cd to be ftill of that which he had opoo Qadi 
renounced) treated the great Sorereigo of tni- 
verfal Nature, like a Party-man, narrow and 
prejudiced as bimfidf ! He prefiuned to apply 
everlafting Mercy and everlaftiog Wrath, juft 
according to the Meafiire of his own Peeviihndf 
and Partiality. 

These Dealers in Judgnients never fe^ nor 
apprehend any, forthdrownEnonnitiefaodE»> 
cedes, however fcandalous, however aflSs&iog 
the Public Weal. They generally apfdy them to 
Perfons and Opinkxis, which tbey tbcmitlves 
diflike^ to Opimons which difcredit and cro6 
tbenr interefted Maxims ; to Perfons who ezpoic 
clerical Faults, and call for clerical Amendmestf 
and therefore are proper Obje£ts of clerical Veo* 
geance, confequendy of Divine Judgment All 
fuch Reformers are terrible Atbeifts and unpar- 
donable Sinners, and with Jolm Huffy our Cra»^ 
mer and Kii&jr, configped to temporal and 
eternal Flames ^ the beft Men curfed and martyr 
ed by the worft. 

Thi^ Wantonnefi in applying at random 
the awful Judgments of God,, wfaae he himfelf 
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doef not dcclirc ihcm fuch> would appear as rt 
dkulous ai it ii bold (generally blafphemous ] 
were it not f3r the dangerous and cruel Uj 
Wfcich the pwtencied and defigning Explam^ 
make of it^ For^ ic is a fpeciftl Market for 
Craftftneii, 

A N idle^ rotDpitig School-boy trod upon hii 
Gfindmotber's Tocj and put a capital Corn into 
a raging Fit* The old Woman loft all Temper, 
and in a Fury a^ bitter as her Pain, told him^ 
*' That rhe Lord would requite htm*" The Lidj 
in infinite Conftifion and ASVighfj had Recourfc 
to his Hee)5> and fprang down S:air3 in fudi a

EvH Doings, both in a Nation and in the Indi- 
viduals of a Nacionj produce evil Confeijuences 
and punifh themfelvcs. Debauchery brings Dif- 
cafes, as Idknefs and Profufioti do Penury* That 
all Evil is diipleafing to God, we all know, and 
he is no Relpedcr of Perfons- Doubtlefs he €00*- 
(iders and hacca Crimes according to their Malig- 
uityaad Degrees. As nothing can hurtHim^ it 
is probablej that the Men who offend him moft,

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ever Emf^tgnd bad ften) and threaMl^ the moA 
deftraOive Chtdge tbftt evtir England could ftie. 
The Convocition were loudeft in the Cry, and 
drew up an Inveftive s^gaiiift dl the fobtf Part'df 
die Nation^ indeed t Libel againft die NadoA 
idcl^ under die Cbaiige of growing Irrdigiob and 
Infiddiicy \ a Charge fuH of FaHKood, Bittemeft 
and Gakicnnjr ; chiefly cotnpoTed t^ a lively, 
learned and reftlefe Incendiary, nurtured in F«- 
QaoOj and hardened in Perjury, afterwards co&- 
vidod of Tieafon and banned for ic, yet redp- 
cned a Champion for the Chufdi againft Reli^ 
gton and Morals ; fupported and lamented as a 
Confcffor, after he was condemned aa a Parri- 
cide ; and idored as a Martyr, though he died 
in the Service of Rebellion. 

Y B T it has been common to heir this Incen* 
diary, with all this complex Guilt, applauded as 
a Paftoral Pattern, by Men of the fame Spn-it; 
and I have lately feen a Panegyric in the public 
Papers, upon a dead Vicar in Kent^ for having 
ftridly adhered to the Difcipline of that Incen- 
diary, and thence fliewn hirofclf worthy of fuch 
a Patron: As if Treafon and Perjury were.no 
Stain upon a Bifliop, much lefs a Difqualificatfon 
for a Biihoprick. Hath there been more abandon- 
ed Cafuiftry found amongft the Jefuits ? 

N o Wonder that in a Libel from him there 
were palpilb^ Cil&fictiiotA 4ik ^\(k^ and not a 
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Sentence of fair Truth ; yec his Brethren con* 
curred irrcligtottfly wtti kBSodiy with the Li- 
beller. They were moft incenfed againft what 
had gained Glory to tke Nation and apparemty 
made it proTper, namely a Toleration to Tendo: 
Conlciences. They therefore teviied the Mini*- 
ftry, who fupported it, and mifteprefented them 
as little better than Atheifb. 

I WILL not chaiige our Preacher wkh atty 
fiicb Intention) when, complaining of the, pre* 
Tailing Intfietjy Blaffhemj ; and undkfgmfid Ftih 
pmenefiy appearing, as he (ays, mmanj Infiancts'y 
lie adds, ^ how deplorable muft the State of a 
^ Nation be, when Men find Encouragement 
^ to provide fuch Entertainment for the Na- 
^ tion!** 

He had juft mentioned the Burlefque upon 
the Te Deumy which was not encouraged by the 
Nation, but univerfally decried, as I have be. 
foreobferved. He had therefore no CauTe to 
deplore the State or Tafte of the Nation upon 
that Score. It is ftrange that be gives no more 
Infcances of the Prevalence of Blaffhemj^ when 
be fays, Blajfhemj sw ARMS/ The mad Books 
about the Trinity are not blafpbemous, but only 
the different Guefles of Men about a Myfterf, 
which no Man can explain. No wonder they 
eternally vary in their eternal Explanations.

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He docs not, he fays, condemn a fiber In-^ 
jtgirj into the Truth cf Eeligien; but I prefume 
be will take upon him to judge whether it he fi- 
her or noy and readily condemn it, if it appear 
to him not to be fiber. It will be ea(y, per? 
haps good Policy, to call it ludicrous and pro- 
Sane, though ^e Author meant fincerely, and 
ftudied Decency. Suppofe the Objedions be 
ever fo candid and ftrong^ will a Zealot like 
them the better for that Chara&er? Perhaps 
their very Strength may be the greatefc Crime : 
They may be therefore faulty, becaufe there is 
no Fault to be defcried in themi and they may 
be puniihable for being unanfwerable. Calvin 
needed not have burned Servetus (and probably) 
for his own Reputation, would not) could he 
have anfwered him. 

Whatever there is in Religion agreeable 
to eternal Reafon, every reafonable Man will 
embrace and defend. Whatever is againft Rea- 
fon it is pardonable to doubt; ir is reafonable 
to examine. Every Man will readily confent to 
what is obvioufly his Interefc There is no 
Merit> blit rather Blindnefs and Folly and infi- 
nite Danger, in refring our Faith upon Names 
and Authority. Implicit Belief is Credulity, 
which fubverts Religion, and eftabli(hes Prieftiy 
Tyranny. 
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SECT. V. 

TJbe Religion of the Multitude rarely the "^ 
Effe£i of Examination and Inquiry ^ hut 
of Accident and Habit. Tbe mifcbievous 
tendency of blind Belief 

"C ALS E, fcurrilous and foolifli Attacks upon 
-*• Religion, will be ineflFedual, fcorned and 
ihocking. The Many will always have Religion, 
which is rarely gained by Inquiry, but generally 
taken implicitly, and retained by Rote: There 
are few that have not fome Syftem of Specula- 
tions, which is Religion to tkem^ and anfwers the 
Purpofes oT Religion to Society, as it infers an 
Awe of a fuperior Power. At worft, every Man 
profeffes Morality, which is the fureft Demon- 
ftracion^of having Religion, and is itfelf Religfon; 
generally found the pureft^ as it is not tainted 
with Superftition and Crafr, two peftilent Ingre- 
dients that pervert Religion into Farce and Inte- 
reft. Religion fo perverted is none, or worfe 
than nonp. 

I s a Papift the better Neighbour for believing 
the huge Lyes of Tranfubfiantiation and InfalU- 
hility i when by the fame Spirit and Authority 
which perfuadcs him to think that he believes

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Impoffibilities (for the Thing is impoffible) he k 
led to punifli and deftroy his Neighbours for not 
doing what they cannot do, or for not profeffing 
what their Confcience abhors? 

I woULDdnich rather confide in a Mao 
who does not believe a future State, tfaati in one 
who truAs to Abfolution for gaining him ever* 
lading Blifs. The former has the Motives of na* 
tural Honefty> Credit and Friendfliip amongft bis 
Neighbours, with Security from Starving, Stripes 
and Infamy, to hold both his Heart and his Hand 
from Enormities. The latcer, though he believes 
that his Sins will damn hi(B> will commit the 
worft, if by committing the worft he can induce 
his Prieft to abfolve and fave him. To murder 
Heretics, is Merit; to murder an heretical 
Prince, is the higheft Merit. No temporal Re- 
ward that the Jefuits could have given, would 
have tempted Raviliac to have ftabbed Heftr^ 
IV. of France : But he was eflfedlually tempted 
with an Affurance of a Retribution m Paradile, 
which no worldly Power could have offered 
him. 

The Religion oF moft Nations is rather 
Chance and a Lot, than a Choice ^ much lefs 
the Efted of anxious Examination. It defcenda 
from the Parents, like the National Language ; 
and all Nations think their own the beft, though 
not one in many Thoufands can prove ic to be 
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fo, even where it is fo. They never once doubt 
it, yet pay greac Sums to certain Peribns co 
maintain co them what they are already fure of, 
and for repeating to diem what they alreadf 
know ; nay, what they would kill any one for 
calling in queftion ; or, that would cbaige them 
with queftioning. 

The Chriftian Populace, I doubt, wotdd 
have been molliy Mab&metans, had they been 
born Mahometans: The Mahap$etanf would 
have been EngU[b Quiftiam, had they been 
born Engliflmen j the Jenjjs been per(eai:ing Ca- 
tholics, and the Catholics perlecuring yevUf 
had their Births been exchanged. A late Grand 
Monarquey if bom amongft Hng&noti^ in lower 
Life, and with a better Education, would have 
been a zealous Cahmftj or probably feared into 
Popery by the converting Dragoons. Daniel 
Burgejs might have been a Cardinal ; Richard 
Baxter a mortified Capuchin; George Fox Pope 
of Rome ; Archbtfliop Land a keen Son of the 
Kirk 'j Dr. Sacheverel a raging Faquir, fcattering 
Death and Damnation ^ and our Preacher an ac- 
complifhed Mufti, 

I r is impoffible and againft Nature, to fettle 
a Uniformity of Opinions any more than of 
Taftes, Faces and Complexions. Where the 
mod cruel and wicked Pains are taken about 
it, and the moft knavifh and fanguinary Inftru* 
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ments employed to efied ic> Succeis is moll 
notorioufly wanted. Cruelty to increaTe Reli- 
gion) mars Religion. Violent Methods. uTed 
againft Atbieifm, make Atheifts (if there be any 
fiicb) and teach them to diflemble and to bide 
their Sentiments. You cannot confute what they 
do not own) and they continue incurable by not 
daring to confefs and to reaibn. The befc Men 
often bear this Brand, who feeing Impoftors im« 
pofing the holy Name of Religion upon -their 
own Purfuit of Power and Gain, by bearing 
thdr Teftimony againft fuch Impiety, provoke 
the Iropoftors to render them odious to Bigots 
and to the grofs Vulgar, who always believe 
what their own Impoftors tell them, and never 
fee further than their own Impoftors let them. 
The Cry of Craft becomes the Cry of the Vul- 
gar : He is always an Atheift whom the CraftP- 
men pronounce to be foi and then Curfes, 
Dungeons and Flames, are proper Punifhmenc 
for Athcifm. 

Where is there le(s Religion than where 
Religion is moft awfully guarded, with all hu- 
man Refcraints and Terrors, by all the Arts of 
Men, and all the Malice of Devils ,• by lying 
Miracles, ftupendous Ignorance, a tame, ftupid 
and zealous Populace, a riotous omnipotent 
Priefthood, vefteJ with boimdlefs Power and 
Wealth^ In the moft Catholic Countries you 

Bnd 
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find pompous, deceitful Devotion i no ratioiAl 
Piety ; no Signs of the plain Religion of the 
Gofpel y the Spirit of the Gofpel difowned and 
excinft ^ the very firft Principles and Sources of 
Religion Hiut up and held in Chains ; Freedom 
of Opinion, Tender Confcienccs, Voluntary 
Worfhip, all accounted the moft heinous Crimes 
againft Religious Men, damned and puniihed 
with Racks and Fire; Idolatry the only Devc^i 
tion in faOiion ; and more Safety in living a Sa- 
domite and a Murderer, than a pious Diflenter. 

M E N of Inquiry and Penetration cannot be 
Papifts ; and, finding no Religion to be better 
than Popery (Gnce a Man who has no Religion^ 
has no Temptation to do Mifchief for Religion) 
fuch Men are of Courfe led forwards Atbeifm. 
For I fincerely believe, that few Men were ever 
led into it: An eternal Power cloathed with all 
fuitable Attributes, is evident from the Light of 
Nature. Who would not rather believe that 
there was no God, than a God who did or de« 
lighted in Cruelty and Folly, or impowered any 
Men, under any Pretence or Name, to cheat 
and inthral all Men, or to afHi(9: and torture 
any Man? The Name of Atheifc given to Men 
of fair Charadiers, noted for Parts and Know- 
lege, as it often b by Bigots and Knaves, ceaTes 
to be odious in the Eyes of many, and becomca 
fometimes eligible and pleafing in thofe of moft. 
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Thus ReKgion is banifhed out of the World 
under Colour of fecuriog Religion in ic. This 
Security, in truih^ is all meant) not for ReUgiom 
but for Religious Men^ impudently lb called by 
thcmfelves, hypocritically by all whom they ter- 
rify, and flavifhly by all >Vhom they bewitch* 
By this fclfifli, cruel, impious Policy, they who 
have the Aflu ranee c6 fend Miflionaries to con- 
vert Nations, warn all difcerning Nations nevejr 
' to be converted. But they truft to the Lyes of 
their Priefrs, and to the Ignorance or Cr^uliry 
of the People. They dare tell no People^ how- 
ever ftupid, that when once they become Ca- 
tholics, they muft become Slaves, be plundered 
and opprefled to fupport and exalt their Ca. 
tholic Perverters,* that they muft not entertain 
the tnoft rational Thought ; bur, if they change 
their Opinion, muft either be Hypocrites, or 
burned for their Sincerity. This is the eternal 
Fate and Difgrace of all who hold perfecuting 
Principles, that none who do fo can offer to 
matke Converts with any Confiftency or Ho- 
nefcy; or with any Succefs, when once they are 
known : This is the juft Curfe always attending 
Perfecutors. 

The Many, cfpecially the mere Vulgar, will 
have the Religion in fafhion, and always believe 
that to be Religion, which their Priefts tell 
them is fo. Men of free Opinions will always 

be 
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Be charged i>y Bigots and the Croud, wich 
having no Religion: Though without Freedom 
of Opinion th^re can be no rational Religion : 
Ot)inions taken upon Truft, as they are void of 
Reafon, do no Credit to Religion, nor ought to 
be received, much Ic?fs reverenced, for fuch. 

It is therefore a Liberty belonging to aQ 
Menj to examine by Reafon Virhat is propofed to- 
them for Religion : If they find it true, they will 
embrace it ^ if it appear falfe or foolilh, they 
ought not. It is repugnant to our Idea of God> 
that he can iojoin.what is not true, or cxpe<3f 
from Man to affent to^ what the bcft Li^hc^ 
which God has given to Man, cannot compre- 
hend. 

The R E can be no Merit, butyon the con- 
trary, great Folly, in fwaliowing any Notions- 
implicitly: They may be falfe as well as true; 
and he who takes the Word of another for any 
Thing which he tells him, may as well take hij 
Word for alt that he tells him, and thence be- 
come tlie Slave and Property of his Leader. If 
we once give up Reafon, there is no End of 
Wandering and Mi^uidance ; and the Difufe of 
Reafon encourages and even invites falfe Lights 
and falfe Teachers. Even before we can be- 
lieve God's Word we muft know it to be his; 
nor is there any fure Rule to know it by but 
Reafon. When it appears to Reafon, that it is 
N4 God't 
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Cod's Word, the ReaTon of Man mud aflent 
to it. If we believe it upon the Authority of 
Men, we can never be certain, but that Men may 
deceive us. 

Thenceforward it is not Rea(bn> nor 
Religion, that governs youi but they who are 
Guides in Religion, and roay> if they will, mah 
your Religton> a Religion to their own Purpofes, 
as the Poptfti Priefts literally do. You are then 
abfblucely at their Mercy, what to believe, what 
to fear, and what to adore. This is the great 
Source of Popery. They who aflame the abfo- 
lute Explanation of Scripture, are in cfk€t the 
^lakers of Scripture \ as the fovereign Explana- 
tion of Laws implies Law-making. Both thefe 
Powers eftablifh Tyranny at once. No Papift 
can he faid to have any Religion. He (ays after 
the Prieft by Rote, and is the Prieft's Bubble 
and Slave. 

Such Credulity has been indeed the grand 
Source of the rooft crying and defolating Evils 
that have laid wafte the Creation, and aiflifted 
and enflaved Men j the Source of all Idolatry, 
pious Frauds, and Perfecution ; of Tyranny, and 
of (what comprehends them all) Fopery. 

The Pagans adored as Deities the Hoft of 
Heaven, infernal Spirits, Beafts wild and tamcj 
devouring Serpents, Birds of Prey, ftinking 
Heibs and Difeafes^ all upon the Credit of 

lying 
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lying Priefts, and by the fenfclefi Force of 
Fafhion. 

The Papifts wordiip Bread and Bones, and 
Dead Men : And the Impoftors, their Priefts, 
who poifon and bewitch them with fuch Trum- 
pery, Mifchief and Nonfenfe, as if it were all 
real Religion, pais with their blirrd Votaries as 
Vice Godsy who can do whatever God himfelf can 
do, blefs an J corfe. Mad and profper, fave and 
damn, and difpofe of Heaven and Earth. 

Ought fuch Blindnefs, fuch Fraud and Vil- 
lainy, to be called Religion? Yet have the Pa- 
pifts any other ? Are they, can they be, the bet- 
ter for fo devililh a Religion, that keeps them in 
all Groflnefs and Ignorance, and prompts thens 
to all Impiety, and to the worft Barbarities? Are 
they belter Subjefts for being ready at the Prieft's 
Cdmmand, to rebel againft their Prince, to de- 
pofe and ftab, and murder him ,• nay, for think- 
ing fuch horrible Crimes to be meritorious? 
Can they be good Neighbours, who hate and 
damn, perfecute and kill their Neighbours, for 
following Reafon and Confcience i and worfliip- 
ing God, as God requires to be worfliiped, in 
Spirit and in Truth ? 

Is their Religion any Reft raint from Crimcsj 

when it prompts them to commit the higheft^ 

and abfolves them ftom all Guilt when they have 

contra<acd the moft hideous ? This very Power 

N 5 of 
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of Abfolution ufurped by their Clergy, is a Dif- 
folution of Religion icrelf, and defeats all its Pur* 
pofcs and Influence.

Yet for this mechanical Sorrow, or 
even for profeffing it) all his Guile is difcharged, 
and be thus more encouraged to contraA a frefii 
Score) not the lels fecure from being ever fb 
black. Still a new Pardon is ready upon every 
new Peril) which will naturally lead him to ap- 
ply for it) and to declare his Fimefi to re^ 
ceivc it. 

Here is an everlafting Warrant for ever- 
lafting Tranlgreffion ; and every fuch Warrant 
a certain Incitement to Sin. The Religion of 
Popery, therefore, adling up to all its Princi- 
ples, far from being a Check to Crimes, is a 
Call to all Crimes and Immorality y nay) an 0£Bce 
for all Mifchief) all Cruelty, and all Abomina- 
tions^ and thus dreadfully may every Religion 
be perverted, where the Priefts claim fuch ab- 
folving Power, and thus abufe it. 

That there are not more Mifchiefs daily 
flowing from this horrid Fountain (as God 
knows there have been, and are, too many and 
too dreadful ) muft be afcribed to natural Im- 
pulfC) to iimate TendemefS) the Child of Hu- 
manity, 
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manicy> not quite extnguiflied, nor hardened 
even by Craft into Brutality aad Cruelty. A 
Papift, left to Nature and the Rules of Honour^ * 
is capable of high Genero{ity9 Tnift and Friend** 
(hip: But the beft-hearted Papift, under the In- 
fluence of his Pridt) inflansed fay Me Fears or 
falfe Hopes (che ftronger with B^oti for being 
j^fe) Heaven opened tOTeeeive and reward Iwna^ 
if he be obedient^, and Hell to fwallowand bum 
him, if difobedient ; will zealcufly facrifice all 
Faith and Fhendfliip, and perpetrate the oioft 
inhuman, the cnoft infamons Enormities. 

The nobleft, the moft religious CharaAer^ 
charged with Herefy, is horrible to all who are- 
taught to hate Heretics; as the Papifu are earaefc* 
ly caught ; and where Paradife is the Reward of 
deftroying Heretics, there will be Numbers ready 
to earn it. When die Pope had damned the poor 
pious Albigenfesy the Proto-martyrs of the Re-^ 
formation, and had publiflied a Croiiade againf& 
them, half a Million of Men, drunk with Zeal^ 
thirfting for Blood, and urged by murdering^ 
Monks, cook Arms to defcroy thofe Primitive 
Chriftlans. The moft vicious and profligate Cri- 
minals, the moft abandoned Outlaws and de-^ 
iterate CuMhroats, were the kecnefc Adventurers 
and deepefc in che Slaughter, as by ic they gained 
a plenary Pardon for all their Sins.

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Could there be a more awakening Call to 
Mankind, to combine together for the utter Ex. 
tirpation of fuch t hdhfli Hierarchy ? Can all the 
infernal Spirits together) boafc fuch Myriads of 
Murders, fuch fucceisfiil Outrages tgainfc Men 
and the Creation, in a Thoufand Years, as the 
more infernal Spirit of Popery has produced and 
gloried in, every Ctfntury ? Yet fo blinding is 
Superftition> fo bewitching is Prieftcraft, chat 
the Father of the AQafllins of Chriftians was reve- 
renced as the Father of Chriftendom, and adored 
like a God : B^ome, the Sink of Abominations, 
the Seminary of Frauds, Sodomy, Cruelty and 
Tyranny, paffed for the Holy City, What Mockc- 
ryofGodl what Infatuation in Men ! 

Could the Want of Religion have thus in- 
toxicated, thus enflaved, thus butchered Man- 
kind, thus defaced the Creation, th^ maftercct, 
or baniflied Reafon ?

WERDINANDO iht Catholic had great 
Zeal, without common Honcfty. Thilip II. was 
drenched in Perfidy, Inccft and Blood ,- a bigot- 
ed Papift, an implacable Enemy to Protcftants i 
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gaciry and Courage, furpafled him in Bigotry. 
To prove hiasfeif a complete Bigor, he aded Uke 
a mifcrable Poh'tician,. by iighrcning his Countrj 
of a Million of People \ %h bad a Neighbour as 
a Kingj a perfidious and extcnfive Ravager, 
without other Check than the Safety of his Per- 
ibn; for, though he was lavifh of B!ood, he had 
none of his own to fpare. 

Had thefe Tyrants wanted Religion (for 
their Superftition pifled wi-;h themfelves for fuch, 
as it does wiih all Men who have it) would 
ihcy, could they, have done more Mifchief ? I 
think it evident, that they would have done 
]e(5, bad their Bigotry been lefs. Bigotry jufti- 
fies every Iniquity : Abfoludon difcharges aU.

B Y what 1 have faid, the Thing, methiokfy 
may be decided. The Many are never Free- 
ihinkcrs. The Tribe of Felons, of Robbers and 
Murderers, never are : They gcnaally live in 
the common Profeflion, and die io the common 

Devo- 
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Devotion. Where Reafon is moll ftretched re 
can never produce the Evils^ which pious Cra&y 
particularly Abfolution and lacerdocal Power, 
have conftantly produced. 

It is remarkable? that all the noted Railers 
againft Reafon and Free Inquiry into Things 
Religious, have been undifcerning Bigots, or in- 
terefted and defigning Impofcors, Perfecutor^ of 
Confcience, and fuch who would monopolize the 
Rule of Confcience ; Laud with his hot-headed 
Brethren and Followers; Sheldon and the other 
debauched Court-Clergy after the Reftoration; 
fuch four Men as Dr. Souths and fuch crazy ones 
as Dr. Sacheverelj fince the Revolution : Whilft 
all the great Men and great Divines of thofe 
Times, and of all Times, have diftingui(bed 
themfelves by their free Sentiments, and encou- 
raged the fame Freedom in others,- Lord Verif' 
lam. Lord Herbert of Cherbury^ Lord Falkland, 
Lord Shaftesbury, Chi/Iing^jjorth, Taylor, Ttllot- 
fon, Cud^worth, JVhitchcote, Bayle, Locke, Fleet- 
v;oody Nevjton, Trenchardf and all others of their 
difcerning candid Spirit, all Friends to Mankinrfj 
all hated by Bigots.

ANSUBST AUTiATioN, and othcr 
ns, equally impoffible to be true, never to 
lained, therefore never to be believed, were

[ypocrites or Fools could fubfciibe^ fo 
icy who had leaft Religion had moft Or- 
Ky i and fuch Articles as they who had 
Confcience, or any, were burned for not 
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fubfcribing ; fo that Tuch as bad leaft Orthodoxy 
had moft Religion. 

The Light of Nature ne¥er taught any Mai 
to plague another for living under a diflereai 
Roof on a Sunday^ no more than any other Day; 
or for his different Pofture at Dinner, or ibr eat- 
ing none> or for eating Apples infteadof Onioosi 
or for praying in a Barn, and making no Bowi 
to either End of it. But Catholic Guidesy who 
put out the natural Sight of Man, to make Men 
fee clearer, firft intoxicated Mankind, then do- 
mineering over them, have fet City agaioft Qtyj 
Neighbour againft Neighbour, the Son agaiofl 
the Father ; and in the Name of Charity mack 
Men cut one another's Throats, 

The great Obftacle and Terror of their Ca- 
tholic Impoftors, is Freedom of Inquiry, whici 
implies the Strength and Exercife of Reafoa: 
A formidable Foe, indeed ! No wonder they art 
for ever attacking ir, and for ever trying ta 
weaken and deftroy ir, by all the Arts of Of 
himny, all the EflTorrs of Malice. By impliche 
Belief, without Examination, the Catholic Impo- 
ftors reign and profper, and Catholic CommU' 
aities are kept in grofs Ignorance, heavy Chaiai 
and utter Mifery. 
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To what I have /aid above upon the 
Excejfes and llnchrifiian Spirit of 
the Clergy in the Reign of King 
Charles I. Ijball add the following 
Obfervations upon their incredible 
Canon^ injoining an Oath to an

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Strange, unchriftian Proceeding ! Could 
there be greater Injuftice, indeed greater Folly, 
than for the King to confirm it ? It was not only 
tn Oath, which no Man of ftrift Conrcience 
could take, '* to fwcar to he knew not what;* 
but by it the King gave up his Power and Su- 
premacy. It was the King and Parliament that 
matk and confequently governed the Church; fo 
that in agreeing to this Canon and Oath> he gave 
away bis own Prerogative, and facrificed the 
Rights and Power of Parliament^ as be had in- 
deed Parliaments tbemfel ves. It was encouraging 
univerfal Perjury ; as it certainly is ruch> to fwear 
tt random to what is not e^rplained, nor even 
cxpreffed. It was forcing Men to fwear to what 
they dlQiked or might come to didike, and ne- 
ver to change what many thought grievous and 
even fmful. It was taking an Oath to reflft 
King and Parliament, whenever they, who had 
formed the Church, (hould attempt to change or 
reform it. It was engaging by an Oath to be 
Rebels, whenever the Supreme Power fliould 
alter or intermeddle in Church-Matters. It was 
giving up the Right of the Subjed to petition for 
Redrefs of Grievance, at a Time when the Ad- 
minlH ration of the Church was one of the prin- 
cipal Grievances of the Nation : A Grievance fo 
(harp, fo general, and fo rcfented, that the Mo- 
tion

tion to impeach Archbtfliop Laud^ found not oile 
active Voice *. 

The Coverament of the Churchg^ by this 
Oath) never to be altered, waa then, and had 
been long oppreffive and barbarous, and the 
Morals as well as the Dodrines of many of * 
the Clergy, very (hocking. Could thefe Nfeny 
(b fond of afTuming a Divine Right, be (aid to 
feel the {mailed Influence of the Divine Spirit 
amongft them, whiift they were indulging their 
Pride and Paflion againft the fobereft and noofc 
Jferious Chrifcians, reproaching them, and esc* 
pofing them to popular Hate, to Fines, PrifonSf 
and the Want of Bread, all for a Ceremony, a 
Pofture, or a Garment ? Could Truth or Virtue 
be found in thofe Men, who juftified Falflioods 
out of the Divine Word ; told the King, who 
was fworn to rule by Lawa, that he was bound 
by no Law, and damned the Subjed for defend- 
ing his Property, when it was affaulted againfc 
«11 Law. 

The private Manners of many of the Clergy 
f(rer€ then fo corrupt and fcandalous, that the 
Accu&tions and Petitions, and Qiatges ^ain(c 
their ill Lives, fent up to Parliament, and many 
of them publUhed, are too long as well as toQ 
(hocking to be repeated. I (hall only add, that

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k is .hardly credible bow infufiBcienc, how vici-^ 
ous^ how fuperfticious, many of them were ^ ^sA 
the more fo, the more conforming, and alwayi 
the biccereft Enemies to Non-Conformifis. 

If thefe Men were <he Men ki Faihion and 
Favour with the King, it '\% no Compliment to 
bim, or them, that they were fo foy the moft 
pefciient and fal&ft of all Flattery, as well ^ 
through his great Weakaefs in believing aad 
careflSng them. It (hewed what beft plealed 
him, not the Obfervance of bis Oath, not the 
Execution of lawful Power, not the Protec- 
tion of iiis Subje<fb in tfacir lawful Rights, 
but the Exertion of a Power without Bounds, 
againft Law and Oacbs and the Rights of bi^ 
People, all by die Perfuafion and Eattery of the 
Clergy, in Return for his extreme Complacency 
to them. Had he ufed them, as he did his other 
Subje&s, they would have convinced him that 
they were the worft Subjefls he had. 

W H A T was this but a Spirit of Tyranny yi 
hitn ? And what Sort of Men, what Sort of Chri- 
ftians were they, who flattered and encouraged 
this Spirit, fo deftruftive to Chriftians and Met? ? 
Ic was a perfidious Compliment even in them \ 
lince whilft they allowed and even animated him 
to fleece the Laity at his Pleafure, he was not 
ro lay a Finger upon any of their meaneft Claims i 
aad they claimed; even exercifed ov^r the Laity 
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tn Ufurpation equal, nay fuperior to his, not on- 
ly over a good Mcafure of their Property, but 
an undivided Sovereignty over their Minds. 

When this their Spirit, and hh^ was To ap- 
parent in their Adions, as well as in their Decia* 
rations, how could either be or they be popular^ 
or even tolerable, to a Free People, daily incenfed 
.by both, for depriving them of their preciotis 
Freedom of Body, Property and Gonfcience? 
And under fuch Circumftances, fo much Suffer* 
"ing on one Side, fo much Encroachment "^ahd 
Violence on the other, how could fuch an Oath 
be reliflied or receh'jd, an Oath big with Abftir- 
dity, Perjury and Treafon ; impoffible to be kept 
or underftood, deifying the Handiworks of Men, 
^nd defying the Legiflature? It could not fail o£ 
giving a freih and terrible Alarms and heighten 
popular Dilgufts, already extremely high. Nay, 
the Biftiops would needs oblige the Clergy ta 
fwear to the Approbation of Ship- Money, and alT 
fuch lawlels Meafures of the Court. 

The High-CommiflSon Court aded with thfe 
Rage and Inhumanity of Inquifitors. The Sab- 
bath was violated by Authority and Royal Com- 
mand, at the Suit of the Clergy. The fobereft - 
and moft holy Minifters were branded with the 
Name of Puritans, perfecuted and turned out of 
tiie Miniftry and Bread. 
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How little Religion was concerned or aioMd 
at in thefe Pradiccs and Proceedings of Church* 
men, was manifeft ^ fmce hardly a Drunkard, or 
an Idler, Non-Reddent, or an Ignorant amo^ 
the Clergy, was jturned out, though many fuch 
there were, as was too'fuily proved loon aJtcT) 
whilft the moft learned, the moft ezeoQplary, di- 
ligent and BQoft fcrupulous Teachers, were daily 
difgraced, ftripped and undone. 

The more Wealth or Power in Priefls, al- 
ways the leis Morals. It is then not Morality, 
or Knowlege, or any good Quality, that re- 
commends Men to their J^MTOur, but Acquief- 
cence in .Modes and Difct^Iine, and Zezl for a 
Party. 

T H J s was too manifeft at that Time, and 
gave infinite Scandal to all fober Men, to fee 
Minifters of Parts and Piety, puniQied, filenced 
gad undone ; and fuch as were very vicious and 
loofe, very ignorant and infufficient, carefled and 
preferred. For Faftmg and Praying, and a reli- 
gious Obfervance of a religious Day, Men were 
lubjecSed to Gaols and Fines, and the Fury of the 
High-Commidion and Epifcopal Courts,* per(e- 
c:uced and undone for not reading and publifliing 
Orders for profaning the Sabbath, or not paying 
Worfliip to an Altar. 

The Exercifes of Pjety and Devotion ^cr c 
'/bppreflcd, Cuc\i ^ L^<2:vite€ and Afteiooon-Ser- 
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tmtiBi and Expoficioos of Scripture on the Lord's- 
Day. The Communion-Table of Proteftants 
was turned into an jfltary conformably ro the 
Superftidon of the Papifts : Bbwibgs v^ere ^ndiu 
fed towards it, and recommended as an Eflential 
iir Religion : Pi^res were* fet up in ChurcbeSf 
with other terrible Symptoms to the Reformed 
Religion, and ib oiany apparent Advances to- 
wards Popery. What availed it, that they wbo^ 
;made them, diiavowed the Impuution of Poperf, 
when they thuspurfued its Spwirarid its Praftices? 
What is Popery, the dangerous Part of Popery, 
but its Idolanyand fuperftitious Rites^ and chief, 
ly its Power ufurped .over Confciences? Even 
the Supcrftitions, the Fooleries of Popery, are 
(b far formidable as they tend to introduce Papal 
Power;, fi'oce PHefts have always dirc(9:ed Super- 
ftition fo as to profit by it. 

I T is woijhy of Obrervation, that after the 
Overthrow of the Church and Monarchy, many 
of the Epifcopal Qergy not only figned the Enr- 
gagement, to be true and faithful to the Com* 
monwealth, as then eflablifhed without a King or 
Houfe of Lords, but printed and publifhed their 
Reafons for doing fo. In this Proceeding they 
eafed and aflifted their Coniciences with a Di- 
^in<2ion, between a Government de Fa&o^ and 
one de Jure, A Diftindlion againft Confcience, 
and of great Service to Fadion and Perjury 
P 3 afte- 
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ifter the Revolution in 1688. 'Tis equally ra 
markable, that the Prcsbyccrian Minirter^i refufd 
fo to Tubfcf ibe rhe above Engagement and maq 
of tbcm publiflicd ihtir Reafons for ftich ih 
Kcfuial ; yet were boUly branded^ aker the Kc- 
ftorttion, as K^^W/f*Wj by tht very Men who 
iiad fworn to be true tp tbc ^ffytirc. m 
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Conftderations upon the mlfchkvous 
Tendency of Libels^ chiefly puhlU 
Libels. I 

TJPON this Subjeft I eicpeG to find the 

^^ more Candour and Attenciooi as the com- 
jcon Danger has calmed the Minds of Men, and 
almoft filenced the Clamour of Pairy- Falft 
Zciil and Difaf{e6lion are driven into Cabals \n 
Corners; snd I hope that cooomon Seofc will 
be heard in the Cau/e of National Peace and 
Union. I 

I T cannot but be a pardonable Attempt^ to pre-' 
vent or allay popular Heats unjuflly raifcd, and 

indu* 
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hiduftrioufly kept up, (iJch as turn the Head and 
kiftame the Heart, and weaken Society by di-' 
viding it: to remove perniciouj Prejudices, to 
reconcile Men to their common Intereft, to 
abate their Wrath and Di(gu{ls> infpired by fuch 
as would .miflead them^ againft thole who never 
hurt them. 

Iy their Paffions be kindled, and their Mindi^ 
racked to no Purpofe, or for an ill Purpofe, ate 
Dot the Authors of fuch Pain and Difquiet to be 
€on(klered by them as dangerous Seducers and 
Firebrands, who would gain Credit or Profit at 
their Expence, govern them by impofing uporr 
them, teaze them with falfe Fears and Informa* 
tion, and difturb the Public for private Ends ? 
It \% not for the Credit of any Man, to defame - 
King, Lords and Commons, becaufe a Libeller 
bids him, and to regard his Charader and Autho- 
rity more than thofe of the Legiflature. 

One who lives by a Paper, or ftrives to ferve 
the Views of a Faftion by it, wiU be apt to conw 
fider, not what is true and right, but what is 
taking and gainful; and, under the Temptatioa 
of multiplying Lyes, to multiply Loaves and 
Readers. If it be popular to rail at public Men 
and public Meafures, it cannot be expeded that 
be will take the unpopular Side and make their 
Panegyric, even when they moft deferve it. Ic 
is more probable, that he will rail at their bei): 
"O 4 KQCv^sw^-^ 
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AfikmS} if their beft hdaons bt ill underftoody 
aod therefore unpopular^ and will ftudy to make 
Ibem fo> if in doing it he can but raiie the Name 
aod Sale of bif Paper. 

This generally is the Policy and Temper of 
luch Writers. They are the Svsifs of Interefc 
and Party, and with loud Pretences to Indepen** 
dtncyi arc Slaves to the popular Cry^ Slaves to 
their own Paf&ons> Slaves -to a Spirit of their 
own raifing or foftering. What Party-writer 
dare^ if he would, do Juftice to a worthy Cba- 
fader obnoxious to his Party, or own that there 
are any fuch? What mercenary Writer will ven- 
ture to tell any Truth, which is likely to fink the 
Sale of his Paper, or to fmother any fafe Falfifi- 
cation which tends to raife it? It is the great 
Drift, therefore the confcant Pradice, of both 
Sorts, to humour their Readers, to incenfe and 
mifiead them ; to magnify their own Favourites) 
to blacken and traduce their Opponents, to fee 
nothing but flxcellency and Merit in the former, 
to allow nothing but Folly or Malignity in the 
latter. 

I F we were to take the Word of the Examtner^ 
a very witty, but very unfair and bitter Paper in 
the late Queen's Titne, we muft believe and 
wonder, as doubtlefs the Author meant his 
Readers fliould, that Lord Co<wper had fcartcd at 
once from an Attorney's Clerk, to a Lord Chan- 

celiori 
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cellor,- from tranlb-ibing Briefs, to keep the Great ^ 
Seal, and to prefide on the Bench; that a Page 
was converted into a Captain-General^ and that 
the Duke of Marlborough had been raifed froook 
carrying his Mafter's Train, to the Command of 
the Confederate Army. We have jeerh fayr 
that lively Writer, mentioning, or rather invent-^ 
log the wild Marvels of the Whig Miniftry> who 
were to be reprefented as having done nothii^ 
but what was wild and marvellous^ We havei 
feen Footmen removd from behind the Coach 
into the Infide^^ and the Livery kft off fop 
the lac*d Coat. Frinces have been made out of 
Vages-i Chancellors out of Clerks^ and the White 
Staff and Blue 'Ribbon befov^d as Vlaj-Things uf-^ 
on the Laqtieji and Bj^bhia •. 

Was this Author to be credited in recount-' 
ing any Pariy-Matter, or in drawing any Party- 
Charaftet ? He might with equal Truth and Con^ 
fifteney,, though not with equal Policy, have in- 
formed his Readers, that they had fecn Wonders 
ftill greater, *' A Presbyterian retrieving the Ho- 
** nour of the Church ; a Diffenter, from takings 
*^ Notes at a Conventicle, didating at the Coun- 
•«" cil-Tablc, and governing a High-Churcb 
^ Qyeen, by xht Merit of his fuperior Zeal for 
•5 the Hierarchy i that they had feen a Barrifter

Such ugly, or fuch ludicrous Lights, can. 
much Spite and a little Wit) throw upon the 
higheft and the nobleft Chara&ers ; and fo leafy 
ic is to make an ill Draught of the beft, yet one 
more pleafing to Ill-nature and Ignorance than if 
it were juft I This is a Work fitting every meanj 
every licentious, Genius; 'tis not ftrange that it 
4raws many Adventurers, who, to fucceed, need 
only invent and rail, crack Jefts without Wir> 
argue without Senfe, and aflert without Truth. 

This was literally the Undertaking, chefe 
literally the Talents of Dyer and Roper^ Co-tem. 
poraries with the Examiner^ and, without a Grain 
of his Wit, as much read as he. Their Ribaldry, 
their blunt Abufe and wooden Satire> had many 
Adtnirers : They diverted Alc-houfes, and kepc 
alive the Rage of Party, which is too eafily kept 
alive, when fuch Wretches can ferve the Turn. 
Their Reviling was called Smartnefs; their per- 
lonal Rancour was love for their Country ; their 
ftupidGuefles, fhewed their Sagacity; their Forge- 
jy of Faflts, good Intelligence : Even their Con- 
traditions.

tHdi&ions and Impoffibilities were fwaliowed as 
Fads and Signs of deep Forefight. AU who had 
for nobly and for fo many Years fupporred the 
Throne, were Enemies to Monarchy : The Bi- 
fhops were pulling down the Church : The Dif« 
fencers governed all Things, though none of thtat 
were employed : The Whigs were bringing in- 
the Pretender, as the Prelates were Presbytery, .

even when they thought chemielves ftrong enough* 
to place him upon her Throne^ and bad aduaUy 
attteriopted it.

Sharer with Kid the Pirate ; and a bunatfc frdm 
Oxford was the Saviour of the Church. 

T H^ s B were the thcti^ prevailing Dodbrincs" 
arid Pofitions y this the popular Syftem of politi- 
cal Belief, and thefe miferable Authors the popu*- ' 
liar Directors in Politics. Ought not (bch Ex^ • 
cravagances, boldly publiflted, greedily credited,, 
and producing fo much Heat and Ddufion atid* 
ill Blood, to ferve as a Warning to all People thaf 
can but read and remember, bow ra(h and daiv- 
gerous it is to truft, and how much they ought * 
to de^ife, fcilfe^ hot, and abufive Writers, who 
O (J fc^jjj^ 
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icatter Cdumny> Impollure and Ribaldry^ ont/ 
to fcTVc the Imereft of a Pariy> or ihcir owi 
Inttrtft; who for this End flick at no Abuft 
DO FalJlioodj and eyen torture Fa^s mto False- 
hood, and Merit into Difpiaifc j who advance 
not what is true and beaiiiig> but what is roit 
chicvous and pleafing- The poor P«op]c are 
always their Bubbks and Property, and they 
live and profper by deceiving them. 

Nothing u more to the Difgracc of ftich 
LibeU and Libellers^ ihan that rbey are moft loud 
and current during public Diflradtion and Di^ 
ftrefs; that they thrive beft when the Public fuf- 
fers tnofti and when public Diilra£lion prevail. 
Popular Difcontents arc their Nouriihmenr* apd 
tbey the Fuel of public DifconUoWj which fome- 
tunes have no other 

A FRENCH Qtiack in London^ when thi 
Plague ragcdat Matfeilles^ and was terribly a; 
^ebended here^ TworCj ** that if the Plague d; 
*^ but come hitberj he fliould furely make bi 
** Fortune."* Had the fame narrow* unfeeling 
GtniusbeenaPenmaa in purfuit of Fortune* ur 
& Firebrand of Pany, be would have rejoiced ia 
popular Commotions and [be Profped of a Ci- 
vil War ^ aScafonwben Pamphlets fwarmmoft, 
and Invcftivea fly fafter; when Fury and Up- 
toar prevail> Law is defpifcd^ the ftill Voice of 

ReaToi: 
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Reafon not heard, and all Enormities are en- 
couraged by Impunity. - 

I T would furely fpoil the Pleafure of t^ good 
Gtizen, when he is reading any lying and angry 
Libel, to conGder> that it is written purpofely to 
deceive him» to make him a bad Neighbour and 
a bad SubjeA ; that it robs him of two valuable 
Things, his Time and Tranquillityj andTuppofeB 
him to be a Dupe and in Leading-ftrings. 

W H A T can be a greater Crime, what caa 
argue a worfe Spirit, than, for Vengeance, for 
a Peny', ot a Place, to propagate Difcord 
and Falfliood? Not to care who is burr, or 
what Mifchief be done, fo the Author be gra- 
tified, and the Paper fell ? This is a Proceeding 
too heinous to be aggravated, fcarce credibie> 
yet too common. 

A P u B L I c Libel admits but of one Allevi* 
ation y I mean, when, with all its mifchievous 
Tendency, it is produced without Malice, It 
was natural to picy the poor offending Author, 
who excufing himfelf to a Scaetary of State* 
for abufing the Government, faid, ** He did it 
" from no Ill-will, but only Tor Bread." When 
the Secretary asked him, Why ke did not then 
cbufe to 'write for the Government ? ** Alas, my 
'< Lord, faid the feared Calumniator^ I ihall then 
<* want Bread, for th^n nobody will buy what I 
« wrke.** 
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It whs not Ambition, it was not Illnaturer 
that guided his Pen; and if he did znf Harm, 
he meant none. But when Rancour and Ragey: 
or a greedy Sptrir, arms the Hand of an Au« 
thor j when he openly defies Authority, belyes^ 
and blackens thofe who bear it, and vilifies all 
their Meafures, not • becaufe they are wrong>/ 
though he may £iy (b, but becaufe they are 
theirs; they only who are influenced and mifled 
by him, are intiiled to Pity, but he himlblC ta 
none.

Jefs Man popular, or is it worth while to make 

him fo? They cry him up,- and he has at once 

all Merit, and every fine Quality. The fame 

Pens which libelled d 2>»w//J» deified a Sache^ 

verelL ^ 

Is 
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Is the popular Humour for War? Or does a 
Cry for War anfwer any End of Sedition or Gain f 
Does it hurt a Man or a Parly they hate ? Or 
does it gratify the Men and Party they efpoufe ? 
Or does it quicken the Sale of a Libel ? They 
are prefently loud ibr War, be it ever fo un(ea- 
fonable, ever fo ruinous, and inve^h againft all 
pacific Men and Counfels. Is the Sound of 
Peace in faHiion, or ferves any of the narrow and 
paflionate Purpofes abovetnentioned ? They arc 
vehement Advocates for Peace, let it be ever fo 
premature, and the Terms ever fo feandalous : 
Thay then vilify all tlie Managers and all the Ad- 
vantages of the War, and extol all who would 
make a ruinous Peace. Is the Peace folid and' 
honourable, and they difpleafed and difappointed ?^ 
It muft be ihewQ in hideous Colours, and the 
People taught to hate it, and all that had any 
Hand in it. 

Fo R, as all their Strength and Hopes He in 
the Cfedulity and Mutability of the People, they 
always appeal to them, becaufe they are always 
fiire to deceive them. They have two ftiort 
Maxims: Whatever fliofe whom they diflike 
attempt, is bad ; though it were to fave the Na* 
tion : Whatever promotes their Party or their 
Paf)er, is good i though it threaten National De- 
ftrudion. The fime Pens which had inculcated 
Paffive Obedience to a weak Prince, barbaroufly 
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trampling upon all Law» excited Rebellion againfir 
m able Prince ruling, benevolently by Law^ 
Could there be more daring Itnpiety, or tnore 
(hocking AfTwance ? And ought fuch memorable 
Afliirance and Impiety ever ta be forgot ? 

What could the People think of fuch mifer^ 
ftble Guides^ or of themfelves, for not detefting 
them ? They indeed reap their chief Security 
irom Oblivion. They bounce and rail for ar 
Day : Their Produdions are read and tbrowa- 
a(ide : It is forgol that eveiy ^ext Produdion- 
of theirs contradids their laft. They praife and 
revile) they revile and praife^ the fame Manr 
in the fliort Revolution of a Moon, as if 
they changed with it ; yet their Inconfiftency is 
not minded) becaufe their paft Labours are not 
remembered^ Such Labours furvive not their 
Date, and like the Infeds of a Day, as they were 
formed for the Day, they die with it. 

Unhappily for one of thefe tranfient 
Writers, who trufted to his Talent in vielltsfffing 
M Things as thePhrafe is> a Reader of his caught 
him cruelly mangling in one Paper, a Charader 
upon which be had lately bellowed much Incenfe 
in another. This the Gentleman happened to 
remember, though it was feveral Days before, 
and knowing him, asked bim, bow could (b much 
late Merit deierve fo much prefent Satire. Hovr! 
%s the Author i have you not beard the News? 

He 
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He has (naming a very bonourable Perfon and 
curfing him) " He Ym taken a Place, and IVe 
** are all juft where we were.** He meant, be- 
fides him&If, many other Candidates for Places^ 
who bad long inveighed at all Placemen^ in hopes 
to remove and fucceed them. 

Thi^ is another fhamelefi Pra&ice of fucb 
unfair and paflionate Writers, to reprefent all 
Places a9 odious and even criminal, vrhilfl: 
they themfelves are thirfiiog after them, and only 
rail at them becaule they cannot get them. Tbif 
is always a proper Anfwer to fuch magl^ant 
Railers, and ought to be a conftant Antidote 
againft their Malignity : Nor can there be a 
greater Di^race to their Readers, than to be at 
all influenced by fuch ridiculous Prejudice and 
Railing. Without the Eftablifhment of £mpk}y- 
ments, of Places and Diiliniflion, no human 
Society can be eftablilhed, no more than with** 
out Magiftracy and Laws. Both ihefe imply 
Places as well as Priority : And none bur a mere 
Mob, nor even a Mob without Intoxication^ 
can dream of fub&iling without the Degrees of 
Higher and Lower, without Places and Inequality, 
and without Governmentj or dream of preserving 
Government without Governors, without Men 
in Place and Office : For the chief Governor, 
does but hold the chief Place. Where there are 
Laws, they muft be executed ^ where there is 
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Authority, it muft be adminiftered^ nor .catf 
either Ix done without Han4s, without Miniftert 
snd Officer.^ nor are thefe to be had without 
Support, without Places and Recompences. 

All this is fo plain, that it is altnoft a Sharae 
to prove it,' but it is a greater Sbaroe to thofe 
who make it neceffiry, afad no fcnaU one toiucb 
» want fuch Proof. 

• Human Paffions are too powerful for the 
batnan Undcrftanding : Where Di^ufts are ftrong> 
Rcafon is weakr When we arc broughf to dif- 
lilre the Perfons of Men we diflike their good 
Fortune. When we come to envy their Fortune, 
we diflike their Perfons; and whatever ihef 
have> whatever they do, we are apt to hate, when 
we h;te them. In this unhappy Turn and Imbe- 
cillity in human Nature, lies the great Encou- 
ragerocnt and Strength of Libellers. They per- 
ceive how eafy it is to make Men think ill of one 
another ; how natural it is to wifli ill where we 
think ill, and to fall into the ftrongeft Preju- 
dices for the fiUieft Reafons. 

A N ancient Baronet in Lineolnjbire, who was^ 
fond of Nottingham Ale beyond all other Li- 
quors, though no Enemy to any, yet would never 
tafte a Drop of it, nor bear to hear it propofed, 
after the Lord Chancellor Fmchy who had made 
a very juft Decree in his Disfavour, was created 
Earl of Nottingham. From that Momejc^t and 

for 
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fbrever, be conceived an inveterate Averfion to 
that Ale and that Place, and, whenever hetnen^ 
tioned it> he called it in fpite Sn^fthgham ; there^ 
fore often mentioned in 

We ought to be the more upon our Guard 
againll hafty Cenfure and unrealbnable Piques, 
as we are prone to them. We ought to judge 
of Men and their Conduft with the more Cai*- 
tion, becaufe we arc apt to do it with Prejudice. 
This is the Voice of Humanity; this is,buc 
ehriftian Charity. We fliould read all Writers 
with Caution, but cannot arm oiirfehres with toa 
much, when we read Party •Writers, ortoofcru- 
puloufly confider their Drift and Motives. 

E V E a Y Reader of thofe warm Oratorsy 
ftiould flsk l.imfirif, wbciber they do not fpeak 
from the PafHons as well as to the Paflions^ 
whether Men in a Flame can reaibn candidly, or 
fee clearly ; whether an angry Man can reprefent 
fairly •, whether what gives raoft Ofience, would 
give any, if it came from a diflFerent Quarter and 
different Men : Whether public Complaints be 
not often breathed from Griefs which the Public 
does not feel, and might not be removed by a 
Remedy which would not make the Public eafier: 
Whether one who gets a Peny, by ccnfuring 
the Miniftry, or hopes for a Place by a Change 
of Minifters, knows State Affairs better, or 
would conduft them better, than they, or would^ 

lofe 
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lofe a Peny by prtifiog them, . cdougb diey evef 
fo tnanifeftly dcfcrvcd bis Praire^ Wbetber cmic 
wbo colledi News knows more of the Condt^- 
tioo of Chriftendom, than-the Secretary of State f 
whether either the Dealer in News or in Pbli« 
ticks, wottM hurt bis Paper by generous Truth 
and Obfervation, or would iK)t rather promote it 
by Mifreprefentations, and by ill-natured and ran- 
dom Cenfure? 

Who&vb Sr i» the Author of Slander and 
lovedivey ufurps the Place of Juftice, awards 
Judgment, and inflids perfonal Puniflunent; » 
moft unnatural Judge^ governed by his own Evi* 
dence, decreeing in Wrath, and condemning, 
without hearing! Cicer0 obferving and cenfurlng 
the (candalous, perfonal Invefiives allowed at 
AtBensy even upon the Stage, fa}S, it was per- 
haps ^^ excufabte thus to laih popular Incendi*- 
^ aries, and the Sons of Sedition* ^ though it 
^^ had been ftill better to have left thera to the 
•^ Judgment of the Tribunal, than that of a Sa- 
*^ tirift. But to fuflFer fach Invedlivcs againft 
« Men in Authority, was unpardonable.*' He 
mentions Pericles, who held the chief. The 
fame great Author fays, that to vilify and depre- 
ciate fuch as wete intrufted with the Admini- 
flration of the Roman State, was an Attack upon

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the State itfdf, and con{equendy liable to the 
&me ConftruAion and Puni(hmenc *. 

T.H £ s £ fcandalous Scurrilities upon the Per* 
fons 4)f Mef)> intolerable in any Staee, couid 
not "be always borne even in diat of Athens. 
Erctk the Afhenians^ fond of LicentiouCiefs be«' 
yond any civili^ied Nation, were forced to re- 
drain it by a Law. Horace^ no Enen^y to jofl: 
{lati^e, obferveS) that its ExcelTes upon the Stage 
were fe violent) as to require fiich Reftraint, as the 
natural Effed and Cure of Liberty abufed^:. If 
this Law, then and therefore made by the Arto* 
pagusy cramped the Spirit of the Comic and other 
Writers, whom had they to thank but tbem- 
felvcs? 

I V was high Time to have recourfe to fuch 
a Check, when Alciblades^ for want of a Re- 
drefs from Law, for an Attack upon bis Cha- 
radcr in the Poems of Eufolisj redrefled him- 
felf by drowning the Poet: Terrible Venge- 
ance, as unjuftifiabie as what provoked it^ but 
«oi iu'rpriling from a Man of his great Spirit,

oiAlcibtades : Juft foreafoned Alcibiades *, and 
took away the Life of EufolU. 

Thus ended the inveOive Scraihs. of the 
Qreek Poets ^ s\nd ended in Difgrace, as they had 
been exerted without Mercy or Bounds §^ As 
their Licentioufbeis had been extreme and (hock- 
ing, the Law was awful, and its Penalties dread- 
ful: By it the Offenders were to be cudgelled ^ 
nay, cudgelled to Death f .

^HE firft Step to Knowlege is to be fenfi. 
^ ble that we want it; and we muft perceive 
ihe Ufe of it before we know its Value. The 
firft Step to guard ourfclves againft Prejudices, is 
to be fure that we arc fabjedl to them. The 
Aesl Refle£tk>a ought to be, that it is as unjuft in 
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us to bear Prejudicet againft.otber8> as it is ia 
others to bear Prejudices againft us. 

I F nmic but benevolent Thoughts were enter- 
tained) no malevdent Courfes would be -follow^ 
ed. Neighbours would not treat NeigBbours 
with odious Karnes, nor charge thofe Names and 
fuch who bear thenS) with criOMnal MeaningSj 
which are confidently imputed by one Side, yet 
never owned by the other. Indeed, the whole 
Drift of fuck Names is to promote BittemeTs 
and Strife. They are like Weapons ofienfiv^ it- 
turning Wound for Wounds the Reproach of 
Fool for that of Knave, and Nickname for Nick- 
name. A Tory is a guilty Charader to a Wh^ ; 
a Whig is equally fo to a Tory ; yet each is plcafcd 
with his own : They differ only in the Conftruc- 
tion, and are guarded by flronjg Prejudices ag^ft 
making a true one, bur fo pleafed with fuch Pre- 
judices, that they would be forry to lofe them. 
They find Delight in hating the oppofite Charac- 
ters, and in efteeming their own : A Temper 
proper to perpetuate Piques and Fewds, and 
Proof againfl all Cure! The Spirit of Fadiion is 
civil Rage not yet kindled into civil War, but 
ripe for it, fupporcing itfelf, and annoying its 
Opponents by any Means, however unfair and 
barbarous. So it do but fucceed, ic cares not 
liow i and in order to it, its great Aim will be 

to 
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to make the People hate and love improper 0\h 
jeds upon falfe Grounds. 

It is a much eafier Task to raife a Party-fpirit 
than to lajr it; to inflame than to calm and extin* 
guiih. Very mean Inftruments Terre to excite 
Mutiny in an Army) and Difcoiltents and Sedi* 
cion in a Community, fuch as the ableft Gene*- 
rals and the wifeft Mi^ftrates cannot prevent nor 
compofe. Two common Soldiers raifed fucb a 
forious tJproar in a Roman Army, as threatened 
the DeftruAion of the Commanders, and even of 
the Emperor; nor did it end without infinite 
Cruelty and Slaughter. Yet the Incendiaries 
worked up the Soldiers to all this Rage and Dif« 
order, chiefly by aggravating the common and 
neceflary Lot of Soldiers, that <*thcy were fub- 
^ je£t to Duty and Danger, and had no more 
^ Pay than thgr were promi(cd.'* Afterwards 
indeed) to feed their mad Rage^ they invented 
many Calumnies, which all pafled with the blind 
Croud for Truth and friendly Information, and 
produced the Murder of many of rfieir Officers, 
the ableft and moft vigilant. Yet fo many Vic- 
tims not (atisfying the Incendiaries, who flill 
thirfted for more Blood, cfpecially that of the 
General, one of them openly charged him with 
the AiTaffination of a dear Brother? whom he 
never had: And nothing but thisPifcovery, that 
the Aflaflination was all imaginary and framed,

The drunken Mob, who ^anaolii^Hwt^of 
public Worihip in the lateQ^een'aTima^' tboii^ 
fuch brutal Impiety the Work of Godj stnd the 
craxy EccleGaftic, whoie Pbrenfy infpired them, 
God's beft Ambaflgdor. Tbey^ adored this 
wretched popular Meteor, and bated a$ h^did, and 
becaufe he did, the rooft amiable Namea and 
Charadters then in being, all moderate Af<r9 ; na/y 
Moderation itfelf. 

NEITHER is much Art required in firing 
the Many : Every Society, every Condition of 
Life, will readily find Evils and Inconveniences 
to complain of, Lofies and Dif^ppoiBtaicotSf 
public Calamities, fevere Laws aQ<| Taxes. 
Whoever rails loudcft agsioft thofe Evils, ho\^

reckoned their fpecial Friend ^ though, ftr froca 
bringiilg them aay Rdief, be only aggravates 
their Su£feriiig9 by teaztng and probing a Wojund 
which he knows he cannot heal : And could fucK 
ak iove htm for beiog^mifled by him, fee through 
his c?il Pur pores or Folly, they would foort 
diaife their Fondnefi for him into another Paf* 
fion, and bear with Patience what they mujt beiri 
be.iteverfodi(agreeable9 and they ever fo angry. 
But he trufts to their Rage, which he can to eafi* 
ly rbufe, and fears' not' their Rdafoo, which they 
fo ieldora ure, and he takes care they fliall not. 

Human Society cannot fublift but at the 
fixpence of Particulars, who muft part with their ' 
Blood as well as their Money, when public Want ^ 
or Difltcls calls for either or both. It would ' 
be a defireablc Bleffing ro be exempt from Taxe j 
and all public Burdens, were the Public (ecure 
without them ■■ 'But^ to be difcharged from 
them, when the Public muft fink or periHi for * 
want of them) would be facrificing All to fave a ' 
Part, which yet could not be fo faved. Fericlit 
t6ld the Athenians^ during the War with l^Cf 
iUmony when the Plague and other Misfortunes 
had made them tired of the War, and uneafy 
with him, dicir General, that " it wm better 
*^ for private Men to fuflfef when the Public 
*' profpercd, than for private Men to profq^t 
Pa ^^ >«\3«a. 
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'* when the Public wis in a Scatc of Decay ; be- 
*^ caufc the privitc Ruin even of tbitving Men 
*' is ricccflirily implied in the Ruin of the Pub' 
** liC} b\ii when the Public flooriflics, pnva 
^ Men are the more likely co flourifli.'* 

A s Sickness and Sorrow and Death arc the Lot" 
and Con<iit:on3 of natural Life; rmpoTicion 
PreffursK and Payment are ihc infcparable Tern 
of civil and (bcial Life, Thcfe however arc 
obvious Themes for Declamation^ for tragical 
Scraim» and fine Fuel for the PaniQn5> which 
are (o awake and tender upon thli Head> that 
very coarfe CUmour, and the moil abfurd Ort- 
tor£) are able fo to Rre ihem, efpecially tbofe of 
the unobfcrving Mutcimde^ too ealily inccnfel 
with the Sounds of Property and I-ibertyi cvcti 
when moft deceitfully and idly echoed. Tbc 
prcfenc Pique and Senfadon animates cbem, and 
when their Blood boilsj no great Art is required 
to keep up the Ferment, A dull lying Libel, or 
a miferable Couplet will do : For the prelent 
State of Things feems always the worfl cothc 
who diUike it. 

lyAT Tjkf^s chief Argument to hti Swart? 
of LcvctlcTSi was luch a Couplet: 
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Nor needed he any other to convince thetn, ^hac 
they were all as good as their Betters, and that 
there ought to be neither higher nor Icwer 
ttnongft the Sons of Adam. In the Tumult of 
their 'Rage they were not aware, that if fome 
were not above others, none could be fafe, how- 
ever obvious their own prefent Proceedings made 
this Obfcrvation. 

It may feem wonderful that any Number of 
Men, much more that an Hundred thoufand 
Men, fhould be found in* a civilized Country, 
all accuftomed to the Conditions of Subordina- 
tion and Society, yet all at once renouncing thofe 
Conditions and all Subordination, all agreeing to 
level all Diftindion, to open all the Gacl>, to 
fet free and employ all Criminals, to murder all 
Judges, Magiftrates, and all Men of Rank ; to 
kill and rob all the Induftrious and Wealthy, to 
deftroy all their Wealth, to burn all Records, all 
Archives, and Writings, and thence abolifh all 
Knowlege, and 'to cancel all Laws and Re- 
ftraints wbatfoever ! Yet this Spirit, railed by 
mean Incendiaries, IVat Tyler and a few more, 
feixed the Commonalty every- where; and the 
ComaK)nalty, in order to remove Grievances^ 
ran into Perdition. 

Grievances is a Word of endleft Ex- 
tent and Meaning; nor, where it figoifies any 
Thing bcGdcs the Breach of Laws is it poflible 
P 3 ta 
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to fix ic. The Imprironment of PerioQs> d« 
Seizure of Propercyy Taxes impoled, X^ives taken 
away> or atcempced, all agaioft L.aw> are Griev- 
aaces, and dreadful ooes > tragically feic here be- 
fore the RevolutioD} now happily abolUhed ^ but 
agaio furioufly threatening us. Uoder his prefeol 
Majefty we fufFer no Grievance which Law for- 
bids, and we enjoy all Protedion and Security 
which Law requires or Huoianity diAates. One 
of the moft threatening Grievances to a State, is 
public Ingratitude for public Benefits. The oexc 
to it) and the EfFed of ir, is Licentioufnefi; and 
both of them infer or prefage all other Griev- 
ances : Ungrateful and licentious Language is fol- 
lowed naturally and too faft by ungrateful and li- 
centious Aftions: Men from fafmg what they 
pleafe will foon learn to do what they pleaie^ and 
the one is often intended to introduce the 
other. 

There were many public Grievances in 
Wat Tyler^s Time; but his own was only per- 
fonal, the Infult of a brutal Tax-gatherer upon bis 
Daughter: Yet he became the Idol of the Mui- 
ticudei he was regarded as their Deliverer, whilft 
be was leadii^ them to Outrages, Poverty aod 
the Gallows, and under the Cry of Oppreffion 
was promoting public and private Deftrudion. 
His Followers were too blind and raging to ask 
hm 01 tfaomfelvesj ^ whether the IMgbes and

^< Liberties df EnglijbfMn could fabfift ; Vy^hether 
«^ hut^n Society could fdbfift^upbn fuch Tcrtos,

As the Tyranny df a Prince is Licehtloufnefe

tsOMgCyiok what they have. If it be Madnef* 
in a Prince to feek to bblkwleis, as I think it i^, 
ttdddo not renfiember one Prince finding Happl- 
nels in that unhappy Ptfrfuit f it is rather more. 
Madnefi in the Peoj^le to feek to be Licentious. 
Singte Tyranny may laft fome time, and oftctt

will fooD come to fwiy all. And u x\\t Mu 
ifc always blind to their Favuuritej as well 
to tbofe who are not fo, tbey will be apt, in th 
hcaddrong Paniality to a new Idol, atxl in tl 
furious Aodpatby to his Opponenb^^ to coinptt- 
meot biro wkh fo much Power (perhaps more 
than what they depofedj or would depoiei his

It is with Liberty, as 'tis with Power; 
always unfafc when it is cxcci&ve. The i 
Limits that feparatc Power and Liberty ft 
bo:h. Liberty is Power in the Hands of 
People i Power is Liberty in the Hands of the 
Prince* Unbounded Liberty w as dangerous as 
unbounded Power; dangerous to the Peop]e> as 
well as to the Prince; and there is as much an 
End of Liberiy when the People can do what 
they plcafe, as when the Prince can. He who 
domiDecrs over his Superiors is as much a Ty- 
fantj AS be who doe^ fo over, his Inferiors^ or 
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more a Tyrant, as the one only ibufes his Truft, 
the other both abufcs and ufurp5 it. 

None of the TUrhipj EmperorSj terribly ar- 
bitrary as they are, ever did, or ordered Things 
tnore extravagantly arbitrary, than the ragged 

k Leaders of the Rabble did at Cojtfij^ntmple in 
depodng their late Emperor^ und for fome time 
afterwards, under the prcfent. One of them^ 
who owed a little Money zo a Batcher (for a 
Debt from a Beggar could not be great) obliged 

■ the new Grand Seignior and the Divan, where 
this Ragamuffin was then Omnipotent, to inveft 
bis Creditor the Butcher with the Principaliry of 
T^^Ilafhia, It was found Advice from the Cham 
of Tartar^ to the Emperor and his Miniiler^t 
upon this Occanonj to humour the dirty popu- 
lar Chiefe, to let them do and f^y^ fwagger and- 
dictate aa they pleafcd, as the fureft way of ren- 
dering them contemptible to the Populace. 
They became fo in a (hort Timcj and then due 
Vengeance overtook them, 
■ The fame L^ws which intitle the Peopte to 
W Protedion from the Crosvn, intirle the Crown 
W fo Obedience and Reverence from the People, 
fliiilft thePerfon who wears it obfervcs thefe Laws. 
Proportionable l^cfpe£t is by the fame Laws due 
to all tbe fubordinate Magifl rates and Miaif^crs of 
the Crown, who fquarc their Condu^^ by tbe 
hrff : To infuU them is to defy Law and Juilice. 
P 5 Ai 
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As 'ris DefMoaation againft the People to cdl in 
queftion their juft Rights,* 'tis defuning liie 
Crown and its Minifters, to vilify and traduce 
them in the ExerciTe of their Regal and Miqi- 
llerial Rights. 

The meaneft Tradesman has a juft Claim of 
Damages for fcandaliziiig him in bis Dealiogf^ 
and hurtiog his Credit. Is there no Crime in 
alarming the Public by fialfe Imputations and Ca* 
lumnies wantonly thrown upon public Counfeis 
and public Men? Can Tradie go on, (ays an in-^ 
duftrious Qcizen very juflly, if Men in Trade 
are expoibd to be undone by Scandal and MiP 
lepre&ntation ? No. The lowed Tradefman is 
therefore indtled to Damages and Amends for 
Afperfions upon bis Charader. Now as he who 
cxpe&s Juftice (kould do Jufiice) would it not 
appear very unjuft, and even furprlfiog, to hear 
any of thofe Tradefmen, ib tender of their own 
Character, afperfiog and blackening that of their 
Governors with equal Freedom and Folly, or 
cbcarfuUy liftening to thofe who do? They 
vould profecute any Man for once treating 
them with the fame Freedom and Acrimony. 
Could fuch Tiaducers decently complsin if }^yef 
were profecuied for throwing their Invedivcs 
upon the 6rft Names in the Nation ?

S u R k L y no Man who h angiy «t tnotber 
b 6c to draw hb Chirafter ; yet Anger i3 geoe- 
rtllf the gTeat Callj often the great Qualification, 
forfttch an Unticrtaking ; an Undertaking which 
requires grcJt Difcemtnenr^ as well af a Temper 
altogether cool and tin prejudiced. Every angry 
Man expcifts that yoa Oiould be as angr>' ag he^ 
snd would tnterefl all Men in hij private Griefs? 
which he therefore covers and recommends under 
public Pretences and Zeal: If you do not adopc 
hts fntercft and Paflion* you are no longer a 
Friend to your Country, and mud cYCufe hltD 
ior repreienting you as an Enemy to tc. 

EviRY one ought to take Par: with ihe 
Unhappy and AfBided. Is a worthy Man dtf- 
•FpoifiEed, or a Suflerer upon any account ? It 
ftioutd be Matter of Concern ro every Man: 
But> if the Public do not fuffer too^ we cannot 
fympachizc with htm upon the public Account) 
though whilft he is under the Aguation of his PaP 
fions, which are always apt to darken and mtOeid 
the Mind} be mayitnaginebis Caufe and that of 
rhc Public to be ihe ftme. Docs a bad, a wonb' 
ie&> or an ii^Ggnificant Man, trifling hh unrca- 
fonableAims, complain that Merit is negle^edj 
and inveigh againft fuch as have Favours to be* 
Aow, for baftowing Lhem better cbaa uj 
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t do not cooceite chat the Public, os any Mao 
in it) nee;4 ^e concerned otherwife than to con- 
flemn his AfTurancC) for intereftiog the Public* 
er any who regard it, in bis privace Importance* 
Vet by fuch Men the Public is fomctimes appeal- 
ed to, its Aid invoked, and the firft and bed 
Men belonging to it afperTed and infulted. 
': Whq E V E R is heartily difpofed to fpeak ill 
of. another, will eafily find fomething to fay ^ or 
if he cannot find it, he may invent ic— Both 
FaAs and Quatiiies are readily coined by a willing 
Fancy, or blackened and aggravated by a male* 
volenc Heart. Proceedings the moft Advantage, 
pus to the People, may, by a malicious Reprdbic- 
ation of them, or even by an unpleafiog Name 
given them, be rendered odious to the People. 
Meafures the moft Mifchievous to the People, miy^ 
by plaufible and falfe Cdouring, be made dear 
and interefting to the People. The Reforma- 
tion, with all itt Tendency to refcue the P<opIe 
from Darknefa and Thraldom, was fur from be- 
ing a popular Undertaking. The infernal Tri- 
bunal of the Inqui&ioD, with all itt Horrors, 
Barbarity and Flames, is adored as well as feared 
.by the Populace. 

A Dealer in fatirical CharaAers is the 
moft unfit Perfon in the Workl to draw that of 
others i for be is at once Witneis, Judge and 
JBxecutkxier, and utterly unqualified for thA B»&r 
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ntfi which he profiefles. He (hews the World 
that he is provoked, and thtu fiirniflies the World 
with a good Reafoo for not being provoked too; 
though it be his great Aim to provoke the World 
to be as angry as he, and conie^uently as unfair. 
He is privately, perhsps iniftakenly, piqued, and, 
fcattering the envenomed Arrows of his Wrath 
at random, makes public ViQims of innocent 
and worthy Men. 

Wfio had a better or more adorable Gba- 
rader than Socrates ? Yet the comic Poet ^r/- 
ftdpbanes prefentcd fuch a frightful Pi&ure of him 
lo the Athetttsnsy and forged fuch a &lfe, but 
fuch a popular Charge? of Libertinifm of Opi- 
nion, againft that Divine Perfon, only for enter, 
raining Notions of the Supreme Being derogato^ 
ry to popular Superftition, and to thrPIuraliry of 
Gods at Athens^ that they condemned him to 
die. The pious Advocate for One God was put 
to Death as an Atheifl:. In the Eyes of Fods die 
bighrft: Wifdom is Folly. The moft fuUiikie 
Truths pafs with a Bigot for Impiety ; and blind 
Guides have alvi^ys moft Followers. 

Bt this Fate of Socratet^ and the peribott 
Malice oi Arifiofhanes^ which then had its E^ 
fed, the CharaAer of Socrates i$ not hurt? but 
that of his fpiteful Enemy gready in&ptired. 
Wh!it aggravated his Malice, is, that maoy df 
bis Flajs V^tit {\Sl <k ^^& te&EuffixMiries t^ 
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00 the Gods> aad intended to expofe them to 
public DeriGon. What (hameleG AfTuranee in 
fuch a Man> a profelTed Droll upon Divine Sub- 
jeds, and even upon the Divinities tbemfelves^ to 
accufe any Man^ efpecially To great and fo good 
a Man, for Speculations about Religion ! 

Mr. DRTD EN* gave a very pertinent An- 
fwer to a Ramijb Prieft after the Revolution, who 
wanted him to employ his Wit againft rhe Pro- 
teftants. *' Father, faid the flirewd old Poet, 
^^ my Zeal for you has already made me bum 
« my Fingers : I have long eirperienced, that 
^ one who believes the Infallibility of a Man, 
^ worfliips a Wafer as his God, and trulb that 
€< you can create a Deity out of Dough, makes 
•< a ridiculous Figure in aty^mpting to ridicule 
^ any religious Opinion, or any Notion about 
'•* JRdigion, however ridiculous it be.** 

Vbat Chaiafters are to be handled with 
TcDdenefi and Decency^ if great Chara&ers be

of ihcRcftoration^ fucce&fall/ employed after- 
wards in cbe Service of the Ciown^ i true 
Friend to the ConfiiCUticm> a Patron of cbe 
Church, with Chriftian Temper tcwirdi Dif- 
ien(cT5 ; lealous for rbe true Incerefl of the TSJa% 
and kind to his Adherents^ equally vigilant for 
jthat of the Lawa, in Oppoficion to Sycopbamt 
and unworthy Fdvouriccsi who in FJactery to tbe 
Pertbn of tbe King, were undermmiog his Au* 
tbortty, by fetcing it above the Law5> which wofl 
its faficrfl and only Support. 

This was his true Character. A far difo- 
tot, and a (hocking one was given him by tbe 
hot f ait^-cittv^ bis Enemies.

A Cry waa foon taifcd 
igainfl him, as ncglcSing the Kin^'^ Friend?, 
hugging hb Enemies^ and tampering wkh the 
Prcsbyrerians. That Cry incrcafcd and fprcad, 
sod thofe Imputations were faft followed by 
itx)re and blacker. He was corrupt in Office, 
an Enemy to the King, whom he had faithfully 
ferved, and jull reftcrcdj and a Traitor to ihc 
State, which he had fo Jarcly favcd. AU who 
railed at him bccaufe ihey were out of Place, 
pcrliftcd to rail till they got in, and looking up- 
on him as their Enemy, ftuck at no Means to 
deftroy him. Were fuch Men capable of any 
^rir Convidionj of doing Juftice to hi; great 
^fecfit^ or even of feeing any in him ? 
^^Vas the Treafurer Qtdo!phsn ever fairly 
reprcfented by the Toriei, a^ter he employed 
the Whigs? Was hisSucceffor ever truly paint* 
cd by the Whrgs, when he appeared at the Head 
of the Tories, or by the Tories when they f«n- 
fied him Jlill leavened with Whiggifm ? Were 
cbcy not both the Bats of infinite Scurrility? 
folly was found in tbcir wifcCt Coun&U^ Mv*

Such is the 
Condition of human Life) fuch die Lot of hu« 
man Society, that for a Pique or a Joke, or a 
little Gain, public Tranquillity is risked, and the 
greateft Peribns worried and belyed. 

The lace Diike of MMtlkarngb will ever be 
a Name of immortal Renown to the Bughjk 
NackMi; the wifeft Counfellor, the greateft Ge- 
neral of his Time, equal to thofe of any Time,' 
fiiperior, in the Qbinec and the Field, not only 
to public Enemies, bur even to Fortune and Fac- 
tion^ but expofed to popular Hate and Scorn, 
by the peflilent Breath of Libellers and the Gall 
of Party j all his Merit and Fame, all bis Vidte- 
ries and Laurels unable to fupport him againfl: 
Invcaives and Whifpers ,• he triumphing Abroad 
over a Power dreadful for half a Century to all 
Europe, and impotent Calumny triumphing oter 
him at Home; his many Vidlories and Con- 
quefts, many of them unbloody, all of them 
complete and glorious, decried as idle and even 
deftruaive, all by the fame Men, who had be- 
fore celebrated him as viaorious without Loft of 
Men i Sine cUfibv^ar. 
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Thes E Iiiflances fufficienlly fticw, that xhe 
bJgheft Services may be dccriedj rhc bell Men 
tridaced, and rhcgTeaccft Merit rendered unpo- 
paUr, by Prejudice and Clamour, by very low 
MeanS) and by very mean Inftrument^ 

In all great Cbange^i during a1t public F^n 
ciencs, and public Difficulties, War fubfiftin^^ 
new Taxes impofedj or old ones incrcafedi Trade 
dccreating, great Evenu expe^ed, great Atteo- 
tiou ratfed) many hoping* many fearingj more 
difappointed than graiified, all prone to Cenfuring, 
if public Mcafures fall wrong, as the beft may, 
tbey will be believed to have been concerted 
wrong> at leall fa repre&med, and chiu che 
wUeft be made unpopular* Nor « Innocence 
tnd Abili:y any Defence againfb popuhr Clamour, 
though raifed by Art and Malice, and fpread by 
Creduliry and Folly. Even th^ beft CounfeU 
are moA baieful to fuch as hate the Aurhcirs of 
tbem. 

The Sura of a malicious Cbarafter may be 

ITme> the Fafe true, yer the Character falfly 
drawfb by AggravadoM thrown in aod multi- 
pjiedi by Fa£ts omitted, or half ftatcd, or 
tTuly Rated j and the whole Charadcrj in irfcli 
btamclers and amiable,, fhall appear hideous by 
thefc Aggravations and Ooniflions- 

RiDicULE, when 'tis oucrageous; is itfclf 
ndicutousj that is> when it adds Fails and Co« 
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kxirf, omttt tbe beft Features, and invents bad 
ones. Sometimes Malice alone draws and falG* 
fies the whole CharaSer, yet confidently repre- 
fencs it for true. 

U N D E R this Ltbefty taken with Charaders, 
the mod Ufiezcepcionable can nerer be iafe. 
They who take it are to be confidered as the 
Csrwi/icfs glirur^ u the Levellers and Aflai&nes 
of great Merit and Fame. It can belong only to 
the loweft and the worft Charaders to blacken 
the higbeft and the beft. 

The accompliflied ^JriMWBS Jifrmtmr^ a 
Name zealoufly celebrated by S^sUgtr^ ThttMtm^ 
and all the able Pens of bis Time^ deferves 
more Applaufe from his own (hort and trueTefti- 
mony conceiving hirofelf, than from all his learn- 
ed Writings, numerous and excellent as they are.

The Abfurdity ofjacobitifm^ thelm^ 
piety of T^opery^ and the Enthu- 
Jiafm of Tarty. 

TTT E have fcen the happy Iflue of an unhal- 
^^ lowed Rebellion, which was the genuine 
Off-fpring of Jacobitifm, Jacobitifm not ownecl, 
but carefully recommended under the venerable 
and popular Name of Patriotifm. A (hamdefi 
Difguife ! Jacobitifm aboliflics Parriotifm. The 
Jatcer is fuppprted by Truth and Reafon and Li- 
berty, and it fupporrs them. Jacobitifm i% 
founded in Nonfenfe : It fets up a Name againft 
the Conftitution, againft the eternal Lights of 
Nature, the Welfare of Society and all the Rights 
of Men. It is defended jufl: as Popery is defend- 
ed, by Frauds and Impoflibilitier. There is not 
more Nonfenfe in the Infallibility of a Friarj 
than in the Indefeafibility of a Pretender. j and 
the Papal Apoftolic Succeffion is not a greater 
Abfurdity, than the Pretender's Hereditary Sue- 
Vol. IV. CL c^S?:\^^\ 
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ceffion : A PoGtioo which infen the Denial of 
a Provideace; and is a Charge upon the Deity 
of leaving human Affidn to roll ac random ; or, 
which is u bad, to be conduAed hf Chiklren 
and Madmen, by Bigots, who are the moft dan- 
gerous Idiots i or by Fools prompted by Impo- 
fiors. That a Pope can never err, is a Propofi- 
tion as rational, as that a Tyrant cannot forfeit. 

The Voice of Jacobidfin is therefore the fame 
Vfith the Voiceof Popery, to pve uf omr Senfes: 
And it is u confident to beliere that Alm%hty 
God may be made out of Dough, as that a 
gpod RiUer, a Charader that implies Wi(doia 
and Largeneis of Heart, could be found in the 
narrow and undifcerning Genius of King Jamuy 
a blind Bigot to pious Cheats, and crazy for Ty- 
rannical Rule. And what better can be exped- 
ed from thole who inherit his Principles and his 
Blood? 

Jacobites do with Patriotifm, as Papifts 
do with Religion : They profanely proflitute the 
Name to abolifh the Thing. What Refem- 
blance is there between the meek Jefus of Gj- 
hlea^ and the imperious Impoftor at R^xo^, who 
claims the triple Crown of Heaven and Earth and 
- Hell, as Heir to one who had not a Place where 
to lay his Head ? Do the Cardinals, thofe pomp- 
ous and princely Prelates, refemblc the poor 
wandering Apoftles ? Or does a Mals-Book bear 

Like- 
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did Chrift or hii Apoijo zjfa js^, cvtB q: tbdr 
EoeiDies and VaSoomxxt t Hii tM eigiiAti Vor 
has murdered IKS^tam^ cawfij ^dat true Woi- 
fliipers of die Lamb. 

How daica JaoobcrdeSe 2iK£nedKjeBe 
of Patriodfin, wfaea tc wndd katpc dit Gti^ 
tocbe crud Mercy of a Tool fodoePope, aafl 
all die Laws of Ubatj to a p wS rf feJ Eatsav t# 
Law? It was Obfefijoo ludSdcK apdoft tfac dse 
locruder, diat be dainei opoe tlie R^jbt of ac 
Oudaw. This WIS fais chief cum asDoeefe^ir 
HighlsMitrs ; and as aqr Ffsad ca« coeat iia** 
vagas, the Fiaud of Hcwdimy Ki^ (^s {^«a^ 
aoneasanyinPopetT) cB^iired and armed ^^ecc. 
Yet the Oy of PatrkxifiDy which wai edioed at 
loud, wasaflatCoocradiaJoofoic: EirdbeSyw 
rit of FadUoo, Uioded bjr Rap, percetvtc fio^ 
the Contradtdioo. If hencamtormrbjrLaw^ 
and there founded bb Ri^^ he qiuc:«d his 
Tide from Bkxx). If he adheied t& Us IMcMC 
from King Jimes, why aUege a R^x ffoos Law^ 
which KiDg7.<»isr/fconiedaad over umec!? Be* 
fides> we are abcady foveroed by L»wj every 
Ad of Government was wsrrafltted by cxpr^ 
Law ; and no Law violated or firecched in any 
one loftance 

The Trudi is (if Men mad wiA Party couM 
fee Truth) certtto Cbitfs ¥ifho diirftcd for t Sh«(« 
da ^ 
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of Power, and could have none) till tbey hafl 
deftroyed thole who held it> were determined to 
overturn ail Power, in order to grafp til. Therr 
HereMtsry Bndmeuj proud of that infamous 
Tie, zealous in Proportion to their Brutalit]F> 
brutal in Proportion to their BUndnefs, followed 
their Chiefs, led by the Force of Vaflalage and 
Hopes of Plunder: Apy Bread was better than 
Done; and the EngUfb Qimate was better than 
their own. Their Chieftains further animated 
them with the Cant of Loyalty : Their Preachers 
(the Nonjurors and other Popifli Pricfts)* fired 
them with a Call from God ; and the moft po- 
tent Cheat was fetched from Religion. 

The Religion of Thieves and Savages, cm- 
braced upon wicked Principles, and managed by 
impious Guides, increafes their Ardour for Rob- 
bery and other Ads of Barbarity. Their Ene- 
mies, that is, whomfoever tbey mean to rob, 
arc all E^ptUns ; and their Leaders aflUre them 
of the high and godly Merit of fpoiling the 
EgyptUns. The Example of the Je'ws is a War- 
rant to the Highlanders^ to ferve the good Sub- 
jeds of King George as the Je*ws did the naughty 
Subjefts of King Pharaoh, 

Those who have no Reh'gion but what 
knavilh Leaders teach them, had better have 
none. He who has no Religion will not do 
Mifchicf for the Sake of Religion. He whofe 
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Religion prompts him to Mifchief, is the worfe 
for his Religion. The Highlanders^ whiift they 
were committing Treafon and Robbery againit 
God and the King> thought themfelvef fervin^ 
both, and entitled to the Blood and Property of 
all ^ good Subjedls, who refufed to commit the 
fame damnable Outrages. They were perfuaded 
by their Impoftors, that they themfelves were 
all Patriots, and that it was Patriotifm to rob 
and kill, to overfet the Government, and to pro- 
mote Confiifion. They were fo heated and en- 
chanted> that whilft they were all gafping after 
Places, they inveighed aloud and without Mea- 
fure againft Places and Placemen ^ meaning the 
prefent Poffeflbrs, This Trick and Cry they had 
long learned from the Times, and from certain 
difinterefted Patriots, who by fuch Cant really 
meant no Advantage to the WgblandiTSj but on- 
ly courted Help and Support from ih^ Highland^ 
trs and all Men, nor fcrupted to accept ic from 
the Worft. 

These wild Partizans, educated on Hills 
and in Caves, as fierce as Wolvea, as ignorant 
as Cattle, were fumiflied with C^f »/, which they 
called Reafon. They talked of Higbt and Vfurp^ 
ation^ always took one for the other, and held 
Opinions againft Fadt and Senfe. A miferable 
Mob, naked of InftruSion as well as of Cover** 
ii^, would be Judges of atf Thingt, Reafon;^ 
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Power and Property) wouM overthrow tn Efta- 
biifliment oide by the Three EfisteSy reverre 
public WtfikMii, tod reform by deftroymg. 
Wretches bred in Ntftinefi ttid Ignorance, and 
all Immorality, were to purify the Scate^ and to 
leftore Rdigion. 

Such is the Sjpirit of Party, generally as fu- 
rious as blind, u catching as Enthuliafm) and as 
incurable. I Audi therefore here fubjoiQ fome 
Obfervations upon the Entbufiafin of Fadioa. 

To perfift in a ftlfe Opinion is Obftinacy or 
Stupidity. To uige Religion for the Support of 
a ftlie Opinion is Enthufiafm or Knavery. The 
latter generally governs the former. Thedefiga« 
ing Man makes a Property of the weak Mani 
improves that Weaknefs to ferve bimieif> and 
direds well-meaning Zeal to mifchievous Ends. 
When a Man is once perfuaded that ht is 
moved by the Spirit of God, or ferving thd 
Caufe of God by the Dire&ion of Men that 
come from God, he wants no further Incentive 
to purfue the moft daring Couries, and to do 
the moft defperate A<Stions \ all in Defence of 
fuch a divine Cauie^ and in Obedience to fucb 
divine Monitors. 

A Person who concludes himfelf in the 
diied Road to Paradtfe, and intitled to the beft 
Place in it ; who fees God and Angels applauding 
him^ and Heaven open to receive bim> will avoid 
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nd Pain or Peril, Racks or Gibbets, ia his Way 
thicher. What is momentary Pain, even the 
keeneft and moft various, to the Joys of everlaft- 
ing Blifs ? If prefent Intereft and Gratification be 
fupm-added) with Power and Pre-eminence en* 
joyed or expected ,* fuch Happinefs pofTefTed 
here, together with the fweet Afliirance of per- 
fedl Happineis and Glory hereafter, muft trans- 
port him irrefiftiUy. He is above all human 
Iropulfe, even Humanity itfelf. His Caufe is 
more than human, and he thinks himfelf allow- 
ed, nay called, td (acrifice to it whatever is hu- 
man, td cruih Society and to butcher Men. He 
confiders himfelf as the Ally and chofen Inftru- 
mcot of the Almighty, and then all his Enemies 
are God's Enemies; whatever oppofes him op* 
pofes God \ and whilft be is rioting in Murder 
and wading in Blood, he is only fighting God^ 
Battks, executing God^s Vengeance, and (hew* 
\t% himfelf the Champion of the Lord. 

The Enthufiafm of Party is often as violent 
as the Enthuiiafm of Superflition ^ either of them 
inflames the Heart, fills it with Wrath and Anti- 
pathies, and baniflies Charity and Mercy. When 
both Sorts meet in the fame Perfon, as they often 
do, his Madnefs and Fury is extreme; as he 
damns you from aSpiritofFanaticifm, he would 
hang you from a Spirit of Fadion. Papifls and 
Jacobites are dreadfully animated with this double 
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Spirit of temporal and eteraal Vengeance : A 
Spirit of which England and the whole Chriftian 
World have been often and bng the bleeding 
WitneOes. Every Man who is not fo mad as^ 
ihemfelves and oppofes their Fury> is the certain 
Cbjt:6t of it: He is a Traitor and a Heretic> 
worthy of a Gibbet and everlafting Torments. 

I N the mod Catholic Countries they have 
opened a prefent Hellj nor can the infernal Spi« 
rits invent a worfe j ImcznthtJnqmftion^ where 
human Sacrifices are daily offered y where human 
Bodies, after a cnerciieCi Series of ghoftly Terrors 
and Tortures, are configned to perifli alive in 
Flames here, and human Souls to live in eternal 
FUmes hereafter : The moft fincere Profeffors, 
fijch as cannot lye to God, nor to their Confci^ 
ence> to their Bible and to comax)n Scnfe, are 
the moft conftant Fuel there. The impious 
Managers commit a double Infult upon the Liv- 
ing God, by trampling upon all his Command- 
ments, and blafphemoufly claim his Name and 
Authority, in openly defying his Word and all 
bis Attributes. They barbarouffy burn God's in- 
nocent Creatures for God's holy CauTe. Could 
they affront the good God fo much by believing 
that there was no God ? To make him the Pa* 
tron of peftilent Cruelty and Fraud, is in Effcdk 
to deny him, and worfe. 
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Yet many of thefe pernicious Deceivers arc 
tbemfclves deceived. They are perfuaded thac 
they ferve Heaven in thefe their hellifii Doings ; , 
a Perfuafion which makes ihem Tenfold more 
the Children of Darknefs-and Iniquity. They a^ 
Icaft inftill their Antichriftian Whims into the 
Heads and Hearts of their dark Followers, who 
fwallow eagerly and blindly all the glaring Forge- 
ries of their reprobate Guides as the Dictates of 
the Deity, however exprefly forbid and abhorred 
by the Deity. Tender Children and Ladies iir 
. Spain^ who flied Tears for the Execution of a 
Murderer, exult at the canonical Murder of an- 
Heretic, op a Je<vjy burned for adhering to his^ 
Confcienc^ and his Bible, the beftand only Di- 
JtGtoxs in Religion-, and the only acceptable Way 
of worfltiping God. This reverfing of Religibnr 
is called Religion : Ghriftian Charity '\$ extinft 5* 
EnthuTiafis are giatified, and Amichriflian^Im^ 
poftors profper. 

The Caufe of King y^ww and of Pdpery 
was one and the fame. Heftrove to imroduce. 
Popery, and Popery always produces an ExpuL 
Hon of Proteftants. He overthrew the Laws^ 
and let up Tyranny. As a Papift arid a Tyrant,. 
he purfued the Deftruftion of lEngHJbmem Up- 
on whaj: Principles could an- EngUfinran defetid 
him, as many of them did? By no Principle of 
Reaibn».buc.by (bstieching. much m^a power fuk: 
0^5 ' withe. 
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with tbecDi^a Spirit of Fadion and Enthufiaitn. 
They alleged hit Hereditary R^bt^ becaufe be 
bad Kings for. his Predeceflbrs. Has any Man 
any Right to Perjury and Ufurpation ? Have not 
all Men a Right of Self-prefervationj to defend 
tbetn(elyes from Deftrudion, and to di(able the 
Deftroyer ? A dumb Man cannot be Succeflbr 
to an Orator, nor a Lunatic to a Profeflbr of 
Law or Divinity. King J^mts^ Tyranny was 
political Lunacy, a worfe Qualification than na- 
tural Dumbnefs. There are herediury Profel^ 
fors of Divinity in Germany ^ but I never heard 
chat one of them, though born mute, or falling 
into Lunacy, had a Right to ad for himfelf, and 
to read Ledures in Theology. 

The only natural Way of defending that 
weak, bewitched Prince, was what I once heard 
offered by a Country Gentleman, unnaturally a 
Jacobite, for he bad a great Eftate. He con- 
cluded all his Arguments wiih the beft, and con- 
firmed it by a warm Oath, " That he was to have 
^ gone Ambaflador to Sfoin if King James had 
** continued to reign in "England!* 

The keencft Zealots fior King James^ fuch 
as were the foremoft in all Plots to reflorehim> 
had, at his firft Flight, when he was taken as a 
Fugitive at "Rocbefter^ approved themfelves his 
moft (anguinary Enemies. When it was debated 
in Council at the Cockpit, bow he fliouldbe 
\ treated. 
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tJrettcd, a Brace of Bifliops, afterwards high Non- 
jur<>rsj and, in thehr own Conceit, Confeflbrs for 
bis Caufe, propofed to have him ufed as his Fa- 
ther had been ufed. 

His Caufe was never the better nor the worfe 
for their Tefttmony, paffionate and felfifli, firft 
and lafl. In both Humours, however repugnant 
to one another, the Prelates probably thought 
themfelves warranted by Religion, as all Enthu^ 
fiafts do. For Enthufiafm is never without Its 
felfifli Side ^ and its intereftcd Views are not al- 
ways confined to Heaven alone, though their 
Hopes there ftill terminate in dear Self- 

The iTidian Bramans, the greareft Martyrs 
to voluntary Mortification upon Earth, entcrtaio 
rood felfifli and ambitious Hopes in all that they 
painfully fufFcr. In all their Flights and Excefles 
of Penance, hanging by the Hair of the Head 
upon the Branches of Trees; or upon fliarp Irorr 
Hooks fattened in their Fleflt, till the Hold be 
torn, and their Bodies drop ; always naked ; oft- 
eta ftarving ; never fitting down; for Years toge- 
ther cdnftantly expofed to all the Elements > 
fcorched by a burning Sun ; devoured by Infers > 
atjhe Mercy of Beafts of Prey; their Limbs 
painfully diftorted into unnatural Poftures, and 
ntver fuflfered to return to their former PoGtion i 
they all the while fbfter the weening Confolatioo 
cxf revifitinJB the World after Deatb^ under the' 
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fuUime Charaders of grti^t L$rds and Princeij 
higher or lower, accordiog to the Degree of 
their former Penance. 

T H E R E are Perfons now alive, who remem- 
ber (everal Englifb Bratnans, living under ftrid 
and lading Penance for King yames; feme who 
had laid themfelves under a Curfe, never to 
change their Clothes ; others never to fliave their 
Beards or Heads, till He regained his Crown. 
So chat you might have feen Men covered with 
Hair^ others with no Covering at all,* all com- 
forting themfelves with a glorious and fpeedy De- 
liverance from their prefent Roughnefs and 
Nakednefe. For, I do not remember any Jaco- 
bite, though ever fo well reconciled to Razors 
andTaybrs, but he was within three Months at 
furtbeft of the Pretender and Preferment. The 
Experience and Difappointments of half a Cen. 
tury have nor been able to cure them of their 
Hopes. Enthufiafm is a Frenfy : Time, Fads 
and Reafon are no Remedies againft it. Whiifi: 
the Enthufiaft lives be believes, and fometimesL 
adores his Idol as alive, long after 'tis dead. The 
Duke of Monmouth was confidently believed by 
many to be alive Forty Years after he had loft 
his Head ^ and probably fome believe fo ftill. 

DisTi^Ess naturally leads to Enthufiafm i 
OpprefQon and Perfecution are its common Pa- 
iCtkHy It is xoufed by favourite Hopes diiap^ 
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pointed, or eagerly enteruined ^ by. lading Re- 
fentmenr, or by any other fettled Paffion. The 
eiubufiaftic Spirit) an Hundred Years ago, which 
fpread fo faft, afiumed fo many Shapes, and did 
fuch Wonders in all Shapes, was firft raifed by 
the Tyranny of the Court, and the Cruelty of the 
hot Clergy. Twas to a luaud that the Nation 
owed an Oliver. The Puritans, mercilefly ufed, 
applied ardently to God to deliver them from an 
oppreffive Government and a domineering vin? 
didtive Priefthood. As they thought rheir Caufe 
juft and pious, their Sufferings barbarous and 
irreligious, they came to have Hopes, then Con- 
fidence, at laft firm AfTurance, that the God of 
Mercy would fuccour godly Sufferers. No won- 
dei that they were glad to help him to the Mean5> 
and to become bis ready Inftruments to bel[i 
themfelves. 

THENCEFORW.ARivall their DoiDgs Were 
the Lord's Doings ,* they themfelves were his onr 
ly People and Favourites^ To oppofe them was 
to oppofe God, though their Vfzys were fat 
from refembling his Ways. They particularly* 
perfecuted others as bitterly, as if they themfelves 
bad never fuffered the Bitternefsbf Perfecution^, 
which is cvery-where the Bane of Religion^ 
and the Refuge of Impoftors, at beft of Enthu- 
(iafts. 
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Such were the Roundheads, whoj however, 
ts they prefervcd a good OutfidC) Sobriety and 
fair AppetranceS) gained popular Credit and 
Sway, partly from the oppofite Deportment of 
the Qergy) who bad long behaved with great 
Haughtinefi and little Etadnefs. Perhaps it 'n 
Well that they had not behaved better. Had 
they added Stridnefi oF Life and laborious 
Preaching to their deteftable and enflaving Doc. 
trineS) England (nlghc have been under Slavery 
(till, as it was for many Years to the blotted 
Prince wbbm they mocked with the Name of 
Martyr^ which Name was a Confeflion) that be 
perilhed by trufting to their wicked DoSrinc 
and fupporting their ridiculous Chimeras. 

The fuflering Cavaliers, of courfe, turned 
Entbufiafts too, but Enchufiafts of another Sort. 
They were enraged to fee iheir Adverfaries pro- 
fpering and viflorious. They therefore, in the 
Heat of their Refentmenc and their Cups, ufed 
to treat thfe Almighty very opprobrioufly,and even 
with Execrations, for deferting the Church and 
Monarchy, in favour of Fanatics and Republi- 
cans.

Qve Obedience to a Prince inwardly a Papi((^ 
outwardly a Profligate, and paffionate for Ty 
ranny, were Flights of Madnefi and Entbufiarm^ 
if they were in earncft : If ibcy were nor, they 
nxerit a woffe CharaAcr. All the (hocking 
Videoces of his Reign were not only defended, 
but baOowcd. So were tbofe of Ms Brother, 
till tbe. poor undt&erning Sovereign, trufting to 
thiiTery Dodrine, like a flatning Emhufiaft for 
Popery and Tyranny, touched the Altar, Then, 
and noc till then, they who had feen, with Un»' 
cDocem, iiay> with Approbation, Law and Li- 
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berty deibt>yed> Life and Property feized, by 
mereWilU bectmcEntbufiafts to Intereft, and - 
gave up the Montrch> or rather preached him 
down.
